Icfs tolerable Account of than of this. 
Several Authors have indeed treated 
on this Subject , in French, in Latin, 
and in Italian .* But many of them , 
byajfed by this, or by that Tarty , have 
written as their oppofite lnterefls 
fuggefled to them , and by an unjufl 
! 'Partiality , reprefented Things to the 
Advantage only oj that particular 
Taflion they adhered to. Others y 
tho ’ more fine ere y have , through a 
llameable Inadvertency , or rather jor 
JVant of due Information , omitted Je- 
vcral Taffages oj the greatest Im- 
port ance y whilsl they dwell tedioujly 
upon Juch as are minute and far Icfs 
worthy of Obfervation. And another 
Sort again y though perhaps neither fa 
partial as the former , nor fo ignorant 
as the latter , have neverthelefs , fluffed 
their Relations with fo many foreign 
and impertinent Bigrcjjions , and 
crowded the Incidents they treat of 
with Jo little Order and Method , that

they give no manner of T leaf ure or 
Satisfaction to their Readers. Such 
is Alexander Giraffy^ Hiftory of the 
Revolutions of Naples, in which , tho 
the Author ( to do him Jufiice ) is 
fometimes very exad, specially in 
Matters of lefs Moment , yet, bejtdes 
the Faults before mentioned , he is not 
exempt from manifest Contradictions 
and Abfur dities, fame of the moB 
material of which I have taken No* 
tice of in its proper Tlace. In the 
Tear 1650, the ingenious Mr. How- 
el , publijhed his Tranjlation of this 
Author , with a Succcfs, far different 
from that of his other JVorks ; and 
that Tranjlation is the only Thing that 
I have met with upon this SubjeCt in 
Englifh. 

Tbefe are the Motives that induced 
me to this Undertaking ; and to make 
it as compleat as pojfible, I hcive con- 
futed the beB Memoirs and Manu* 
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fcripts I could light upon, but , ai 
they are very f carcc , and for the molt 
Tart quite unknown to an Englifh 
Reader , 1 think it altogether unne -* 
cejfary to mention them. I midi own 
however , that as I look upon the Count 
of Modena to have written with 
more Candour and Impartiality than 
any printed Author upon this Suljccl, 
I have generally given him the Tre* 
fercnce where he differs from other 
Hijlonans , unlefs indeed there was 
an apparent Cauje of doing other wife. 
But 1 think my f elf particularly oblu 
gedj (and am even proud) to acknow - 
ledge , that I received no inconsiderable 
Aj/i fiance from a Manuf cnpt ^ which 
was communicated tome by a learned 
Gentleman , the Author oj iL whofe 
Marne , could I obtain his leave to 
infert it here , would do the greateH 
Honour to me and to this Ter for* 
mance . 
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To conclude ^ I have endeavoured to 
fet forth the Hiflory of Mafaniello 
in its true and genuine Tight. I have 
as little as pojfble interrupted the 
Thread of the Narration with idle 
and prolix c DigreJJions or Reflexions ; 
nor (as I hope ) will the Stile of it 
appear anywhere forced or affeclcd. 
But 1 have chiefly jludied to avoid 
the Imputation oj ! 'Partiality which 
other IVriters upon this SubjeX have 
been Jo jujlly taxed with. After all , 
I am jar from pretending to be free 
myfelffrtm Faults and Imperf eXions , 
and therefore if any of them flould 
be animadverted upon me ? I Jhall en- 
deavour to reXify them , and- in the 
mean Time willingly fubmit mjfelf 
to the Cenfure of the Tublick.

INTRODUCTION. 


HE ancient Kingdom 
of Naples , after many 
Changes and ReVolutU 
ons, iubmitted to fch£ 
Power of the Houfe of* 
Aujlria. The Neap'oli a 
tans were , a great Support to this Ii-^ 
iuftrious Family, and by large ahdf 
voluntary Contributions, gave the tit- 
moll Evidence of Fidelity dnd Obfedi^ 
ence to it. They relieved * 
Alphonjo I. by a free tfn- }, w frth”bl 3 
pofition of ten * Carl in es t&.tyfitf 
upon every Fire through >ur 
the whole Territory $ five Carlihc^ 
Were added and fettled tipoh fret'di* 
hand and his Succelforg for eYet J and 

B . by 
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by Degrees the Tax was railed to 66 
■July, 1647. Carlines, which is paid to this Day, 
and amounts to Three Millions of Gold 
yearly. Nor was this fufficient to ex- 
prefs their Affe&ion to the Aujlrian 
Line; for they fiipplied Charles V. 
with ten Donatives that came to Five 
Millions. ‘Philip II. was prefented 
with 3 3 Donatives amounting to Thirty 
Millions; and Philip III. and IV. were 
affifted from the Year 16x8, to the 
Year 1 647, with a hundred Millions and 
more. But the People l'uffered by the 
Gcnerofity of their Governours ; they 
were opprelfed with heavy Exa&ions; 
and at laft all Commodities were tax’d 
to raife thefe Subfidies ; the ncceflary 
Provifions for the Support of Life 
grew dear, which begot popular Dif- 
contents, which at length were io in- 
flamed, that Tumults and Inflirreftions 
followed, attended with Murder and 
Bloodlhed, and other Outrages that 
are the natural Conlcquences of po- 
pular Fury and Diftraction. 

His Majcfty K. Philip IV. of Spain 
was very fenfible of the Affe&ion of 
the Neapolitans, who, without confider- 
ing the Weaknels and Inability of the 
People, rcfolved to prefent him with a 

new

new Donative : But all Commodities be- 
ing already taxed , it was difficult to 
contrive a Method to raife the Money, 
fo that they were obliged in the pre- 
fent Neceflity to lay a Gabel (or Tax) 
upon Fruits : All lorts were included, 
as well dry as green; as Mulberries, 
Grapes, Figgs, Apples, Pears and 
Plumbs; whereby the common fort of 
People were deprived of their ufual 
Nourifhmcnt and Support, and reduced 
to the loweft Mifery and Diftrefs. This 
Gabel W£}S collected with Severity for 
feven Months; but it grew at laft in- 
fupportable; infomuch, that many poor 
Wretches having fold all their Houfe- 
hold Stuff, even the very Bed they 
ufed to lie upon, to pay Part of the 
Tax, were often obliged to proflitute 
their Wives and Daughters to the Mi- 
nifters of the Gabels, only to obtain a 
fhort Refpite for the Payment of the 
Remainder: The Kingdom, therefore, 
rcfolved to bear the Burden no longer, 
and to difcharge herfeif not only of 
this, but of all other Taxes formerly 
impofed; and the Dcfign had Succefs 
beyond Expectation. Nature has cer- 
tainly fixed ftrong Impreflions of Li- 
berty in the Minds of Men: They 

B 2 are 
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are unwilling to bring their Necks 
under the Yoke ' and tho’ they are 
ufed with Moderation and Tendernefs, 
they are fcarce Confined within the 
Bounds of Obedience j but Slavery and 
Opprefliort make them mad ; and Po- 
verty begets Defpair fo (hat Tacitus 
obferved juftly, that the People mfh 
upon Precipices and Deftru&ion, when 
heavy Loads ahd Exa&ions are laid 
upon thent. 

The Royal City of Naples is full 
of People, and many Families were 
undone by the Weight of Taxes ; but 
this Gabel upon Fruit was the greateft 
Grievance, and they refolved not to 
indure it. They had often by their 
Agents, reprefented the Hardships of 
this Aft, to the ilioft Excellent the 
Duke of Afcos , Viceroy of the King- 
dom ; the Women and Children wou’d 
often meet him in the Street , and 
with miferable Cries and Lamentations 
beg of him to releafe the Gabel ; and 
the Citizens of Lavinaro , and other 
Quarters, placed themfelvcs in Com- 
panies, as he palTed upon a Day thro* 
the Market-Place, to pay his Devotion 
to the moft holy Mother of Carmine , 
at the Church of the Carmelite s, and 

pe<- 
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Introduction. 5 

petitioned him in a Body, to remit the 
Tax. The Viceroy feeing himfelf fur., 
rounded by fuch a Multitude of Men, 
Women and Children, who, with up- 
lifted Hands, begg’d Relief, was forced, 
to appeafe them , to flop his Coach, 
and promife that in a Day or two he 
would give theip Satisfaction. Upon 
the Sunday following as "he was going 
to the Church aforelaid, he obferved a 
great Diforder -and Murmuring among 
the People; who did not petition him 
as before, but peremptorily demanded 
a Releafe of the Tax, and threatned 
him in cafe of Denial; Thefe were 
Prefages of the Commotions that fol- 
lowed. The Viceroy was fo terrified, 
that he promifed to take off the Ga- 
bel, and return’d with luch Apprehen- 
sions of Fear to his Palace, that he 
wou’d venture no more to go to the 
Church of Carmine , and would not 
fuffer the Feflival of John the 
Baptiji to be celebrated, that us’d to 
be annually folemnized at Naples ; 
and this he did, to prevent any Dil- : 
turbance that might arife from fo vaft 
a Concourfe of People, when they 
Were got together in one Place. 

Sonic 
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Some Time after. Father Don Ste~ 
fatio one of the moft famous 

Preachers of the Order of the Theatins , 
who had feveral Congregations under 
his Care ; by Means of which, his In- 
fluence was great over the People, 
allured the Viceroy, in a private Con- 
ference he had with him , that he 
could perceive by the Confeffions that 
were made to him , that they were 
exalperated to a very ’ high Degree; 
efpecially on Account of the Fruit- 
Tax, which feem’d to be levcl’d at 
the poor People alone; whereas all 
former Gabels and Impofitions were 
equally born by all the feveral Mem- 
bers of the State : He told his Ex- 
cellency, ’twas to be feared that thefe 
Complaints were the Fore-runners of 
an Infurrecfion , and -therefore prayed 
him to abolifh the Gabel upon Fruit, 
telling him, that he made no Quef- 
tion, but as foon as the People, fhould 
be exonerated of this Burden, they 
would return to their former Duty and 
Obedience, 

Yet, notwithftanding this wholefomc 
Advice, the Viceroy, who was natu- 
rally indolent, and unfixed in his Re- 
folutions , ncgletted doing any thing 

' in 
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in this Affair, thinking it would drop 
of itfelf : Blit he was greatly mifta- 

ken ; for the Populace, inraged , that 
the Gabel, contrary to the Promife 
given them, ftill continued, began to 
grow outragious ; they now proceed 
to A&ion ; and upon a Night, they fet 
Fire to a Baracca of Powder, in the 
Market-Place where the Fruit-Tax was 
exa&ed ; this they did again, and the 
Damage, was afterwards repaired at the 
publick Charge. The Incendiaries were 
at Work to enrage and blow up the 
Fire ; ftiarp and bitter Invefrives, full 
of popular Grievances, were publilh’d 
and difpers’d ; the publick Officers 
were threatned with Ruin and Death; 
and theft infolent Libels were fixed in 
the moft publick Places of the City. 

But what gave the greateft Encou- 
ragement to the Rioters, was the Ex- 
ample of the Sicilians , efpecially thofe 
of 'Palermo , who had by Force of 
Arms and popular Infurre&ions, ob- 
tained from the moft Excellent the 
Marquis of Velez , Viceroy of that 
Kingdom, a Releafe of the principal 
Taxes, and a Moderation of the reft. 
He afterwards gave them a general 
Pardon for all Exceffes and Outrages; 
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for opening of Prifbns, for Murthers, 
Thefts, for taking up Arms in the 
Country, and other Offences ; fo that 
the People of Naples taking Courage 
from the Succefs of their Neighbours, 
thought they had a Right to the fame 
Treatment, and infilled upon their 
Merits, pleading, that they were a 
free-born People, and had by their 
Donatives, contributed largely to the 
Support and Grandeur of the Spanijh 
Monarchy. 

There were two A£ts of Grace 
publifhed in Sicily , in Favour of the 
People. 

7 7 IS Excellency by this prefent Aft, 
* * to be always in Force , does take 
off and abolijb to Perpetuity , the Tax 
upon Meal, IVine, Oil, Flejh and Cheefe , 
throughout all this City and Territory 
of Palermo for ever.

Thefe Privileges and Immunities ob- 
tained by the Sicilians , fpirited up the 
9 People of Naples , who relblved to 
recover the fame Freedom; and you 
cou’d not pafs the Streets without hear- 
ing, What, are not we as valuable 
Subjects as thofe of Palermo ? Are not 
we equally formidable and brave, if 
we could hut unite to redrefs our 

Grie - 
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x Grievances ? Let us lye no longer 
'Under our Burdens : Death is more 
acceptable than Mifery : To Arms ; 
To Arms: Let Us rife as one Man , 
and that infant ly : There's nothing like 
the prefent Moment ; our Time is pre- 
cious ; Delays may breed Danger. The 
Streets rung with thefe and luch mu- 
tinous Expreffions ; and the lame Fer- 
ment was kept up in Clubs and Ca- 
bals, where the People met and gave 
Vent to their Pafiions, by threatning 
their Govefnours, and encouraging one 
another to lhake off their Chains, and 
recover themfclves into a Free State. 
The Viceroy was lorn made acquainted 
with thefe Diforders; and finding Mat- 
ters growing ripe for an Infurre&ion, 
frequently affemblcd the fix Quarters 
or Precin&s of the City, confining of 
the fifth Part of the Gentry, and the 
fixth of the People; to advife againft 
the Dangers that threatned, and by all 
Means to take off the Gabel upon 
Fruits, which was the greateft Grie>- 
vance. This Propofal was very agree-* 
able to the Populace; and had it 
immediately been executed, would have 
prevented the Calamities that follow’d; 
but becaufe it would have been preju- 
dicial 
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dicial to the Farmers, the Defign had 
no Succels : For tftefe Publicans ufed all 
their Intereft with the Vifitor- General 
of the Kingdom, to prevail upon the 
Viceroy, to continue the Tax ’till the 
Month of Auguji following ; and to 
this End, they prefented his Lady with 
Fifteen Thoufand. Ducats. The Vifitor, 
not able to refill the Gold, perfuaded 
the Viceroy to continue the Tax not- 
withftanding his Promife- and for his 
own private Advantage, infinuated that 
it would refled upon his Honour, to 
fubmit to the inlolent Importunities of 
a Mob, confifting of a few Rafcally 
Fellows, who made all the Noile to 
throw every Thing in Confufion, that 
they might the better filh in troubled 
Waters; and therefore he advis’d him 
to repair the Toll-houfe for Fruit that 
was burn’d down ; which he did, but 
relolved at the fame Time to take off 
the Tax, and find out a Way to qua- 
lify the Heats of the dilcontented 
People on the one Side, and the No- 
bility, Gentry and Merchants of Naples 
on the other, who had advanced to 
the Publick upon that Gabel, above 
Six Hundred Thoufand Crowns on Ac- 
count of the Capital' Million, and 

Eighty 
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Eighty five Thoufand Crowns of annual 
Rent. 

This Healing Scheme was told abroad 
to the Difad vantage of the Government ; 
and the jealous Populace fufpe&ed, 
that in the Place of the Gabel upon 
Fruit, a new Tax was to be levied 
upon Corn and Wine, which threw 
them into the utmoft Rage; and they 
gave out, that they would fooner die 
than fuffer fiich Impofitions, and in- 
filled, that the Gabel upon Fruit lhould 
be quite abolifhed, and no new Burden 
laid, to pay off the Debt that was con-r 
trailed upon it. 

Affairs being in this Poflure, and e- 
very Thing concurring to a Rebellion, 
an Opportunity unexpectedly offer’d 
upon the 7th of July, in the Year 
1647, that fully anfwer’d the Purpofe, 
The Account that I fhall give of it, 
will proceed regularly from Day to Day, 
and nothing fhall be related but what 
comes from Authority and good Cre- 
dentials; that fo furprizing an Event 
may appear exactly in the Manner it 
was brought about; and be faithfully 
tranfmitted, for the Improvement and 
Information of Poflerity.

Young Fellow about 14 
Years old, happened to 
live in a Corner of the 
great Market-Place of 
Naples, of a fprightly, 
a&ive Difpofition, plea- 
fant and humorous, of a confident, bold 
Addrels, and of a middle Stature, black- 

ey’d, 
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14 Rise and Fall of 
ey’d, fharp and piercing, his Body ra- 
ther lean than fat, with ftiort cropped 
Hair, and a Mariner’s Cap upon his. 
Head : He wore long Linncn Slops or 
Drawers, a blue Waiftcoat, and went 
bare-foot; but he had a daring, cntcr- 
prizing Countenance, and a good Share 
of item Refolution and rough Cou- 
rage, as the Confequences will foon 
lhew. He got his Living by angling 
for fmall Fifli with a Cane, Hook and 
Line, and fometimes he bought Fifh 
in the Market , and retail’d them to 
his Neighbours who lived near him 
in fhort , he wa§ one of thofe whom 
the Neapolitans call ‘Pefcivendoli : The 
Name of this poor Fellow was Tomafo 
Anello of Amalfi , but vulgarly and 
by Contraction called Majfaniello. He 
lived in a Corner of the Market-Place, 
and it ftrangely happened, that under 
one of the Windows of his Houfe, were 
fixed the Arms and the Name of 
Charles V. of a very antient Itandingj 
and this was underftood to be a my- 
fterious Prefage of what happen'd af- 
terwards ; that this Retailer of Fifh, 
as he would often fay pleafantly him- 
felf, fliould reftore the City to a State 
of Exemption and Liberty, and re- 
cover 
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cover and eftablifh the Charter of Pri- 
vileges, that were granted by that great 
and invincible Monarch to the People 
of Naples. 

Give me Leave to obferve upon this 
Occafiop, that about a Hundred Yeats 
fince, in the Year 1547, (as John An- 
tonio gives the Account in his Neapo- 
litan Hiftory) there was a violent Dis- 
turbance under the Adminiftration of 
Don c Pero de Toledo , occafioned by 
the Tribunal of the Holy Inquijition , 
which Thilip II. defigned to introduce. 
There ftarted up at that Time a Maf- 
faniello , who put himfelf at the Head 
of the Mob; he was z S or rent ine and 
a Banditto Captain , and was princi- 
pally concerned in railing and keeping 
up the Tumults. But tho’ the Nobi- 
lity, at that Time, engaged and acted 
in Concert with the People, thofe Com- 
motions were attended with no great 
Misfortunes , nor was the Ferment of 
any long Continuance. And if the 
Nobles and the People had united at 
this Time, it would certainly have pre- 
vented many of the Calamities that 
followed thro’ the Heat and Violence 
on both Sides. ;For how can the Com- 
mon-wealth fuffer more than by the 

Dif- 
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Dilcord and Diflention of the Inhabi- 
tants ? What was the Ruin of Carthage , 
but ; the two violent Fa£tions of the 
Barchiniani and the Hannoniani ? 
What was the Caufe of a War in 
France for above Sixty Years, but the 
Contention between the Houfes of Bur- 
gundy and Orleans ? What occafioned 
fo much Deflation to the Kingdom of 
England , when fo much Blood was 
fpilt, and fo many dreadful Battles, 
were fought, wherein Eighty Princes of 
the illuftrious Blood were flain,- but 
theFa&ion kept up between the Houles 
of Tork and Lancajier ? And what 
confounded and deftroyed the Happi- 
nels and Tranquility of the Florentine 
Republick, but the Difference between 
the Families of Bianchi and Neri ? In 
fhort, fo deftrudiive as a Fever is to 
the Body natural, fo fatal is Sedition 
and Tumult to a City or a Kingdom. 
A City is fitly compared to a Ship, 
and Divifions are the Leaks, through 
which, while the Mariners are quarrel- 
. ling and contending one with the other, 
a Torrent of Water nifties in and drowns 
all. The wile Pilot who has the Go- 
. Vernment, Ihould provide feafonably for 
the flopping of thofe Leaks, and make 
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Up the Breaches before it be too late. . 
He ihould be the foie Diredor, and 
truft no-body with the Helm, at lcaft, 
not commit it to fadious and turbulent 
Spirits, who are unable to fleer in bad 
Weather; and, in Cafe of Diftrefs, are 
fitter to promote, than prevent a Ship- 
wreck. 

This Mafaniello , v from a Kind of 
natural Craft, obferving that Murmurs 
and Difcontent prevailed in every Cor- 
ner of the Town, and that the People 
Were ripe for Difturbance, took this 
Opportunity to publifh his Defigiis. 
Upon a Day, (which was about four 
Days before the moft holy Feflival of 
Corpus 'Domini ) he was going home 
in a violent Paffion ; and it being in his 
Way to pals by the Church of Carmine , 
where the famous Banditto Pcro?ie i 
with two more of his Companions, had 
fled for the Benefit of Refuge, one of 
them asked him, What was the Matter 
that he was fo angry, and fo much out 
of Humour ? He replied in & great 
Rage, I'll be bound to be bang'd, if 1 
don't Jee Juftice done upon thofe ViL 
lairti ; Til put an End to the Oppref- 
Jions upon the ‘People of Naples, or 
I'll lofe My Life . They fell a latigh- 
C ing, 
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ing, and jeer’d him, faying, Thou art 
a rare Fellow to fet up for a Pa- 
triot ; thou pretend to right the City ? 
Mafaniello anfwercd, Tou may laugh , 
and be as merry as you pleafe ; but 
I /wear by the living God , if I 
had two or three of my Mettle thut 
would Jiand by me ; you Jhould fee 
what IVork I'd make With the Rogues : 
They asked him, What Method he would 
take ? IV ill you joyn with me? fays he. 
They told him, they would with all 
their Hearts; they fhook Hands upon it, 
and, having vow’d to go through with 
the Caufe they had undertaken, they 
parted, and Mafaniello went about his 
Bufincls. 

But he had not been long at flomc 
before he met with frelh Provocation j 
for iome of the Officers of the Cuftoms 
having accidentally met his Wife in the 
Street, as fhe was carrying a fmalf 
Quantity of counterband Flower in her 
Apron, they laid Hold on her, and 
hauled her to Prifon; and, without 
having the lcaft Regard to the Tears 
and Intrcaties of her Husband, would 
not let her go, till he had fbld^ali 
his Goods, to pay a Fine of an Hun- 
dred Ducats, which wa* the Price they 

had 
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had let on her Liberty. This barba- 
rous Extortion ftruck fo deep into the 
Heart of this young Man* who was 
naturally cholerick, that he immediately 
meditated upon the Means of being 
revenged ; and confidering how the 
People were enraged by the Gabel 
upon Fruit, he made Ufe-of that Pre- 
tence, and running up and down a- 
mong the Fruit-Shops that were in that 
Quarter, complained loudly of the 
Cruelty of the Tax, and engaged then! 
to come in a Body to the Market- 
Place, and there declare publickly to 
the Country Fruiterers, That it was in 
Vain for them to bring their Fruit to 
Market, fbr they would not btiy one 
Basket till the Gabel was taken off. 

While this was doing the Tumult 
increaled ; and the Noife of it was 
carried to all the Shops in the Townj 
and to fiipprefs the Diforder, Andreas 
Anaclerio , Eled of the People, who 
Was chofen that very I)ay, repaired 
with all Hafte to the Market-Place, 
where the Fruit was expofed to Sale $ 
and finding every Thing ifi Confufion, 
and the Shop-keepers crying out, that 
they would buy no Gabel’d Fruit, he 
ufed foft and mollifying Words, and 
C is ' with

ao Rise and Fa l t of 

with much Difficulty perfwadcd them 
to pay the Gabel for that one Time, 
and it fhould be exa&ed of them no 
more: Which, at laft, they complied 
to do, and fo the Matter was adjufted, 
and the People returned home. Ma- 
faniello finding himfelf difappointed , 
and that nothing was to be done there, 
1K11 continued his Pnrpofe; and running 
abenit the Streets to every Quarter of 
the Town, he cried out. No Gabel \ no 
Gabel ; t fome laugh’d, and took him 
for a Madmanf, but his Words made a 
deep Impreflion upon others, as will 
appear by the Event. 

When he came home to his Stall in 
the Market-place, he luckify found a 
great Number of Boys got together - 
and when he had infinuated himfelf 
among them, he made his Speech, and 
inveigh’d bitterly agairrft the Cruelty 
of the Government : Look ye here , 

fays he, my Lads , how we are ridden , 
Gabel upon Gabel , 3 6 Ounces the Loaf 
of Bread , 22 the Bound of Cheefe , 6 
Granas for Beef 6 Granaf for Bulfe , 
9 Granas for Veal, 2 Granas the Bint 
of Wine ; Are thefe Things to be en- 
dured ? No, my Boys • Get my W ords 
by Heart , and found them thro r every 

Street 
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Street of the City, but fay nothing 
againf the King of Spain \ cry only , 
Let God, live , let the Lady of Carmine 
live \ let the Tope live, long live the 
King of Spain , but let our wicked 
Government die, let the cur fed Go- 
vernment die : The Boys, when they 
had got their Leflon perfect, followed 
his Dire&ions, and difperfing themfelves 
in every Corner, cried along the Streets 
as they were taught, and had the Bold- 
nefs to go to the Palace, and cry out 
under the Nofe of the Viceroy of the 
Kingdom : And indeed, the Complaint 
was in fome meafure juft, though the 
Method of Redrcfs was criminal, for 
at that Time every Commodity above- 
named bore the fame Price that Ma- 
faniello let upon it. This Tumult of 
the Children fet the City in an Uproar, 
and their Noife made different Impref- 
lions on the People j fome fell a-laugh- 
ing at the Oclnels of the Thing, but 
others began to be in Pain for the 
Confequences. The Boys were often • 
ask’d what was the Matter, and who 
fet them at Work ? They anfwcred they 
were the Scholars of M'afaniello the 
Filherman : And when his Neighbours 
jcfted upon him about his Conduct, as 
C 3 a Man 
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p. Man perfe&ly diftra&ed and out of 
his Wits, he replied ferioufly, Tou may 
laugh at me now , but you JhalL foon 
fee what this Fool Mafaniello can doy , 
let me alone , and give me my Way, 
and if I don't fet you free from all 
your Taxes , and all the Slavery that 
now grinds you to Tleath, may I be 
cur fed, and called a Villain for ever. 
This frantick Anfwer confirmed them 
the more that the Man was raving 
and out of his Senfes; but Mafaniello 
no way affe&ed with this Treatment, 
attended to his Bufinefs, and immedi- 
ately lifted and took the Names of the 
Boys that followed him, about the Age 
of l 6, l 7 and 1 8 , till he compleated. 
a Company of 500 ; but ftill Numbers 
■Came in, and he went on enrolling till 
he made up a Regiment of yooc, all 
fhoice, and fturdy Lads; and giving 
them their Lefifon againft the next Day, 
he difmifs’d them for that Time, giving 
every one of them a fmall weak Cane 
in their Hands, and appointing 'them 
to be ready the next Morning, and he 
would be their General, and lead them 
on to Glory and Liberty. 

The Devotion of the Neapolitans to 
the Lady of Carmine , is fo great and 

fo 
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lb univerlal , that • they do not only 
exprels it by the Solemnity, with whicli 
they celebrate her Feftival every Year, 
on the 16th Day of July , but alfo by 
feveral publick Rejoicings and Holy- 
days previous to it. . Among other 
Things, i; was a Cullom upon thele 
Days, to obl'erve a certain Ceremony, 
which was, that a Sort of Caftle or 
Tower of Wood was ere&cd in the 
Midft of the great Market-place, and 
a Company of Boys who rcprelented 
the Turks ufed to defend it, whilft 
another Set of Lads pelted and bat- 
ter’d it with Sticks and Fruit \ and thi$ 
drew together a great Concourfe of 
People of the meaner Sort, Who were 
much delighted with this mobbifh Di- 
ycrfion, which indeed feldom ended 
without Quarrelling and Bloodlhed. 

The Morrow, being the 7th of July, 7C ^ 
fame, which was a Sunday, and the 
Caftle being then to be ftormed, ac- 
cording to Cuftom , Mafaniello fail’d 
not to corne to the Market-place, with 
his Brigade after him. It was about 
the Hour when the Country Fruiterers 
ufed to bring their Fruit to the Mar- 
ket, to pay the Gabel that was let 
\ipon it } and luch great Quantities were 
; / • ' ' gene- 
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generally brought, that the Officers had 
a great deal of Trouble in colle&ing 
the Tax, and in the Hurry fome of the 
Baskets were overturned, and the Fruit 
thrown into the Dirt, which ferved the 
Boys to fcrarnble for ; and a Multitude 
of them always got together for that 
Purpofe. But upon this Day, the Coun- 
try Fruiterers fold not a Basket of Fruit, 
for the Coftermongers of the Town had 
affociated, and refolved not to lay out 
a Farthing, becaufe they would not 
encourage the Gabel ; and declared they 
would not buy an Apple till the Tax 
was aboliffied. The Countrymen hav- 
ing no Market for their Goods, were 
enraged, and fell upon the Shop-keepers 
that were near them with Cudgels; and 
fo a fharp Encounter there was, for they 
fought it out ftoutly on both Sides : 
Belides, the Citizens wanted* to be fup- 
plied with Fruit, as ufual, and there 
being none but lorry ftale Stuff, that 
was bought the Day before, they grew 
uneafy and tumultuous, and the whole 
City was in a Heat and Confufion. The 
Account of thefe Dilbrders was carried 
to Zufia Grajfiero , Regent of the City, 
who immediately gave Orders to Ana * 
clerio y the Ek& of tbe People, to take a 

P r< * 
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proper Courfe with the Rioters, and 
put an End to the Commotions: He 
came directly to the Market-place with 
fome Attendants about him, and having 
ufed all the Arts of Threatening and 
Perluafion to little Purpofe, for the 
Tumult ran high, and the two Parties 
were fiercely engaged, he at laft inter- 
ceeded for a Ihort Ceffation of Arms, 
which Was granted , and each Party 
giving an Account of their Cafe, he 
determined in Favour of the Townfmen, 
and calling the Country Fruiterers, Fo- 
reigners and Encroachers , (moil of 
them being of the City of Tuzzuolo) 
he rebuked them feverely for the Dif- 
turbance they had made, and declared, ' 
that if they came there again and broke 
the Peace, he would have them bafti- 
nado’d to the Purpofe, apd condemn’d 
to the Gallies. 

Among the Countrymen of ‘Puzzu - 
olo , there was a noify Fellow, a near 
Kinfinan of Mafaniello' s , who was 
deeply concerned in the Riot} for the 
Matter, it feems, was concerted before, 
between him and Mafaniello , and he 
a&ed up to his Inftru&ions } he not 
only fet the Country and Town toge- 
ther by the Ears, but finding that Fruit 
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bore a very low Price, and after he 
had payed the Gabel and Carriage, 
there would remain but a Trifle for 
himielf, he affe&ed to be in a violent 
Paflion, and kicking down with his 
Foot two Baskets of F'ruit, he bawled 
out, God gives us Plenty , and our 
cur fed Governours give us Famine: 
Let the Fruit rot and perijh , it is 
not worth picking up, let thhm take 
it as will . Mafan 'tello flood ready, 

watching the Opportunity with his Boys, 
who fell a-fcrambling for. the Fruit j 
and every Thing falling out as he ex- 
pe&ed, he ran in among the Children 
and Mob, and cried out, Without Ga- 
bel, without Gabel : Anaclerio furprifed 
at- this Influence that was afted before 
his Face, threatned to have him whipt, 
and then fent to the Gallics : Upon 
which, the Fruiterers, and the People 
that were there, pelted him' with Figgs 
and Apples, and other Fruit, till his 
Face was fwelled, and his Eyes almoft 
out of his Head : But Mafaniello not 
yet fatisfied, took \tp a Stone as big 
as he could well manage, and throwing 
it at Anaclerio , hit him full in the 
Breaft. His Militia of Boys follow’d 
the Example of their Leader, and fell 
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upon the Ele& with Stones; who with 
great Difficulty breaking his Way in a 
Coach thro’ the Crowd, drove away to 
the Church of Carmine , where he found 
a Felucca, and got fafe to the Palace, 
otherwife he had certainly been tom 
in Pieces, or ftoned to Death by the 
Boys. 

Upon this Succefs, and encouraged 
by thefe hopeful Beginnings, the Rabble 
flocked together in great Numbers, as 
well in the Market-place as in other 
Quarters of the City : They now talked 
loudly, and without Referve, of the 
Oppreffions they endured ; protefting 
and publifhing in every Street , that 
they would be no more Beafts of Bur- 
den to be rid by domineering Cover - • 
nours , who fucked their very Blood: 
And as for Taxes , they would never 
pay a Farthing more. But ftill they 
pretended to be mighty loyal, for the 
general Cry was. Long live the King 
of Spain , but let the cur Jed Govern- 
ment die. The Fury and Violence of 
the Populace ftill* increafing, Mafani- 
ello put himlelf at the Head of them : 
He was followed by an infinite Number 
pf Boys, and all Sorts of loofe People; 
fome were armed with Sticks, others. 

* * with’ 
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with Pikes and Javelins, and what came 
firft to Hand, or which they had plun- 
dered out of the Tower of the Car- 
mine : And thus furrounded with his 
ragged Regiments, he leaped up on the 
higheft Table among the Fruiterers, and 
demanding Silence, he made this Ha- 
rangue : Rejoice, my dear Companions 
and Countrymen give God Thanks , 
and the moji gracious Virgin of Car- 
mine, that the Hour of our Redem- 
ption, and the Time of our Delive- 
rance draweth near : This poor Fifher- 
man, bare-footed as he is, ffall , as 
another Mofes, who delivered the Is- 
raelites from the cruel Rod of Pha- 
raoh the Egyptian King, free you 
.from all Gabels and Impofitions that 
were ever laid upon you . It was a 
Fifherman, 1 mean St. Peter, who 
reduced the City of Rome from the 
Slavery of the Devil to the Liberty 
of Chriji ; and the whole IV or Id fol- 
lowed that Deliverance, and obtained 
their Freedom from the fame Bondage : 
Now another Fifherman , one Mafa- 
niello, 1 am the Man , Jhall releafe 
the City Of Naples, and with it a whole 
Kingdom , from the cruel Toke of Tolls 
and Gabels. Shake off, therefore , from. 
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this Moment the Toke ; be free , if you 
have but Courage ,- from thofe intole- 
rable Oppreffions , under which you 
have hitherto groaned. To bring this 
glorious End about , for myfelf I don't 
if I am torn to ‘Pieces, and 
dragged up and down the City of 
Naples through all the Kennels and 
Gutters that belong to it. Let all the 
Blood in my Body , fpin chearfully out 
of thefe • Veins • let this Head dance 
from thefe Shoulders by the fatal Steel , 
and be perched up over this Market- 
place upon a Pole to be gazed at , yet 
I jhall die contented and glorious } it 
will be Triumph and Honour fujfcient 
for me, to think that my Blood and 
Life were facrificed in fo worthy a 
Caufe , and that I became the Saviour 
of my Country. 

This marvellous Piece of Oratory was 
received by the People with univerlal 
Applaufe as it dropp’d from his Mouth j 
they declared, they were ready to follow 
where-ever he would lead them ; they 
were mad to be put upon Aftion : And 
as a Teftimony of their good Affe&ion 
to the Caufe, they immediately threw 
a lighted Torch into the Houle that 
joined to the Toll-Houfe for Fruit, and 
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they were both in a few Moments con- 
firm'd to the Ground , with all the Books 

% 

of Accounts that belong’d to the Tax* 
and mariy Commodities that belonged 
to the Farmers of the Cuftoms, that 
were there laid up. 

This A&ion alarmed, the whole City* 
the Mob inctcafed in every Street, the 
Citizens fhut up their Shops, for Fear 
of being plunder’d ; and many of them 
joined in the Riot, that they nyght havd 9 
a Share of the Spoil. All Things were 
in the utmoft Confufion ; the People 
divided thetnfelves into feVeral Compa* 
nies, and bent their Courfe to feverat 
Quarters where the Gabel-Houfes lay; 
thefe they attacked : The Toll-Houfes 
of Fruit, of Com, Flefh, Fifh, Salt* 
Wine, Oil, Cheefe, Silk, of every Thing 
that was either to be eaten or worn* 
were broke open, not one of them was 
dpared; they took out of them all the 
Books of Accounts and Entrance that 
•belonged to the feveral Gabels, and all 
the Furniture, as well of the Farmers 
as others, and every Thing that was 
pledg’d, or otherwife, as fine Hangings, 
Chairs, Arms, great Quantities of Mo- 
ney, with other valuable and rich Move- 
cables, Forms* Tables, Stools* all was 

throwrif 
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thrown into a great Fire made of Straw 
for that Purpofe, and confum’d to Allies 
in the Street. There is one Thing re- 
markable, that in this general Confu- 
fion, there was one ftrift Point of Or- 
der obferv’d, that in rifling thole Houfes 
of the beft of Furniture, and great 
Sums of Money, no Man dared lay 
his Hand upon any Thing for his own 
tile, but all was dedicated to the Fire, 
and deftroy’d utterly ; becaufe , they faid, 
the Wealth and Furniture of the Rich , 
was gotten by fqueezing the Poor^ 
and therefore it was the Heart's Blood 
of the People, and not to be fpared 
upon any Account , or for any ‘Purpofe 
whatfoever. jj| 

The Mob all this While grew confi- 
dent and audacious, having met with no 
Oppofltion • they increafed every Hour, 
and foon made up the Number of 1 0000 : 
Depending upon their Strength, they 
boldly advanced towards the Palace of 
the Viceroy, many of them infolently 
carrying Loaves of Bread upon the Top 
of their Pikes, to lignify the Dearncls 
of Bread, upon Account of the Tax 
laid upon Corn, a Loaf. not weighing 
above ix Ounces; the Cry Bill con- 
tinuing, but with greater Vehemence, 

Long 
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Long live the King of Spain, and let 
the cur fed Government perifio . . 

The Poffe of Boys, confifting of about 
4,000, marched in the Van with Mafa - 
niello at the Head of them, and to make 
the Cavalcade the more affe&ing, every 
one tied to the Top of his Cane a fort 
of Flag of black Cloth; and walking 
folemnly and dolefully along,' they cried 
out in a moft lamentable Tone, Have 
Companion upon thofe poor Souls fuf- 
fering in Purgatory, who being unable 
any longer to endure the barbarous 
Exactions , and the infupportable 
JVeight of fo many Grievances , are 
contriving to eafe and redrefs them - 
J elves : O dear Brothers , join with 

us in, this good Hefign! O Sifters , 
lend ns your JJfiftance , to promote fo 
jujl, fo neceffary an 'Undertaking , and 
fo profitable for the Tublick Good ! 
This pitiful Complaint they whined as 
they went through many Streets, till 
coming to the Prifon of St. fames , 
they violently broke in, and fotting the 
Prifoners at Liberty, they took them 
into prefent Service and Protettion. 

Being come to the Palace, and placing 
themfelves under the Window of the 
Viceroy, they began to be rude and 

noily, 
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noify, and demanded pofitively, to be 
freed not only from the Tax upon Fruit, 
but from ill other Gabels whatever ; efpe- 
fcially that laid upon Corn. TheViceroy* 
furpriz’d with this Attempt, fhew’d hint- 
felf in the Balcony ; and complied with 
them fo far as to abolifh wholly the Ga- 
bel upon Fruit, and Part of the Corn- 
Tax alfb: But this Indulgence rather 
inraged than pacified the People : They 
cried out, they would not be relieved 
by Halves, but the Whole fhduld be 
taken off; bawling out ftill. Long live 
the King of Spain , but curfed be the 
Government. Then they prefled hard 
upon the Palace -Gate, which they 
forced in Defiance of the German and 
Span 'tjh Guards : And a Party of them 
attempting to go up Stairs to fpeak with 
the Viceroy himfelf, and give him a 
more particular Account of their Grie- 
vances, his Excellency fent pofitive 
Orders to the Guard, not to oppofe 
them, but fuffer them to come up. But 
in the Hurry and Confiifion that Order 
was not obeyed, becaufe it could with 
Difficulty be heard; and the Soldiers 
thought to make good their Poft againfl! 
the People. But all Refiftance was vain; 
For the Mob forced all Oppofition ; and 
D with 
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with fcarce any thing in their Hands but 
Canes and Clubs, (a Thing almoft incre- 
dible) and with violent Dutches, they 
rulhed in, and imperioufly demanded 
Audience of the Viceroy : But he was 
fealbnably got out of the Wavi They 
ufed the Spanijh and German Guards 
with great Infolence and Contempt, and 
preflcd upon them fo hard, that they 
were afraid of their Lives } and to ie- 
cure thcmfelvcs, they abandoned -their 
Poft, took to their Heels, and made 
the belt of their Way to their Quar- 
ters. 

The Palace on the Outlide was now 
without Guard and Defence : The Gate 
was open, and the People entred. The 
Door of the great Hall they found Ihut, 
but they foon broke it open without Dif- 
ficulty : But attempting to enter the 
Chamber of Audience, they found there 
a ftrong Guard of ‘Dutch Halberdecrs, 
and a Party of Spaniards, who made 
all poffible Refi fiance : But the Torrent 
was not to be flopped: The Weight of 
the People bore down all: They feiz’d 
the Guard, and made them deliver their 
Halberds, and other Weapons} lo that 
the Coaft being clear’d, they abated of - 
their Violence, and examined leifiirely 
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bnc Room after another, till they came 
at laft into the very Apartment where 
tfif Viceroy, for Safety had locked him- 
felf up in a Clofet. They knocked at 
the Door; but Admittance being denied, 
they attempted by Force of Halberds 
and other Inftruments to break it open; 
It Hood two or three Shocks, for it 
was well fortified within by two ftrong 
Iron Bolts : But at length the Door was 
fplit to Pieces, and there was the Vice- 
roy, who had inftantly been torn to 
Pieces, if he had not been conveyed 
away by Stratagem, by the Duke d't 
Cajtel di Sangro , and the moil noble 
Don Ferrnnt de Carraciolo , who fome 
Way or other got him out- of the Hands 
of the Mob, who certainly intended to 
facrifice him to their Refentments. In 
this Manner, the Viceroy elcaped the fa- 
tal Blow that was defigned him ; and 
retiring to a Place where he found fome’ 
Gentlemen of his Attendants, he thought 
he was not fecure, unlefs he could find a 
Way into the Caftle, where his Dutcheli; 
had feafonably withdrawn a little before 
with her Children, her Ladies and Rela- 
tions. He fent to fee if there was no 
Danger in the Attempt, arid underftand-; 

D % ing 
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ing ,by the Meffenger, that the Dutchefs 
that very Hour had taken up the Draw- 
bridge, he changed his Mind, and ce- 
folved to leave the Place where he was,' 
and take Refuge by flying into the next 
■ Church, which was dedicated to St. 
Lewis , where there was a Friery of St. 
Francifco de Paola : But firft he looked 
out at the Window, and hblerving a 
great Number of People afiembled be- 
low, he gave them Notice that he was 
there. He fpoke to them in the moft 
obliging Manner, and gave them to un- 
derftand, that he was willing to remit the 
Gabel upon Fruit, and give them Satis- 
faftion to the utmoft : And to convey his , 
Intentions to them with the greater Cer- 
tainty, he threw imall Schedules of Pa- 
per among them, wherein he gave it un- 
der his Hand, that the fruit-Tax Ihould 
ceafe, and Part of the Tax upon Corn. 
But this Propofal was reje&cd by the 
People with Indignation ; who railed a 
violent Outcry, and making Signs to 
him at the Window, infilled that he 
fhould come down, arid treat perfbnally 
with them. The Viceroy being afraid left 
rhe Houfe Ihould be fired about his 
Ears, refolved to come down, and if 
pofiible, get into the Church of St. 

Lewis i 
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Lewis, before the Mob knew any thing 
of his Defign. 

In the mean time, that Party of the 
Rabble that got into the Palace, deter- ■ 
min’d to ftrip and gut every Room of 
it. They tore down the Tapeftry and 
the Glaffes, and running from one Room 
to another with great Fury ? they carried 
off all the Tables, Chairs, Skreens, and 
other Moveables of Value ; and throw- 
ing them out into the Yard, they made 
a Pile of them ? and fet them on Fire, 
and burnt them to Allies. But yet 
( which was very remarkable in the 
Heighth of fuch popular Diffraction ) 
they did not fo much as attempt to en- 
ter the Apartment of the moft Eminent 
Cardinal Tr'tvulcio , who lived in that 
Palace, and was at Home at the lame 
time, under the greateft Apprehenfions 
of being mob’d to Death. 

The Viceroy deligned to come down, 
in Order to his Efcape ; and for that 
Purpose had a Coach with two Horfes 
provided at a proper Place to carry him 
off. St. Lewis' s Church was at no great 
Diftance, and therefore he apprehended 
no great Difficulty in the Defign : But 
he had no fiooner flopp'd into the Coach, / 
but fome pf the Mob fpied him, and 
D 3 ■' flopp'd 
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him. He began now to think his Life 
in Danger; cfpecially when the People 
forced open the Coach-Doors, and pre-* 
fenting two naked Swords to his Breaft, 
they threatned him with inftant Death, 
unlefs he would take off the Taxes: 
He.promifed them, no Doubt, under 
that Diflrefs, and perfuaded them mildly 
to lay down their Arms and return home: 
But this gave them no manner of Satis- 
faction : They would hearken to nothing, 
unlefs he wotild come out of the Coach 
and treat with them openly ; and then 
fbiftewhat might be done towards quiet-* 
ing the Troubles. His Excellency was. 
forced to comply, and then the Mob 
began to ufe him civilly, and with 
fome RefpeCt. Some of them with great 
2-eal and Submiflion kifled his Hands ; 
and others upon their Knees intreated 
him, Mof Excellent Sir , for the Love 
and Baffion of God , disburden us of 
. thefe heavy Gabels , which prey upon 
our very Hearts Blood ; let us have no 
more Slavery \ let us breath. The Vice- 
roy apfwcred with all imaginable Con- 
dcfcenfion , and gave them his Word 
■ that all Taxes fhould ceafe from that 
Moment. But tho’ he was outwardly 
treated with tolerable Regard, and in 
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fbme fort fuitably to his Chara&er ; yet 
he did not think himfelf fafe, fo long as 
he was furrounded with fuch a confided 
and dilbrderly Multitude : Therefore, to 
divert the People, he threw among them 
fome Hundred Sequins of Gold, which 
he had provided for that Purpofe, in 
Cafe of Neceffity. This Project had the 
defigned Effed : For tho’ many of them 
would not be blinded by the Bait, and 
cried out, that they did not want to be 
relieved by Mattering his Money among 
them, but to be freed from the Opprel- 
fion of Gabels; yet, while the greateft 
Part of them were fcrambling for the 
Gold , his Excellency ftepp’d into his 
Coach, and got fafe into the Sanctuary 
of St. Lewis. And he immediately com- 
manded all the Doors of the Church to 
be fhut, as well as of the Monaftery that 
belonged to it. . 

The People that were bufy about the 
Money, perceiving that the Viceroy had 
flipp’d out of their Hands, were per-, 
fedly outragious, and refolved inftantly 
to pull down the Monaftery. They went 
thither in a Body, 'and meeting with no 
Oppofition, they batter’d down the firft 
* great Gate, and defigned to lerve the 
reft in the fame Manner ; demanding vi? 

olently 
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yiolently to be releafed from the Gabels ; 
and infilling, that his Excellency Ihould 
deliver to them anlnftrument in Writing 
under his Hand and Seal, that he would 
abolilh their Taxes, and confirm their 
Privileges to them and their Pofterity. 
The Mob went on with their Work in 
pulling down the Gates : And left the 
Monaftery Ihould be pulled down, the 
Viceroy confider’d how he fhoyld put 
a Stop to their Outrages ; the doing of 
which would be difficult, their Numbers 
increafing every Moment, At length he 
thought it Prudence to open the Win- 
dow, and fpeak to them, which he did; 
perfuading them to give over fuch vio- 
lent Methods, to difperfe and go home, 
affuring them, that there Ihould be no 
more Taxes, but every Thing complied 
with to their Satisfaction. Neverthelels, 
the People being jealous they Ihould be 
deluded, they took no manner of Notice 
of the Bromiles of the Viceroy, but con- 
tinued to batter and pull down another 
Gate, which was foon done ; and fo 
without more Obftru&ion, they immedi- 
ately enter’d the Monaftery. 

Things being in this Agitation, the 
jnoft Eminent Cardinal J\lomartna , Arch- 
pilhop of Naj>lts, ufed all-poiTihle En- 
• deavours 
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deavours to appeafe the Populace. This 
* molt Reverend Prelate was always zea- 
lous and a&ive in his Paftoral Charge, 
and devoted all his Labours to the Ser-r 
vice of God and the Good of his Church : 
He was fenfible what Calamities attend 
upon fuch Dilbrders, and that Difcord 
and Sedition among the People, had con- 
tributed more to the Ruin and Defolation 
of Cities and Kingdoms, than all the 
Stratagems and hoftile Attempts of fo- 
reign and profefTed Enemies. And there- 
fore, to prevent the Mileries of Fire and 
Sword that muft neceflarily enlue, he 
went in his Coach to the Monaftery, and 
applied himfelf with great Courtefy and 
Condelcenlion to the Mob, intreating 
them, that they would delift from fuch 
violent and unjuftitiable Methods, and 
fubmit to have their Grievances redrefi’d 
in a legal Way. They anfwered, but 
refpe&fully enough, that they could not 
be fatisfied till the Viceroy had deliver'd 
» to them the Inftrument they had de- 
manded, which was to confirm a Releaie . 
of all the Taxes, efpecially thofe laid 
upon Corn and Fruit. His Eminence 
replied, that he would be an Advocate • 
for them, and endeavour to obtain it : 
And fo going out of his Gpach, he went 
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in Perfon through the thickeft of the 
People, who made Way for him, till he * 
came to another Gate that was in imme- 
diate Danger of being pull’d down by 
the Mob. But as foon as they {aw the 
Archbifhop, the Heat of their Rage was 
abated; for they profefled the utmoft 
Reverence and Veneration for him: Yet 
notwithftanding, they infilled upon a 
Redrels of their Grievances, and that the 
Taxes might be abolifh’d.The Archbifhop 
promifed to ufe his Intereft, aifd engaged 
to bring them the Inftrument ligned and 
fealed as they defired. But confidering, 
that if he left the People, and waited in 
Perfon upon the Viceroy, they might 
return to their former Fury and Diftrac- 
tion ; he thought it more prudential to 
fend a MclTenger to his Excellency, with 
an Excufe that he did not come himfelf; 
and defiring, that he would fend the 
Inftrument confirmed as it Ihould be, _ 
with all poflible Difpatch. The Charter 
was loon drawn up, figned, fealed, and 
* fent to the Archbifhop, with a Defire at 
the fame Time, that he would deliver it 
with his own Hands to the People. He 
immediately ftepp’d into his Coach, and 
holding the written Inftrument in his 
Hand vifibly* that every one might fee 
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it, he drove away without Oppofition, 
drawing the whole Body of the Mob 
after him all along ToledoStrctt • every 
one prefling towards the Coach to* be 
fatisfied what it contained. The Coach 
flopped in a convenient Place, and the 
Archbilfiop read out the Charter to the 
People ; which was no fooner done, but 
they cried out one and all, that they were 
cheated and impofed upon ; for, that 
Infrument figni fed no more , than that 
the Gabel upon Fruit , and feven Car- 
lines upon Wheat were taken off: But - 
they infilled, that mojl , if not all of 
the othfr Taxes Jhould be abolijhed \ 
efpec tally thofe that were imp o fed fnce 
Charles V. The Archbifhop perceiving 
that no healing Meafiires would be heard 
while the Mob continued in that Fer- 
ment, delivered the Inflrument to the 
Head of the People, who was appointed 
for that Purpofe ; and then retired to his 
Palace without Oppofition. 

The Mob who followed the Cardinal, 
finding they were cheated, hailed away 
to the great Market-place, where a great 
Multitude of their Fellows were got to- 
gether ; and, having given an Account 
of the Contents of the Inllrument, they 
came to a Refolution, that it was but 

Satis~ 
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Satisfaction in Tart\ that their Grier 
vances were fill unredreffed ; and there- 
fore, it was necejfary for the common 
‘Defence of the Faithful Teople of Na- 
ples, (for this was their diftinguifhing 
Title ) to form them/ elves into regular 
Bodies ; and to lif a fufficient Number 
of Men , that would recover their 
Rights , and procure them a total Dif- 
charge from Taxes. Then they broke 
up ; and a Party of them, confining of 
Thoufands of Men and Boys, marched 
dire&ly to the Palate; and another Com- 
pany took their Way towards the Mo- 
naftery of St. Lewis , and refolved to 
force open the Gates, which by this time 
were fortified againft them. The firft At- 
tack they made was upon that Part of the 
Monaftery where many Lords and La- 
dies, and Perfons of the firft Quality 
fiad taken Shelter But they were vigo- 
roufly repulfed by the Spanijh Guards ; 
and particularly, a Captain lay about him 
furioully with his Sword, and the Sol- 
diers fired upon them with their Mufj 
cjucts; which did Execution among the 
Rabble, and many of them lay dead 
upon the Spot. During this Encounter, 
the Ladies had Time to retire, and to 
Secure thcmfelves ir* the Friars Cells; 

• ' ‘ anc( 
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and the Viceroy, by the Afliftance of the 
Abbot of the Convent, found an Op- 
portunity to fcale the Walls, and got 
lafely into the Monaftery of Jefuits $ 
from whence he was foon removed by 
lome of his Spaniards , who carried him 
in an old Sedan, and lodged him in the 
Caftle of St; Elrrio. 

It was loon noifed abroad, that the 
Viceroy had made his Efcape out of 
the Monaftery, which prevented any 
further Outrage upon that Place : For, 
the Rabble drew off together, .and 
rtiarched dire&ly to the Palace, which 
they refolved to feize into their own 
Hands, by difarming the Spaniards that 
kept the Guard : But they compounded, 
by delivering to the Rabble their Drums 
and Half Pikes ; but their Swords and 
Mufquets they were allowed to keep. 
In this Diftra&ion they left the Palace, 
and ditperfed themfelves to all Quarters 
of the City, where any of the Spanijb 
Guards were fet \ whom thdy immediately 
attack’d, and took away their Arm. 
Then they marched into the Suburbsof 
Chiagia , to the Palace of ‘Don Tiberio 
de Garaffa , Prince of Bijignano , who 
was Field-Mafter, and Colonel-General 
of the Battaliort of Naples. This Noble- 
man, 
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man, by his Affability and good Quali-» 
ties, had recommended himlelf to the 
Affedion of the P’eople, who perfedly 
adored him, and in this Exigency de- 
pended much upon his Protedion and 
Advice. They addreffed him with great 
Refpcd and SubmiiTion, and intreated 
him to be their 'Defender , and inter - 
ceed for them with the Viceroy , that 
the cruel Opfrejfion of the Taxes might 
be takerr off, and their Privileges be 
confirmed to them , as they were efla- 
bl'ijhed by Charles V. 

But before the Prince of Bifignano 
could fend his Anfwer to the People, a 
great Number of Men ran furioufly to 
the Toll-Houfc, where they exaded the 
Gabel upon Fruit at Chiagia , and im- 
mediately fet Fire to the Houle, and 
burnt it down to the Ground, with all 
the Books of Accounts and Entries, Fur- 
niture and Goods that were in it. The 
Mob Bill increafed by continual Sup- 
plies: The Suburbs were filled with the 
confufed Multitude of People : And the 
Heads of them obferving their Num* 
hers, divided them into two Squadrons, 
or rather into two Armies. By this 
Time, the Prince of Bifignano came out 
among them on Horfe-back. A Company 

of 

i 
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of the lelfer Boys drew up in a Circle 
about him, and cried, No Gabels • no 
Taxer. He defired them to obfer ve 
fome Order, and not ruin themjfelves 
and the City of Naples by fuch violent 
Proceedings ; for nothing could be done 
in fuch Heat and ‘Diftraffion : And, 
as for the Gabels % he promifed they 
jhould foon be taken off. But the People, 
ncFWay fatisfied, kept up the Cry, and 
conducing the Prince by the Palace and 
the Caftle, and the rooft popular Streets 
of the City, they brought him at laft 
to the great Market-place. Here were 
got together above Fifty Thoufand of 
the Rabble, all uniting in a general Out- 
cry, T)own with the Gabels , down with 
the Gabels. The Prince was aftonilhed 
at the Fury of the Multitude, and con- 
cluded it impoflible to appeafe them : 
He fpoke to them with the greateft 
Courtefy, and affured them of his In- 
clinations to ferve them: But all to no 
Purpole, till at laft he confidercd that 
Religion might polfibly make ImpreC* 
lion upon their Minds ; and the Church 
of the moft Holy Lady of Carmine 
being conveniently at Hand, he led 
them thither; and placing himlelf upon, 
an Eminence, from whence he might be’ 

heard. 
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heard , with a Crucifix in his Hands^ 
he fhtreated them in the moft folemn 
Manner : He prayed, exhorted and con- 
jured them , by the Tajfion and Love 
of God, and for the Sake of the bleffed 
Virgin his Tatronefs , that they would 
giv& over their Rage, and fuffer their 
jiff airs to be fettled Hi a regulhr Way: 
He promifed them, and gave his Ottfb 
for it, that he would interceed for them 
to the Viceroy , and obtain a Redrefs of 
their Grievances to their full Satis- 
faction. But the People, ever jealous 
of their Privileges, cried out, tha tWotdt 
and Tromifes were but Wind and 
that they would never difperfe, and lei 
the Tower flip out of their Hands , till 
the Taxes were abolijh'd, and they were 
ejlabl'tjh'd in their Liberties. The Prince 
finding their Fury was not to be op- 
pofed, led them out of Church again 
into the Market-place ; and continued 
with them, conceiving that dn Oppor- 
tunity might offer when they would 
hearken to Reafon : And he often ap- 
plied to them for that Putpofe, and af. 
fured them, that he would make their 
Caufe his own, which he would never 
give, ttf, till the Teace and Trivile^es 
cf the City were fettled upon the Poot 

they 
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they dejired . , But though they ufed 
him with all outward Refpeft ; yet 
they were in too great a Ferment, to 
fubfide and grow cool by Perfualions 
only. ' 

The Multitude increafed every Mo- 
ment; and frefh Recruits flocked in 
from all Corners of the City* This 
additional Strength made them more 
outragious ; and (o they marched in 
a great Body, to the Prifons of Santa 
Maria d’Agnone , and of Santd Arch - 
angelo ; which they reiolved to force 
and break open. The Keepers, a {lifted 
by a Company of the Guards, at- 
tempted to relift ; but they foon bore 
down, and with great difficulty got 
off with their Lives. • The Gates flew 
open, which they immediately unhin- 
ged, and threw into the Street; and 
fo a general Jayl Delivery enfiied; 
and all the Prilbners were fet at Li- 
berty. Then they fell to {tripping the 
Rooms, and rifling what came to their 

* Hands; and finding the Records and 
Court-Books, which contain’d the Pro- 
ceedings againft the Prifoners, they 
tore them in Pieces, and made a Fire 
of them, where they were burnt to 

* £ Affiei* 
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Allies. Thus they did, to the Prilbns 
that belonged to the Manufactures of 
Wool and Silk; and notwithstanding 
the Reverence they profdfed to the 
Perfbn of the Archbilhop, yet they 
forced the Prifon that was his Pecu- 
. liar; burnt the Journals of the Court; 
and the Prifoners were let out. They 
directed their Courfe next to the Pri- 
fons of the Nunciaturd and of the 
Vicaria , which they determined to 
force as they had done the reft : But 
fome of them were againft this Vio- 
lence ; for they infilled , that they 
•were Royal ‘Prifons , and formerly 
had been ‘Palaces of their Kings ; 
and therefore were to be treated 
•with more Refpe'tt. ■ But this Argu- 
ment was rejected* by the major Part 
of the Rabble, who attack’d the Gates 
with their ullial Fury. The Keepers 1 
and Warders within, Were prepared to 
receive them ; for they expeCted a 
Vifit from them, and lb a Iharp Ac- 
tion followed. But at laft, with much 
Perfuafion, the molt Excellent Prince 
of Bifgnano , whom they thus obliged 
to go along with them, put an End 
to the Encounter; for he told them, 

the ' 
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the Trifotiers within , were none but 
Foreigners, Murderers , and Thieves $ 
and to give Liberty to fuch Villains, 
h were to let loofe a Cry of Wolves, 
who would foon return to their old 
Trade of Robbing and cutting 
Throats. 

Their next Attempt was dreadful ; 
for they fet no Bounds to their Fury. 
They fleered away from thefe Prilons 
which happened to efcape, towards the 
*Dogana, or Toll-Houfe for Corn • and 
(which was terrible to behold) they 
carried Faggots upon their Back's, and 
Fire and Pitch in their Hands ; and- 
forcing the Gates they made a Pile 
-and fet all on Fire. The Building 
Was foon confumed ; but they would 
not ftir off the Spot ’till all was rc-» 
duced to Alhes. The Prince of Bi - 
Jignano Was aftonilhed at their Rage, 
and ufed all poflible Arts to prevent 
this Mifchief But what can oppofe 
the Madnefs of an enraged Populace ? 
His Arguments rather increafed than 
abated the Diftrattion. This F-xplojt 
concluded in the Deftruflion of vaft 
Quantities of Com that was there laid 
ll P> S r cat Sums of Money that be- 
' E % longed 
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longed to -the Officers of the Toll- 
Houfej and all the Furniture and 
Houlhold-Goods, which without Dif- 
tin&ion perilhed in the Flames. 

Having glutted themlelves with this 
horrid Spectacle, they drew off, and 
went up to the Piazza of St. Lau- 
rence's Church. Hither the Prince of 
fetfignano followed them, tho y with 
no great Succefs : Yet he continued 

to ule his Endeavours to reftore Peace 
to the City : But the Torrent was too 
ftrong to be oppofed; all Perfuafion 
was loft, and confounded by the Noife 
of the Multitude \ whofe Spirits w r ere 
too inflamed, to be argued into Tem- 
per. They attempted to enter the 
Church, and fo go into the Cloyfters, 
which was the Way leading to the 
Steeple, where the great Bell hung : 
But they met with a ftrong Reiiftance 
by fonte Banditti within, who had fled 
there for San&uary : Two of them 

however fell a Sacrifice to the People’s 
Rage, and were lulled upon the Spot. 
The more fober Part of the Populace 
by this Time began to* dread the fi- 
vent, and to be in Pain for the Con- 
fequences that might follow : But 
• ' they 
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they had no great Advantage at this 
Time, tho’ indeed there were Tome 
Incendiaries got among them, who {till 
kept up their Spirits, and added Fuel 
to the Flames.* Among thefe par- 
ticularly was a Sicilian , who Teemed 
to be rather a Devil in human Shape 
than a Man; and dealt about him, as 
if he had been poilefled by all the 
Furies of Hell. It is incredible al- 
moft, with what Fury and Intrepidity 
this Fellow behaved ; -He was fore- 
moft in all Danger; and was tearing 
and pulling down with the Flames 
raging about his Ears : He was the 
Head of the Rabble ; would lead 
them to A&ion ; and if they Ihew’d 
any Signs of Fear, he would upbraid 
them with Cowardice, and call them 
a Tack of foor fpirited Wretches , 
that did not deferve the "Privileges 
they were fontending for : And with 
fuch Sort of Harangues, he fet their 
Blood in a Flame, and gave them no 
Time to cool. But thq Juftice of 
Heaven found this Villain out : For 
he was {hot dead from the Tower of 
St. Laurence , by a Mufquet-Ball 
y^hjeh took him full in the Forehead, 
P 3 ’ Th? 
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The Prince of Bifignano was now 
tired with the Fatigue he had under-r 
gone : He had been many Hours on 
Horfeback , and the Seafon being ex- 
tremely hot, was ready to faint ; . for 
he was a Perfon of a very tender Con- 
ftitution , not able to endure Hardlhip, 
and was almoft fuffocated by the Mul- 
titude of People that thronged about 
him. All Attempts to Peace and Ac- 
commodation he found were fruitlefs; 
and therefore' he refolved to dilengage 
himfelf from the Tumult as foon as 
he could : But this was not to be 

abruptly done \ and therefore he ad-? 
drefy’d himfelf to the Rabble, who 
began to be tired after their Day’s 
Work, and perfuaded them to fepa- 
rate into Bar ties, and take up their 
Quarters that Night in fever al Barts 
of the City • fo that on the Morrow , 
they might eafdy come to the Common 
Rendezvous , and they fhould find him 
ready to obey their Commands ; but 
in filled, that they fhould commit no 
Hoflilities , and burn no more Houfes 
• till the Morning. The People thought 
the Propofal reafonable ; and while 
they were dividing themfelyes into 

Com- 
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Companies, the Prince conveyed him- 
felf out of the Crowd and got off 
fafely. He retired to the Houfe of a 
near Relation, where, after he had 
* Rayed a fhort Time to refrefh him- 
ielf, towards the Clofe of the Even- 
ing he was carried in a Sedan into 
Cajlelnovo , and blejfed God , that, he 
had efcaped with Life , out of the 
Hands of a diftratted and implacable 
‘People. 

But the Rabble foon found what 
the Prince intended by dividing them ; 
and concluding, that their Safety lay 
in flaying together, they united again ; 
and perhaps had they found the Prince, 
his Life might have been in Danger ; 
But upon Enquiry, he was gone ; and 
the People perceiving they were with- 
out a Head, cried out one and all for 
Mafaniello , who firfl: fet on Foot the 
Recovery of their Liberties. The 
barefooted Filherman appeared; and 
after they had complimented him with 
the great Titles of being the Saviour 
and Father of his Country , they made 
him their General. The Fellow briskly 
accepted of the Command ; and not 
troubling them with Speeches of . his 
E 4 ' own 
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pwn Inability, as the Cuftom is, he 
told them, they jhould find him no 
Scoundrel ; for all the Blood in his 
Body was at their Service , and he 
would either put an End to their 
(grievances , by abolijhing thofe cur fed 
(Sabels ; or he would die in the At- 
tempt. This Declaration was received 
hy the Rabble with loud Huzzas : 
And the firft Thing done by the new 
General, was, by Beat of Drum thro’ 
the whole City and Suburbs, to fum- 
mon the People to Arms , again ft the 
tyranny of the Government , and the 
Opprejfion of the Taxes. 

' The Calamities that threatned the 
Glty by thefe Tumults and Diftra&i- 
ons, rfioved fome of the Religious 
Orders to go in Proceflion thro’ the 
City : And this they did, not only 

to foften the Fury of the Rabble, by 
the Gravity and Solemnity of their 
Appearance; but from a Principle of 
religious IZ-eal , to implore the Dh 
vine AJfi fiance and' Mercy, that God 
would be fleafed to put a Stop to 
the Miferies that hung over • their 
Heads , by fetting Bounds to the 
fijaofnejs of the feofle. The rnoft 
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Reverend Fathers the * The- * A SeR 
fit ins have fix Churches in p r i e ft s ,» 
the City. From two of thefe, great Repute 
. that of St, Taul, and of the 
Holy Apoftles, went out of Timet 
each, a Hundred of the Re- 
ligious. One Company paffed thro* 
Toledo- Street, and fo marched on be-i . 
fore St. Lewis’s Church, where the 
moft ppre Milk of the blelfed Virgin 
is kept : And the other made their 

Way, thro T other Streets of the City, 
that were the moft populous ; ’till 
they came to the great Market-place. 

- Here they pray’d, and fpoke to the 
People ; from whence they went to 
the Church of the moft holy Lady 
pf Carmine ; and having there offer’d 
their Devotions in the moft folemn 
Manner, they returned Home ; and * 
by this time it was dark Night. The 
pious Defigns, and holy Services of 
thefe Religious were gratefully ac- 
knowledged hy the Viceroy; who 
.thought if became him, to give a full 
Account of the Proceffion, to the 
Conte d’ Ognate, that was then Ca- 
tholic k Ambaffador in fh? Court of 
Romo, 

The 
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The Viceroy, and the whole Body 
of the Nobility, were confounded at 
thefe Proceedings of the Rabble ; arid 
could form no Refolution, how it was 
poflible to reduce them to Temper. 
Their Numbers continually increafed : 
And to prevent any Defign they might 
have, of entring the Church of St. 
Laurence , and feizing upon many 
valuable Things that were there lodg’d, 
and belonged to. the Citizens ; and 
efpecially left they Ihould carry off 
18 Pieces of Ordnance, and a Pro- 
vifion of fmall Arms, that were kept 
in the Tower of the Church, they ftrt 
a Guard upon the Church, and Cloy- 
fter belonging to it ; confifting of 
Spaniards, and others that were the 
beft Soldiers they had. For his Ex r 
cellency judged rightly, that if the 
Rabble got Tojfejfon of the Steeple , 
they had. the Command of the great 
Bell, that was always rung in Cafes 
of fudden Diftrefs : And the People 
knew by that Sign, that they muft 
betake themfelves to Arms, for the 
City was in the utmoft Diftrels. 

His Excellency thinking himfelf no 
longer fife in the Caftle of Stf EL 
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wo , removed about i o’Clock in the 
Morning to Cajlelnovo , which joyns 
to the Royal Palace by a Bridge that 
pafles between them. The moft E- 
minent Cardinal Trtvultio , with many 
Officers and flout Cavaliers went with 
him ; and for his Security, he had a 
good Body of Sflanijh Soldiers for a 
Guard. It was thought by wife Men, 
that the Viceroy might have eafily 
fupprefs’d the Tumults, had he crufti’d 
them in the Beginning, before they 
were fo impetuous ; and even now, 
bad he exerted his Authority, and 
put himfelf at the Head of the King’s 
Troops, the Rioters after the firft On- 
fet, would have furrend’red, and laid 
down their Arms. But, inftead of 
proceeding by thefe Meafures, which 
he thought violent, he took a milder 
Courfe, and thought to win upon 
them, by Ads of Kindnels and Por 
pularity : And therefore, inftead of 

falling upon them in an hoftile Way, 
he contrived to fupply the Populace 
with Bread, which now began to be 
fcarce and dear; and iffued out Or- 
ders to be publilh’d that Night, that 
911 the Morrow-Morning , a Loaf of 

Bread 

« * . 
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firead Jhould weigh 33 Ounces and 
4 Grains ; whereas before, it fcarce 
weigh’d xx Ounces; and that the 
Tax upon Fruit Jhould be utterly 
abolijhed , and never be exablej any 
more. For his better Defence, he 
doubled the Guard upon the Callle. 

Nor di4 the Fury of the People 
abate ip the leaft. They were fatisfieej. 
with nothing but Fire and Defola-r 
tiou. And for that Purpofe, they 
caufed the great Bell of our Lady 
of Carmine to be rung on; thrice 
that very Night, to incite the Peop]^ 
to Arms. They obeyed the Summons : 
For they flocked together in Multi- 
tudes from all Parts ; and dividing 
themfelves into Companies, they march'4 
into feveral Quarters of the City. Some 
went out, with a Defign to fet Fire 
to all the Toll-Houfes in Naples , 
where the Gabels were exa&ed; and 
for the greater Terror, they had Torches 
in their Hands, and Drums beating ’ 
before them : Others ftaid behind, to 
provide Arms and Ammunition for the 
Service of the following Day ; and 
for that Purpofe, they plundered all 
the Shops of the Gun-Smiths, Sword-- 
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Cutlers, and other Tradefmen ; and 
got together a great Quantity of Swords, 
Mufquets, Bullets, Gun-powder and 
Match : Others broke into the Houfes 
of the Merchants ; and the Arms they 
kept for their own Security againft 
Thieves, were taken away by Violence, 
for the c Vfe of the moji faithful 
‘People of Naples. And becaufe one 
of the Shop-keepers attempted to make 
Refiftance, and refufed fooliftily to gra- 
tifp the Rabble; not only threatening 
to complain to the Viceroy , but ralhly 
difcharging a Mortar-piece out of the 
Window, whereby one of them was 
kill'd; the People were fo incenfed, 
that they immediately clapp’d Fire to 
his Houle, wherein were many Barrels 
of Guu-powder, and all flew up into 
the Air ; which made a dreadful 
Shock, and ftruck a Terror thro’ the 
whole City. 8 7 Perfons were blown 
up and perifhed ; and 44 were mile- 
rably wounded, and fcarce efcaped 
with their Lives. The Viceroy was 
alarm’d at thefe Proceedings : And to 
prevent fuch Barbarities for the future, 
he gave politive Orders, that all the 
Ptnvder that was lodged in the City 

Jhould 
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Jhoiild be thoroughly 'wetted. The 
People on the other Hand, behaved 
with an imperious Authority along the 
Streets ; and began to range themfelves 
under fome Order and Dilcipline : They 
refolved to have a regular Army ready 
for their Defence, and with great Ap- 
plication, provided for the Bufinefs <ff 
the netft Day. 

July 8. The Preparations made by the Rabble 
the Night before, were Fore-runners of 
great; Mifchief and Confufion on the 
Morrow. Their Vigilance and Induf- 
try were equal to their Fury and Rc- 
fentments : They were fufficiently 

guarded againft any Surprize, by keep- 
ing together in great Bodies all the 
Night, and fetting Watches in the ful- 
pected Places of the City. Before it 
was clear Day, Mafantello appeared 
in the great Market-place; and taking 
an Account of the Arms and Ammu- 
nition that was got together, and com- 
puting how many regular Troops could 
be fupplied with them, he divided 
the Rabble into Regiments and Com- 
panies, and diftriboted the Arms _a- 
mong them. The Flower of the Ne- 
apolitan Youth lifted voluntarily into 
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the Service, and were eager to be led 
on to A&ion. And to fay the Truth, 
Mafaniello with wonderful Dexterity 
and popular Oratory, had form’d them 
fo exactly to his Purpofe, that by a 
Motion of his Hand, they would have 
cut the Throats of all the Nobility, 
and fet every Houfe in the City on 
Fire. Nothing was to be heard in the 
Streets, but the Noife of Drums and 
Trumpets, and the clalhing of Armour; 
The Colours were difplayed, and now 
it no longer appeared to be a Rabble 
Rout, but a formidable and well or- 
dered Army, abfolutely at the Com- 
mand of their General, and compleatly 
furnilh’d with brutilh Zeal and Bar- 
barity, -and all the Principles and In- 
flruments of Death and Cruelty. The 
Soldiers march’d with their drawn 
Swords, their Mufquets and Arque- 
bufes cock’d, arm’d likewifc with Lan- 
ces and Targets. And what was more 
lurprizing, and improved the Terror 
and Aftonilhment of the Government, 
the Country People thronged into the 
Town in great Multitudes, breathing 
nothing but Fire and Deftru&ion i 
They came down from all the Villages 

about 
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about Naples, armed with Ploughs 
lhares, Pitchforks, Spades, Pikes and 
other Implements; and forming them- 
felves into fome Order, they mixed 
themfelvcs with the Rabble, and were 
principally concerned in the Calami- 
ties that followed. Nor were the 
Women, in this general Confulion; 
Wanting ill their Zeal : For they at- * 
lembled in great Numbers; furnilh’d 
with Fire-fhovels, Iron Tongs, Spits 
and other Family-Inftruments ; pro- 
tefting, that they would lofe their 
Blood in the common Caufe , and 
would never fubmit\ ’ till their Li* 
berties were fecured : They vow’d 
they would burn the City , and them - 
felves and Children along with it$ 
before they would be Beajls of Bur- 
den any longer, and bring up their 
Children to be Slaves and Tack- 
Horfes to a proud and haughty 
Nobility. The very Children too were 
feen with Canes and Sticks in their 
Hands, threatening the Nobility, and 
urging their Fathers to Battle. The 
Common Cry was, Long live the King 
of Spain ; but no more Gabels ; let 
the Taxes perijh, and be fent to 

Hell , 
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Hell, to fupport the dark Kingdom 
of the "Devil y and cur fed be the 
Rdifers of them ; thofe Bloodfuckers 1 
thofe- Wolves , who have devoured 
the Flejh of the innocent Lambs : 
Let them dye , and be torn Limb 
from Limb : Let us make them 

vomit and difgorge the Blood they 
have fucked : Let us fqueeze the 

Hell-Hounds to the lajl Drop • thofe 
in fat table Leeches , , who have drained 
the faithful ‘People of Naples, that 
they are ready to faint : Let thefe 
Wafps that buzz about us and fling 
us to Deaths be blown up with Gun- 
powder ; they, who have lived upon 
the Honey of the Bees , and like 
Drones have plundered the Hive. 

Thefe, and fuch like, were the 
Outcries that were in the Mouth of 
the PopulaCej and rung horribly thro' 
all the . Streets of Naples. No Man 
was fafe, either in his Life or Pro- 
perty. The Nobility and Gentry Were 
in the utmoft Confternation. Some of 
them retired to the Country, left their 
Wives and Daughters ftiould be ra-* v 
yifhed ; and conveyed away their rtioft 
Valuable Effe&s, left they ftiould be 
F pltih- 
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plundered. A general Fear and A- 
mazement feized the raoft fober Part 
of the Citizens ; who, fenfible of the 
Fury of an infaged Populace, fhut up 
their Shops, and were forced to ap- 
plaud the Proceedings of the Multi- 
tude, to fecure their Goods and Houles 
from Fire.- All Bufinefs arjd pubKek 
Offices were at a Stand* The Arts' 
and Sciences languished : Books were 
negle&ed : Studies abandoned : The 
Bar was folitary : The Ecclefiafticks 
fung Lachryma : The Law ceafed : 

Patronages were delpifed : Advocates 
were dumb : The Judges were fled ^ 
and the Courts of Juftice were fhut 
up. The Arfenals only were open } 
Magazines and Store -Houfes were 
fearched and rifled by the Rabble; 
and the whole City was inflamed 
with martial Fury. Nothing was to 
be heard in the Streets but the rattling 
of Armour, and the fcouring and fur- 
bifhing of old Mufquets, Pikes and 
nifty Swords ; every one incouraging 
his Fellow to, fiand to it luftily* 
and threatening the Execution of Fifa 
<tnd Sword agatnft all Oppofers. 

But the principal Rendezvous of 
the People was about the great Mar- 
ket* 
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ket-place, Lavinaro , and ‘Porta No - 
Here they drew up in military 
Order, and formed themfelves into 
diftinft Bodies* with proper Officers 
at the Head of them : And (which 
was a terrible Sight) there were Per- 
fons difpofed between the Ranks, with 
lighted Match and flaming Torches. 
Mafaniello was Getter alijjimo • and 
he applied himielf with Angular Art, 
to provide againft Extremities j to in- 
Ipire the People with Courage, and 
infufe Terror among his Enemies. He 
fent pofitive Orders tp the 3 6 Pre- 
cincts of the City, To arm inftantly 
for the comrton ‘Defence, under the 
fevere Penalty of firing their Houfes 
about their Ears ; which was punc- 
tually executed : And by this Means, 
a great Multitude flock’d to him ccm- 
pleatly armed ; ( which added to his 
Strength) and joyn'd in the common 
Rage againft the Government. His 
Care was now to fecure Ammunition ; 
and hearing of a Shop-keeper, who 
had by him a Quantity of Gun- 
powder, he civilly fent to him to 
buy it ; and the Meflenger carried 
ready Money in his Hand : But the 
F z Man 
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Man refufing to fell it, without Au- 
thority from the Viceroy , Mafaniello 
detach’d a Party from the main Body 
to fife the Houfe. They immediately 
threw lighted Matches in at the Win- 
dows, and the Houfe, with 60 People 
that were within, flew up into the 
Air : So many were deftroyed, for . 

their Bodies Arerc number’d afterwards; 
the Mob not fuffering them to be 
buried for a long Time. Dread fill was 
the Shock : It made a fort of an 

Earthquake all about, it; and the Crack 
was as loud, as when the great Ga- 
llon was blown up a few Weeks be- 
fore, in the Port of Naples. But 
whether it took Fire, by Accident or 
by Defign, is yet unknown. The Lois 
of this Powder made the Rabble the 
more furious; ar.d in a great Body, 
they march’d to the King’s Magazine, 
that was without the City, towards Cap 
de Chino ; with a Defign to leize it 
for their own Ufe, or blow it up. 
When they cime, they forced open 
the Doors; but to their great Dilap- 
pointment, it had been all wetted 
before, and would not take. Fire. This 
Was done by Order of the Viceroy,- 

by 
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by Way of Preyention, which railed 
the Spirits of the People, to the ut- 
moft Fury and Diftra&ion. 

The Viceroy, in the midft of thelb 
Calamities, was not wanting for his 
pwn Defence and Security. He pro- 
vided for th^Worft : And therefore, 
not depending upon the Strength of 
Cajielnovo , and a ftrong Guard of 
Spaniards that* he took with him; 
he found Means to introduce within 
the Gates, a Reinforcement of 800 
Spaniards more, 1000 Germans and 
1000 Italians. He let a Guard in 
the Street of Francifco Xaverio , to 
the Number of 400. He likewife 
fecured Pizzafalcone , which lies a- 
bove the Palace, and all the adjacent 
Streets with good Fortifications; mak- 
ing Ramparts of Faggots; and digging 
another deep Trench round about the 
Old and New Palace ; fo {hat it was 
impoflible for the Rabble to make 
any Attack on that Quarter. His Ex- 
cellency commanded a great Piece of 
Ordnance, to be planted at the End 
of every Street, towards the Santo 
Spirito , the Houfcs of the Father 
Dominicans and the Father Minims : 

F 3 Ano-» 
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Another he placed upon the Afcent 
of Santa Lucia ; and two before the 
great Gate, towards the Middle of the 
new Palace. Thefe and other Precau- 
tions were of great Ufe, in fecuriug 
the Streets; and ferve^ to repel the 
Rabble, when their Fury urged them 
to make an Attempt upon the Caftle. 

Mafaniello was no lels induftrious, 
in managing the People, and providing 
againft Danger and Extremities. He 
had his Spies in all Quarters of the 
City, and the neighbouring Villages; 
and having Intelligence by his Scouts, 
that a New Regiment of Germans , 
were coming from Pozzolo to Naples , 
by Order of the Viceroy, he detach’d 
a ftrong Body, well armed, to oppofe 
their March : They met them upon 

the Road, and fir’d briskly upon them. 
The Germans were furprifed at this 
Attack, and made a faint Refiftancc : 
But fome of their Men being killed, 
and finding they were overpowered by 
Numbers, they furrendered and laid 
down their Arms. Every Man of them 
was bound ; and they were led as 
Priloners of War into the City. His 
Excellency had fent for two Compa- 
• nies 
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nics of It Allans for the fame Purpole : 
But nothing could ftir, without the 
Knowledge of Mafan'tello , who gave 
Orders to fire upon them , if they 
made Refiftance. They lurrendered 
upon the firft Summons, and were 
bound ; but confidering better of the 
Matter, they offered their Service for 
the Defence of the City ; and lb they 
were releafed and armed, and incor- 
porated among the other Troops. The 
Germans had loon their Liberty given 
them, by Order of the General ; who 
with an Air of Scorn and Infolence, 
fent them to the Viceroy, loaded with 
Bread, frefh and fait Meats, Cheefe, 
Wine, and other Provifions. And they 
went dancing along the Streets, tvith 
Meat in their Hands, and Bottles at 
their Mouths; to the great Joy and 
Diverfion of the People. 

It happen’d this Morning, that fome 
of the Rabble had attempted to force 
the Spanijh Guard ; but were beaten 
back ; and two ordinary Fellows of 
their Company were feized and made 
Prifoners. News of this was foon car- 
ried to the main Body ; and a De- 
tachment fent to demand th$ Rrifonr 
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ers, and upon Refufal to fire and 
give no Quarter. The Prifoners were 
not immediately delivered ; which lo 
inraged the People, that they fired 
defperately ilpon the Guard, which ‘did 
Execution, and many of them were 
killed : They threatned, that if their 
Comrades were not infant ly produced , 
fafe and without Hurt , they wou’d 
fiice every Spaniard in Naples to 
Pieces , and there jhould not be a 
Man of them by Night left alive. 
To prevent thefe Barbarities, and fear- 
ing they would be as good as their 
• Word, the Viceroy was obliged to 
comply, and the Prifoners were fent 
put fafe and found. 

The People were wonderfully plea- 
fed with' the Weight of Bread, whi,ch 
£oie popfiderably that Morning. For 
a Loaf of Bread before, was very little 
above zz Ounces ; but it now weighed 
li Ounces more ; in all 33. Upon 
tl)is Qccafion, the Women and Chil- 
dren ran out into the Streets, leaping 
and dancing with Loaves in their 
Hands, and crying out, Long live the 
King 1 of Spain : God fave the moft 
faithful People of Naples ; but the 

cruel 
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cruel Government would Jlarve us 
with Famine down with it • down 
with the Taxes • down with the 
Taxes. It was thought, that this Al- 
teration in the Weight of Bread, might - 
have produced good Effefts^ but the 
Martial Fury of the Rabble, was fo- 
mented by the Harangues and Vio- 
lence of their Leaders, who breathed 
nothing but Fire and Defolaion, and 
feemed refolved, that the Tumults 
Ihould not end, but in the J)cftruc T 
tion of the City, 

The Viceroy, as was fald before, 
had fortified himfelf in Cajlelnovo ; 
and having with him, fome Lords 
of the Collateral Council, and others 
of the principal Nobility, and of the 
Council of State, he advifed witfi 
them, what was proper to be done, 
to put a Stop to the Commotions. 
Many and various were the Debates 
upon the Subjed. Some were for 
making a Sally out of Caftelnovo, 
with a (irong Body of Guards ; which 
poffibly would difperfe the undifci- 
plined Rabble ; or at leaf , would 
Jhew. the Reflation of the Govern- 
ment-, that they determined to. repel 

Force 
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Force by Force. But his Excellency 
being tender of the Lives of the Peo- 
ple, would not come into thefe Mea- 
sures ; but tried gentler Methods, by 
fending a loft and condefcending Let- 
ter to Mafaniello, wherein he abfo- 
lutely granted whac was demanded the 
Day before, That the Taxes Jhould be 
taken off] and the People efablijh'd 
in their Privileges. But the haughty 
General - grew imperious upon this 
Condefcenfion; and rifing higher in 
his Demands, declared, That he would 
be fat is fed with nothing lefs, than a 
Refitution of the Privileges granted 
by King Ferdinand, and Charles V. 
of glorious Memory \ whofe Statue 
he had over the c Door of his Houfe ; 
and that the Viceroy , the Collateral 
Council , the Council of State and the 
Nobility , Jhould by a Pub lick In fru- 
menty oblige them Jelves, their Sue - 
cejfors and Poferity , to maintain in- 
violably the Old Charter of Privi - 
leges , and never to incroach upon the 
Liberties of it ; He infilled further. 
That the Clerk of the Market , Jhould 
for ever be in the Nomination of the 
people ; That they Jhould chufe a 
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Capo Populi, or Head of the ‘People, 
without any Interpojition of the Vke- 
roy ; and he jhould be a Lord by 
Title , according to the antientPrac - 
tice, when the Prince of Salermo in- 
joyed that Office : And. without the 
Confent of this Popular Tribune , no 
Taxes or Impofitions Jhould be laid : 
If they were , the People might law- 
fully refufe to pay , without falling 
under the Imputation and penalty of 
Rebellion. His Excellency and the 
Council thought thefe Articles were 
unconfcionable , and injurious to the 
Authority and Prerogative of the 
King his M after. Yet he concealed 
his Refentmerits, and feeming to deny 
nothing, he promiied by the Confent 
of the Council of State, That all 
Taxes Jhould be abolifhed , and no 
more imp o fed without the Approba- 
tion of their Tribune ; and that all 
they expelled, Jhould be indulged , 
if they would but lay down their 
Arms , and quietly enter upon a Treaty 
of Settlement and Accommodation. 

But the Rabble were implacable, 
and refolvcd to treat with Sword in 
Hand * They were afraid of being 

de- 
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deluded and cheated out of their Li- 
berties : This or never , they thought 
was the Time to injijl upon their 
‘Privileges • now they had. humbled 
the Tride , as they called it, of the . 
Viceroy and the Miniflry , and brought 
them to fue for Teace. His Excel- 
lency observing them fo difpofed, and 
fearing they would grow in Love 
with this loofe JVay of living. , judg’d 
it expedient to apply himfelf to the 
Duke of Mataloni , a Favourite of the 
People’s, who was a Priloner in Ca- 
felnovo , where he had been commit? 
ted, upon Sufpicion of having caul'cd 
the Admiral Ship of Naples to be 
burnt, which was bound for Spain , 
and laden with Money for the Ufc of 
his Catholick Majefty. Him the Vice- 
roy fent for, and told him with a 
Uni ling Afpeft, that he was convinced 
of his Innocence , and therefore gave 
him his Liberty, which he. doubted 
not, but he would imploy for the 
Service of his King, and the Good 
of his Country ; at the fame Time de- 
fying, that he would ride on Horfe- 
back through the principal Streets of 
the City , and ufc his good Offices to- 
ward 
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wards fatisfying the Importunities 
of the ‘People , This Nobleman had 
a Brother, Don Jofeph Carajfa , who 
had a Country Seat near Benevento , 
and was well beloved by the Popu- 
lace ; whom the Duke fent for, to 
accompany him upon this Occafion: 
He came; and fo both of them, with 
many others of the Nobility, rode in 
among the Rabble; Intreating them, 
to lay down their Arms , and pro- 
mifing them in the Name of the Vice- 
roy, that all Gabels jhould be abo - 
lijhed by Pub lick Authority. Ma- 
faniello , who was at the Head of the 
Rabble, with his Sword drawn, and 
Well mounted and armed, boldly in- 
filled upon feeing their Credentials to 
treat. The Nbbility were aftonilhed 
at the Infolence of this Fellow; but 
ltifling their Indignation, they defired, 
he would condefcend to hear their 
Propofals , and then judge of them 
as he, in his great JVifdom, Jloould 
think fit ; and if they jhould be fo 
fortunate, as to come to any Terms 
of Agreement , they ingaged to fee 
the Conditions executed at the Ha- 
zard of their own Lives. 


The 
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Thfc General and his Followers were 
fomewhat foften’d by thefe Condefcen- 
fions : They laid, they defired ho more i 
than that the ‘Privileges granted to 
the City of Naples, by his Majejly 
King Ferdinand, Jhould be made goody 
which were afterwards confirmed by 
Charles V. of glorious Memory - y who i 
by Oath had promt fed to this Faith + 
ful City y upon his Invejliture in the 
Kingdom by Pope Clement VII. That 
no new Taxes or Impojitions Jhould 
be laid on the People y or the King-r 
dom of Naples, by himfelf or his 
SucceJforSy without the Confent of the 
Apoftolick See : If they were im~ 

pofed with that Authority , they Were 
to be obeyed Otherwife, the City 
and the People , had the Liberty to 
reftife the Payment. They mighty if 
they pleafed , rife one and all with 
Sword in Hand, in Defence of their 
Charter , without the Imputation of 
Rebellion or Irreverence to the Prince 
who governed them. Now, fmee all 
Taxes , very few of fmall Confequence 
excepted , have been impofed without 
the Confent of his Holinefs , it was 
but jujly that they Jhould be imme- 
diately 
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diattly taken off, being in them fe Ives 
void and of no Effett •, and that 
the People Jhould have the Original 
of the faid Charter, delivered into 
. their Hands, which was preferved 
in the Archives of St. LaurenceT 
Church. Thefe were their ‘Demands, 
and they would die rather than re- 
cede from them. The Lords prom?- 
fed to ufe their beft Endeavours with 
the Viceroy ; and with great Courtefy, 
took their Leave of the People. They 
returned to Caffelnovo , and his Ex- 
cellency . inftantly called a Council , 
to advife, what was proper in thefe 
Extremities, and what Anfwer was to 
be returned to the Rabble, who ftill 
grew more violent, and threatened to 
fet Fire to every Quarter of the 
City. 

In the mean Time, the moft Reve- 
rend the Archbijfhop, according to his 
accuftomed Vigilance, and paternal 
Zeal to the Spiritual Peace, and Tem- 
poral Happinels ,of the People under 
his Charge , finding , that it was in 
vain to apply to the Rabble, addrefled 
himfelf with great Devotion to God, 
and implored his Almighty Aid, for 
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compofng the ‘Dtfirders , and fettin'g 
Bounds to the FuYy of the Topulacc: 
His Duty and Loyalty to the Ca- 
tholick King, as well as the Prin- 
ciples of Religion, urged him upon 
all pdflible Methods to appeafe thele 
Diford ers ; and for that Purpofe, he 
liimmoned all the Religions bf the 
City, to expofe the Hoji in the 
Churches, and to fuppltcate the 2)/- 
vine AJfiftance ; which tvas dbne with 
great Solemnity. The niifaculous Blood; 
and the facrcd Head of St. Gennarro , 
the glorious Prote&or of Naples , were 
likewife eSpo'fed ; and all Orders went 
ifl folefnn Proceflion up and down the 
City, followed by Multitudes of all 
•Ranks and Conditions; who indeed, 
for the prefent, feemed to ftiew great 
Refpeft to the Fathers, and the de- 
votional Part of the Service, but a- 
bated little of their Violence, when 
the Procefliori was over, and the Monks 
and Fryars were returned to their 
Cells. 

It was faid before, that the Origi- 
nal Charter was prefer ved in the Ar- 
chives of St. Laurence. The Prior 
of Rocella , a Reverend and Learned 

Ecclc- 
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Ecclefiaftick , was deputed by the 
People, to fearch for it. He appear’d 
among the Rabble on Horfeback ; ah<i 
having been with the Viceroy foifte 
time before, had prevailed to have a 
Proclamation written in Letters of 
Gold , by which all the Taxes 'were 
taken ojf. With this Ihftrumeht iri 
his Hand, he rode up arid down the 
Streets; publilhing; That his Excel- 
lency the Viceroy, had done them the 
Grace , in the Name of his Catholic k 
Majejly, to put an End lb the Ga- 
bels. This News was at firft receiv’d 
by the People with loud Acclamati- 
ons ; and the Prior Was fur rounded 
with an infinite Nurnber of Boys, whd 
leap’d and danc’d about him, crying* 
Long live the King of Spain, who 
has abolijhed the Gabels. In this 
Manner, they condufted him to the 
Market-place, arid they alirioft bore 
his Horfe from the Ground. But their 
Note was foon changed, for the Priori 
conceiving it to be difficult to find 
the Charter, and aftonifhed withal at 
the Inlolence of the Multitude, con-*, 
veyed himfelf unaccountably out of 
the Crowd, under a Pretence of re- 

G tiring 
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tiring for necejfary Reafons , and be- 
took himfelf for San&uary, to the 
Ghurch of the Holy Apo flies. The 
People waited fome Time for his Re- 
turn; but when they knew he had 
given them the Slip, they threaten’d 
him with fleath, if ever he fell into 
their Hands i and flew out into the 
utmoft Rage ; for they had great Def 
pendance upon the Wifdom and Inte- 
grity of this Churchman, who was a 
Man of great Humanity and Conde- 
fcenfion, and of powerful Intereft with 
the Viceroy; I have heard another 
Account of this Matter, different from 
what I have here related; which is, 
that the Prior went into the Archives 
of St. Laurence , and brought out a 
Kind of Inftrument in a Sheep’s Skin, 
which he declared to be the Original 
Charter of Charles V. and this Fraud 
he thought juftifiable, having no other 
Dejign, than by all pojfible Devices, 
to put an End to tfye Commotions : 
But the Jealous Populace fufpe&ed 
fome Contrivance ; and therefore, they 
deliver’d it to fome Gentlemen of the 
Tong Robe to be perilled. The 
Council were oblig’d to tell the Truth, 




for Fear of their Lives 5 and declaring 
the Inftrument to be a Counterfeit, 
the Rabble were lo incenfed, that had 
not the Prior inftantly fled to Re T 
fuge, he had been torn to Pieces, and 
had met with the fame Fate that hap- 
pen’d lome Hours before; to the Prince 
of Monte Sarchio , ,who innocentl)' 
pafling through the Mob, Was cruelly 
ufed and 'murdered. This latter* in 
iny Opinion * teems to carry more 
Weight with it than the former. 

By this Time, the Duke of Mata - 
loni return’d from the Caftle; follow’d 
by great Multitudes, who were rather 
Guards than Attendants, and conduced 
hirii into the great Market-place. This 
was the general Rendezvous, where 
the* Heads of the Rabble took up their 
Quarters; and front hence, they fcnt 
Difpatches to all Parts of the Cicy, 
This Nobleman, it feems, had found 
in the Caftle, an Authentick Copy of 
the Original Charter ; and convincing 
the Viceroy, that it 'would be ufeful 
for him to carry it out , he held it 4 
waving in his Hand, and told the 
People, he had found the Charter 
of their ‘Privileges. The Duke had 
G ^ beeri 
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been inform’d with what had happen’d 
juft before, to the Prior of Rocella • 
and therefore, not daring to fay it wai 
the Original , he declared from his 
Knowledge , that it was a faithful 
and true Copy, and that they Jhoul'd 
foon have the 'Pie afire of feeing the 
Original • but for the prefent it was 
not to be found. Mafaniello took the 
Inftrument in his Hand, afid deliver- 
ing it to lome of the Long Robe for 
Advice; it was read out aloud, but it 
gave no Satisfaction : The Ppople cry- 
ing out, A Cheat , a Cheat. The 
Duke was then in Danger of his Life, 
and received fcveral Blows upon the 
Head ; but confidering, that he had 
not impofed upon them, but told them 
the Truth of the Matter, they fpared 
him, and committed him clofe Pri- 
foner to the Monaftery of the Car- 
mine ; and appointed a famous Ban- 
ditto, called err one, to be his Keep- 
er. This Fellow had been clofe con- 
lined in the fame Church, but at the 
Beginning of the Tumults, was let 
at Liberty by the People : He had 
formerly been intimately acquainted 
With the Duke of Mataloni, and pity - 1 

ing 
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mg his Misfortune, or rather willing 
to get 10,000 Ducats, he undertook 
fbr him. The Rabble were at firft 
inexorable ; but at laft, he lo labour’d 
• the Bufinels, that he obtained his 
Releafe, upon Condition, That he 
would be ready to produce him upon 
\ Demand and would flake down his 
own Life for his Appearance. Thus 
narrowly, did this Nobleman elcape 
the Fury of the Multitude, and fe- 
cured not only his Life, but his Li- 
berty. He return'd to his Palace in 
the City, where he Raid about a Day 
or two, and then made the heft of 
his Way, with his Family and At- 
tendants, to one of his Seats in the 
Country. 

A certain Political Writer, ( who com. de M«i. 
feems to intimate, that the Duke of Hiji.de n*?. 
Mataloni 's Releafe out of Prifon, was 1 ® 7 ”' 1, ca f- 7 ' 
intirely owing to the Fear the Vice- 
roy had, that the People, who very , . 
much efteem’d this Nobleman, would 
obtain his Liberty by Force) accounts 
for the Treatment he received from 
the Mob, after another Manner. He 
tells us, w That though the Vicc- 
# roy outwardly feem’d to court, and 
G 3 “ in* 
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4 ‘ incourage his Mediation in this 
i 4 Tumult, he intended to ufe him 
tc only as a Tool, to create a Mifun- 
44 derftanding between the Nobility 
44 and the Commons j being of nothing 
44 fo apprehenfive , as of an Union 
44 between .thefe two Orders of the. 
44 State, That, to this End, whilft 
4 ‘. the Duke of Mataloni was going to. 
$ the Market-place, in order to bring 
4 ‘ the Rabble, if poflible, to Terms 
* 4 of Agreement, four Reformadoes, 
“ according to the. InflrucUons they: 
V had receiv’d privately from the Vice- 
4 i ro.y, got thither before him ; and ha- 
“ ving obtained Audience of Mafani-. 
44 ello, and the other Ringleaders of 
44 the Sedition, declared to them, that 
^ they were allured from very good 
44 Hands, that the Duke of Mataloni ' s 
44 pretended Mediation was all a Sham, 
44 and that the Inftrument, which he’

44 would fhew them presently, was a 
44 Counterfeit, and only an Artifice 
4< and a Blind, concerted between him 
44 and the Viceroy, on purpoie to de- 
44 hide the People. Mafaniello, who. 
< 4 was naturally diffident, conceived in- 
{ l fiantly a deep Refentment againft 

44 th<j 
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u the Diike, and the rather, becauie 
u Julio Genovino , a crafty old Fox, 
“ and a Promoter of the Tumult, had 
- <l often infinuated to him, that he ought. 

to be cautious how he treated with 
the Nobility, who, by their fine 
11 Speeches, and the Affe&ion the Peo- 
“ pie bore them, might gain fiich an 
Afcendant over the kabble, as to 
“ become their Heads and Leaders, 
and by that Means, rob him of the 
“ Honour and Glory which the Catife 
“ he had undertaken, intibled him to. 

Therefore, as foon as the Duke of 
“ Matalont appeared in the Market- 
place, with the Inftrument in his 
u Hand, Mafaniello taking it from 
him, and looking upon it, cried out, 
“ a Cheat, a Cheat $ and at the fame 
‘‘ time, calling the Duke a Traytor, 
“ he knock’d him off his Horfe ; there- 
“ by expofing him to the cruel Out? 
“ rages aud Affronts of the Populace, 
(t who, when they were tired with 
V beating and kicking him, bound 
“ him Hand and Foot, and fent him 
“ to prifon. 

■ ' G4 « Tha 
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The Rabble having twice been de- 
luded, by the Prior of Rocella and 
the Duke his Kinfman, and firmly 
believing, that, under Colour of being 
serviceable to their Country and la- 
bouring a; Peace, the Nobles had no 
other Defign, than that of betraying 
them to the Minify, launched out 
the moft horrid Anathemas upon the 
■^rhole Nobility an.d talk’d of nothing 
lefs than faciificing them to their Re- 
fentjnents. On the other Hand, the 
Viceroy, folly, ; perfuaded , that no- 
thing' concurr’d more to break the 
unlawful Meafures of the Rabble, 
than this Diyifion between the two 
Parties, rejoiced that his Plot had 
fucceedcd lb well : But, ftill fearing 
that the Nobility, who had a feerct 
Averfion to the Spanijh Miniftry, 
fhouid lay Hold of this Opportunity, 
to revenge their private Injuries, by 
Jiding "with the People, ’tis reported, 
that he caufed a Rumour to be fpread 
abroad, T.hat. the Nobility to revenge 
iibe Iyfulti. and Cruelties, which had 
been committed upon feme of thfir 
Order , intended to fall upon the 
feaabte, with 4 fifing Body, which

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they were raifmg for that Turpofe. WwBj lhidt 
And the better to make his Stratagem 
take Effeft, he order’d 12,000 Fire- 
Arms to be diftributed, underhand a- 
mong the Rabble, that they might be 
ready to defend themlelves, when they 
fhould t>e attack’d by thefe fecret E- 
nemies of the Government. So pre- 
vailing was the Viceroys Fear, that the 
Nobility fhould a& in concert with the 
People, that he carried on feveral other 
clofe Negotiations and Intrigues, in or- 
der to raife a Jealoufy between them, 
and make a Reconciliation betweep thefe 
two Orders pf thp State impra&icable. 

The hold Fifherman was advanced, 
as has been faid, to be General of the 
Mob, upon account of his Courage 
and natural Bravery. But the People, 
at the fame time, appointed an old 
Prieft, before-mentioned, called Julio 
Genovino , to be always near him, as 
his Privy Councell or. This Ecclefia- 
ftick was a grave fober Perfon, of great 
Cunning, and of Angular Skill and Ex- 
perience in Affairs of State : He loved 
to fifh in troubled Waters, and had 
Ipeen imprifoned for fome time, for at- 
tempting to raife Diflurbances. and in- 

. flame 
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flame the Commons againft the Go- 
vernment. He was made Eleft of the 
People, by the Duke of OJfuna (in 
the Year i6zc) that he might the 
better concur with that Viceroy, in a 
Confpiracy which had been concerted 
between them againft the Nobility. 
But upon the Duke of OJfuna' s Difo 
grace, he was carried into Spain, and 
from thence to Otan , where he re- 
mained Prifbner l 9 Years. At the 
Beginning of the Tumults, he found 
himfelf confin’d in the Prifon of St. 
James , which was forced open by the 
People, chiefly upon his Account; 
and by Realon of his good Will and 
Intentions to ferve them , the People 
promoted him to this great Honour, 
and made him Prime Minifter. The 
next in Power, was the Banditto Ter- 
rone , a Jayl-bird ; and by the Coun- 
cel of thefe Two, were tranfacted in 
a great Meafure, all the Murders and 
Cruelties, the Burnings and Devalua- 
tions that followed , in every Part 
the City. 

Thefe Two Counfellors were to at-* 
tend upon Mafaniello , as a Curb to 
his Fury : But inftead of reftraining 

him

him in his Rage, they added Fuel 
to the Fire ; and the firft Thing 
they did, after they had enter’d upon 
their Office, was, to draw out a Lift 
of above 60. Hoyfes , or rather Pa- 
laces , that belong d to the ‘Principal 
Commijji oners of the. Taxes , in Order 
to have them burnt to the. Ground. 
The Defign was approved of by the 
Generalijfimo, who gave Orders to 
fome . of his Officers, To make firili 
Inquiry after all that were any way. 
concerned with the Gabels , who had 
either advifed , or lent Money upon 
them • and acquir'd E fates by farm- 
ing them of the Government. This 
was called Blood-fucking , fqueezing, 
and grinding the People • and nothing 
could attone for the Offence, but 
burning and defroying their Honfes 
and Furniture , and bringing them 
Upon a Level with the Populace • 
that fuch P rail ices might be pre- 
vented for the Time to come , and 
, corrupt Minifers , in Jlfter-A^es^ 
might be terrified by the jufi Ex- 
amples- made of the Prefent . And 
thefe were no empty Thrcatenings: 
For thp People were as good as their 

? • Words, 
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Words, and lighted Faggots were 
blazing in every Quarter, ready for 
Execution. A great Shew of Difci-. 
pline was kept up in thefe Difor- 
dersj and in the Midft of the Con- 
fiifion, they obferved the moft exad 
Rules of Juftice and moral Honefty. 
All was done for the Eublick Good , 
and the c Deftru£iion of Evil Mini - 
fiers ; and no private Intereft was 
confidered : For whoever, in the rifting 
of a Houle, attempted to lay Hold 
upon any Thing, to carry it away for 
his own Ufe, hazarded his Life. One 
poor Fellow was immediately knock’d 
on the Head, for pilfering a fmall 
Towel : Another received yo levere 

Lalhes upon the Back, for ftealing 
the Crupper of a Saddle : And ma- 
ny, for concealing the moft trivial 
Things, were hang’d up by the Exe- 
cutioner, in the publick Market-place, 
at the Command of Mafaniello } who 
foarce allow’d the Wretches Time to 
lift up their Hands to Heaven, and 
tranfad their Affairs' with their Ghoftly 
Fathers. He was an Enemy to his 
Country , and the Liberties of the 
^People, who expreffed the leaft Ten- 

* der- 
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idernefs and Compaflion for thefe Ca- 
lamities; and when Houfes and Goods 
were on Fire, to commiferate the 
Misfortune of the Sufferers, was td 
be reckoned Accomplices , and pub lick 
Thieves and Robbers. As an Inftance 
of this, ah honeft Man, unadvifedly, 
and by a natural Compaflion, lament- 
ing the burning of the Houle and 
rich Furnitute of the Duke of Cat - 
vano, by lhaking his Head only, 
and faying, It 'do as a Thoufand Ri- 
ties , was attack’d by the Mob, who 
would have torn him to Pieces, if 
he had not providentially made his 
Efcape, thro’ a fmall Wicket, which 
for fome Time flopp’d the Purfuit ; 
the People ftorming and crying out, 
Where is the Villain , where is he? 
If we catch the Hog, we'll teach 
him Rity , we'll Jlrip the Skin over 
his Ears , and pound him in a Mor - 
tar. 

The firft Houfe that felt the Fire, 
was a noble and magnificent Struc- 
ture, that belonged to One of the 
Commiflioners of the Taxes, HierO- 
itimo Fetitias by Name, who had 
acquired a great Eftate, by farming 

the 
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, the Gabel upon Corn. His Palace 
was ope of the moft regular Build- 
ings in Naples, and was fituated in 
the Quarter of Tor to Nuovg , apd 
Jay contiguous to the Houfes of the 
Lord Mormtli . Hither flocked a 
Multitude of the Rabble , carrying 
dry Faggots upon their Shoulders, 
and lighted Torches in their Hands : 
They attack'd the Gates, and forcing 
.all Oppofition, got into the Hpufc; 
Every ttoom was fearch'd and rifled; 
all the Furniture was thrown out of 
the Windows into the Street ; cpnfift- 
ing of Silver Plate, great Quantities 
of Pewtqr and Brais, Chairs, Tables, 
Carpets, Glafles, Tapeftries, and Houle^ 
hold-Stuff of all Kinds : They forced 
open the Clofets and Chefts, and pri- 
vate Drawers where his Money lay. 
Here they found many Bags of 
Gold and Silver, Jewels, Chains and 
Bracelets of great Value. All 
thrown out and carried into the pub- 
lick Market-place in Triumph, and 
there hurled without Diftin&on in-

to a huge Fire made for the Pur- 
pofe, arid all confumed to Alhes : 
The Rabble of Men, Women, and 

Chil- 
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Children, dancing about the Pile, with 
loud Outcries and Acclamations, and 
faying; Burn them down to a Cin- 
der : Thefe Goods are ' got out of 

our Hearts Bloody and as they burn , 
fo ought the Souls and Bodies of 
thofe Blood-fuckers who own them , 
to fry in the Fire of Hell. 

This Tragedy being ended, the 
Rabble ran with great Fury, to the 
Houfe of Felix Bafil , which they 
refolv'd to rifle from the Top to the 
Bottom* This Man was originally of 
a mean Extract and Occupation; be- 
ing at firft, no more than a poor 
Baker, Who ufed to carry upon his 
Shoulders, his Bread up and down 
the Streets of Naples : But applying 
himfelf with great Dexterity, to pub- 
lick Bufinefs and dealing in the Funds, 
he acquir’d immenfe Riches. He was 
a great Favourite of the Viceroy’s ; 
and had built a fine Houfe near the 
Spirito Santo , where he liv’d in as 
much Splendor and Magnificence, as 
any Man in the City. The People 
affembled about the Gates in great 
Multitudes, with lighted Torches in 
their Hands. They foon made an 

En- 
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Entrance ; and dripping the Rooms* 
as they went along, they threw out 
at the Windows and Balconies, all 
the Furniture, Houfehold-Stuff, Wri- 
tings and Books, that were of great 
Value: There were X3 Trunks hurl’d 
out into the Street ; and fome of them 
being forced open, by the Violence 
of the Fall, there were difcovered 
Things of the richeft and rnoft coftly 
Workmanfhip j Rich as Cloth of Gold, 
and TifTues, the find! Embroideries, 
and noble Tapeftrics, which perfectly 
alloiiifh’d the Eyes of the Beholders, 
who yet were fo far from prefer ving 
thefe valuable Effects, that they took 
them, with a Cabinet full of Pearls, 
and other precious Stones, and threw 
them into a Pile of Fire iiiade be- 
fore the Gate, without faving fo much 
as a Rag upon Pain of Death ; the 
Rabble all the While dancing about 
the Flames, with the loudeft Outcries 
and Acclamations. 

Thele dreadful Conflagrations con- 
tinued for the Space of five Hours! 
without Intcrmiffion. And when therd 
Was no more Fuel for the Fire, the 
Mob droye furiouily, towards the Hon$

of Antonio de Angelis , a Counfel lor 
of State, who had been Eled of the 
People, in the Time of Monterry. 

This Man, to his Misfortune, con- 
curr’d with the Viceroy in the Im- 
pofition of many New Tatfes, and 
was violent in the Execution of the 
Laws, againft fuch as were remifs to 
pay. He had frequently been admo- 
nished by his Friends, to fecnre hit 
Goods , and ufe all ftoffible precau- 
tions to defend his ‘Palace from 
firing : But he was indolent upon 

the Occafion, and neglected the Ad- 
vice : For it feems, the Day before, , 
the Rabble contented themfelves, with 
forcing and carrying away one of his 
Gates; and he thought their Refent - 
ments would end here , and they would 
attempt no further Violence againft 
him : Beftdes y his exceeding Gravity , 
and the Veneration , he fuppofed was 
due to a Gentleman of the Long Robe * 
he thought would be a Protection ' 
againft future Ravages : But he 

millook miferably in his Notions ; and 
his unfortunate Deftiny call a Mift 
before his Eyes : For the Rabble, 

with their ufual Fury, afifetnbled be-, 

H' fore 
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fore his Houfe ; fumilh’d with 
• Torches and blazing Faggots* and 
foofl forced their Way through the 
Doors. This Palace was finely fiir- 
nifh’d ; and the Pictures, Jewels and 
Houfehold*Goods were of ineftiftiable 
Value ; Which inftead of drawing their 
Compaffion, ferved only, to incenfe 
their Rage. Tbefe Things , they cried, 
•were the Blood of the Poor 'People 
’ if Naples : And all without Diftin^ 
aion, was immediately deftin’d to the 
Fire. Every Corner of the Houfe 
foon blazed: Nothing was left un- 

confumed. And what was the more 
to be lamented, the Pleas, the Char- 
ters, the Writings and Procefles of 
many poor and wealthy Perfons, that 
Were committed to his Care, being a 
Pleader at the Bar, Were reduced to 
Allies. A Library, tottfifting of a 
choice Collection of curious Books, 
were deftroy’d; and a fine Cabinet 
With' many Thoufand Crowns, was 
thrown into the Flames. Two rich 
Coaches, four beautiful Horfes, and 
two Mules were unmercifully burnt: 
And to inrage the Fire, the People 
fhrew Bottles of Oil, and other com- 
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buftible Materials into it, which made 
them Sport and Diverfion : and they 
danced about thefe dreadful Ruins* 
as if they had been celebrating a 
Feftival. In the Pantry, the Larder- 
Houfe and Kitchen, they found the 
choiceft Provifion, and many large 
Jarrs of Pickles, andChefts, of Sweet-* 
meats, which were all confumed; no 
one offering to lave the leaf! Morfel 
for his own Ufe, or to have a Tafte 
of any of thefe Delicacies. We have 
already taken Notice, how great a 
Shew of. Difcipline, and private Dif- 
intereffednefs, was kept up by the 
Mob, in thef? terrible Deflations, as 
if they abhorr’d the Thoughts of Spoil- 
imd Plunder i As another Inflance of 
which, a Boy having taken a Piece* 
of Bacon, as if he defigned to con- 
Vey it away, had like to have been 
torn to Pieces, and with much ado 
efcaped with his Life. In this ita* 
vock, there was above to, coo CJItown^ 
of good Silver deftroy’d; befides vaft 
Quantities of Plate that .was double 
gilt. The Fire of this Houfe was lb 

f eat, tnat tho’ it was in the Night- 
itiie^ it enlightned the whole PlaCe ; 
H i 
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and every Corner of the Street, was 
as clear, as if it had been Noon- - 
Day. 

The next Houfc, that fell a Sacri- 
fice to the People’s Refcntments, was 
the Palace of Antonio Mirabella , a- 
nother Pleader at the Bar, and a Ne- 
apolitan Cavalier in the Suburb of 
Mayds : He was lurprized in his 

Bed , and forced to jump out at a 
Back-Window, in his Shirt ; and fo 
cfcaped with great Difficulty; for a 
Mufquet-Ball mils’d him narrowly as 
he fled. However, his Houfe and all 
his rich Furniture Was confum’d : All 
was devoted to the voracious Flames : 
The very Walls were pulled down, 
and fcarce a Stone left {landing upon 
another. This Fire continued above 
three Hours. 

The Deftruttion that follow’d, was 
a magnificent Houle of Andrea Ana- 
clerio , Eleft of the People. He was 
before alfaulted by the Boys, and 
pelted with Stones. But wifely fore- 
feeing the Danger, that was like to 
enfue, he had remov’d his rich Fur- 
niture, and all his Goods of Value; 
fo that foe Mob„ breaking violently 

inta 
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into his Houfe, found it ftripp’d ; and 
inraged with the Difappointment, they 
inftantly clapp’d Fire to. the four 
Corners, which raged horribly for four 
Hours : The Terror and Rage of the 
Flames, pcrfe&ly aftonifticd the Be- 
holders ; But the Fury of the Prime 
Incendiaries, abated nothing; and the 
Building was levelled with the very 
Ground. 

While the People were bufy in 
thefe dreadful Executions, and burn- 
ing the FoJfeJJions ( as they called 
them) of the Tub lick Thieves', the 
Viceroy was exceedingly troubled at 
thefe Combuftions, and paflionatcly 
defired, by all pojfible Arts to af- 
feafe their Fury : For the whole 

City looked like a continued Tract 
of Flames ; and nothing lefs was to 
be cxpe&ed than utter Ruin and De- 
valuation. Methods of Accommoda- 
tion were confulted, and the Coll a-* 
feral Council, and the Councils of 
State and of War advifed ferioully, 
upon thefe fad Calamities : Upon 

the Whole, after many Debates, it 
was refolved as the beft Expedient, 
That his Excellency Jhould command 

H 3 four 
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Fqur Regiments of Foot , to reinforce , 
that Body that was already placed 
in ‘Defence of the CaJMe : And this 
Order was immediately executed. The 
next'Relplution was, That a Legal ■ 
Inflrument Jkould be printed , and 
dffifd in the public k T laces of the 
City ; which Jhould abfo lately abolijh 
all Gabels and Impofitions > and a 
General Tar don feared to the Of- 
fenders. As foon as this Inftrument 
“was publifli’d, it was fent into the 
great Marketplace, that the Topu- 
tace Plight fee and read if, and Co 
idifperfe and return U their Obedi- 
ence. 1 But thefe Expedients had no 
manner of Effeft; becaufe the Par- 
don was not fo fully expreffed as to 
fatisfy the Teople, who were afraid 
'of an After-Reckoning , if the Con- 
ditions and Articles ' were not per- 
fectly in Form , or could have been 
evaded Bo that all was undone a- 
gairi, and the '^Treaty broken off. This 
Difappointment m\ich affe&ed theVice- 
roy, who refolved if poffible, to re- 
new the Treaty : But, obferving , - 

that the Nobility were become odi- 
ous to the Teople : * and , had he 

ufed 
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ufed their Mediation, the Difcontents 
would father have been fomented, 
than fuppreffed ; he judged it more 
ufeful, to employ two of the prin- 
cipal Favourites of the Populace, in 
whom he could intirely confide; An- 
drea Martellone , and Onojico Talma. 
Thefe Gentlemen were fent for ; and 
his Excellency advifing with them, 
upon the Pofturc of Affairs, recom- 
mended the whole Management, to 
their Trudencs and Care ; and hav T 
ing promifed them great Rewards 
upon their Succefs , he commiflion’d 
* them with full Tower to Treat. For 
this Purpofe, they applied to the 
Chief Leaders of the Tumult ; and 
with all the Arts of Addrefs and Po- 
pularity, recommended to them, the 
Study of Teace and Loyalty , and 
promifed them, a full Indemnity for 
all that was faffed : But thefe po- 
pular Orators made no Impreffiou 
upon the furious Mob : They re- 

turned therefore to the Viceroy ; and 
told him flatly, That it was imfof- 
fible to allay , or fut an End to 
the Tliforders , without delivering 
into- the Hands of the Teople , the 

H 4 Or& 
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Original Charter of Charles V. •which 
contained a Confirmation of their 
‘Privileges. His Excellency, who 
from the ' Beginning, had omitted nq 
Opportunity of healing the Breaches, 
refolved to gratify them in their De- 
mands, efpecially in this Point; and 
immediately ufed his utmoft Diligence, 
to fearch into the publick Records, 
and dilcover where this Charter of 
Privileges was to be found, To this 
End, he difpatch’d fome of the No- 
bility, and the Eleft of the City, at- 
tended by ‘Don Jofefh Maria Cara- 
ciolo , a T 'heat in , a Perfon of great 
Courage and Learning, and refpe&cd 
for his lingular Piety and auftere Life; 
who was a&ive upon all Occafions, 
to fupprels thefe Seditions, and much 
devoted to the Service and Intcreft of 
his King and Country. 

While the Minifters of the Govern- 
ment, were thus follicitous for tho 
publick Peace, Mafaniello y as the Ge- 
neral of the Mob, was ilfuing out his 
Commifiions to fupport theDefeftion. 
He fent out his Orders, in the Name 
of the People of Naples , That all 
l he Merchants } and the feveral Com- 
panies 
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fames *of the City , Jhould be ready 
with compleat Arms , at an Hours 
Notice, for the Recovery of the 
Rublick Liberty. He had about him 
a Number of Men, as a Body-Guard, 
and a Train of well appointed Horft- 
men follow’d him. With thele, and 
an incredible Number of the Rabble 
on Foot, he marched thro* the prin- 
cipal Streets; and when he came to' 
the Houles of any fufpe&ed Perlons, 
of what Quality lbever, he broke in, 
and fearched for Arms and Ammu- 
nition, which were deliver’d him with 
an ill Will, by the Nobility and Of- 
ficers of the City. By this Method, 
he fiirnifh’d himfelf with many Thou- 
fand of Harquebuzes, Carbines, Muf- 
quets, Piftols, and other Fire-Arms 
And among the reft, he found nine 
Pieces of Artillery, which a Merchant 
had in his Houft ; and which he re- 
ceiv’d as a Pledge from the Govern- 
ment, for the Payment of fome Thou- 
fands of Ducats. He took feven great 
Cannons out of a Ship, which he dii~ 
armed in the Mole : For this Pur- 

pofe, he was furnilh’d with a fine new 
Galley, well provided, and making 

up 
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up, to the Veffel, he fent a Summons 
to the Captain, to deliver her tip j 
and upon Refu/al, he threatned ta 
fet her on Fire : The Officer, unable 
to refill, furrendred, and deliver’d him 
the great Guns, which were placed by 
Mafaniello , at the Entrance of the 
leading Streets of the City. He had 
his Emififaries in all Quarters, who, 
brought him Intelligence : And be- 

ing inform’d by them, That Mazo I a, 
a Genoway Merchant , had good Store 
of Arms in his Houfe , they forced 
the Gates, and finding 4000 Mufquets, 
'he diftributed them among the Peo- 
ple, elpecially among thofe that dwelt 
in the Quarters of Santa Maria il' 
Farete. After he had rifled the 
Houle, he clapp’d lighted Torches to 
the four Corners, and conliimed it 
down to the Foundation. 

The good Archbilhop, affe&ed with 
thefe fad Calamities, and finding that 
all Offers of Accommodation were 
ineffedual, and that the Commoti- 
ons advanced every Hour with more 
Fury, he refol’ved to try once more 
what Imprelfion the Reverence, and 
Solemnity* of Religion x would make 

ypon 
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upon the People : And to that End, 
he ordered a general Procellion, in 
which he would a {lift himfelf, accom- 
panied by the Theatins , and the Re- 
ligious of St. Hierom of the Congre- 
gation of the Or at or is. But doubt- 
ing whether it would be ib agreeable 
to the People, he thought proper to 
{bund their Inclinations, before he ex- 
ecuted his Defign. He ufed great 
Prudenpe upon this Occafion ; for he> 
confidcred, that when the Religious 
went in Procellion before in a molt 
folemn Manner, the Populace paid no 
great Regard to the facred Rites : For 
tho’, the Defign of them was (as they .. 
laid ) very commendable , yet, they 
had at prefent, other Bufnefs upon 
their Hands of the utmoft- Concern 
They were reforming the Govern- 
ment and abolijhing the Taxes ; fo 
ihat they had not Time to follow 
their ‘Devotions : And befides, they 
obferved, That when the Gabels and 
Impofitions were laid , there were no 
TroceJ/ions to be feen then , when they 
were necejfary to deprecate the divine 
Judgments ; and they were refolved, 
they would have none of thofe Cere r 

monies. 
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monies now the Impofitions were go- 
ing to be put down. *Thefe Mur- 
murs came to the Archbilhop’s Ears 5 
but nothing difcouraged, he lent to 
the Impofitors of St. ‘Paul? and of the 
Apoftles , both which belong’d to The- 
atin Churches • and defir’d they would 
apply themfelves to the Populace , 
and take with them fome of the Se- 
cular Priefs of the great eft Birth 
and Eminence . The Seculars of the 
greateft Intereft and Authority, were 
\ Don Carlo dc Bologna , and "Eon 
*Diego de Mendoza , who with the 
Impofitors, went in their Coaches, with 
great Gravity, to the Piazza of the 
great Market-place, to obferve the 
Humour of the People ; particularly, 
to perfwade them, if poflible, to ad- 
mit of a Trocejfon , and that the 
Archbijhop had no other Views , than 
the Service and Satisfaction of the 
City., Upon applying to the Mob* 
thefe Venerable IntercefTors were in 
Danger of being infulted : But the 
Heads of the Sedition prote&ed their 
Perfbns from Vidlence; withal telling 
them pofitively, That they did not 
difpute the Zeal of the Arehb\Jbop y 

to 
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to ferve and ajffl them in the Re- 
covery of their Liberties : For his 

f ood JV'tfhes , they were obliged to 
im : But as for a Broceffion , they 
apprehended it very improper at that 
Time ; and they advifed his Eminence , 
by all Means to deff’, for they could 
not be anjwerable for Confequences, 
if the Briefs, or the Religious Jhould 
receive any Violence , or had their 
Berjons or Characters injur'd : The 
Multitude was in 4 Ferment , and 
the ■ Dignity of the Church might be 
violated . , in fuch Times of Difrac- 
tion s The City was full of armed 
Men , with no other Defigns ( God 
knows) but the public k Good ; and 
perhaps Mif chief might follow : 'There- 
fore they prefented their Duty to his 
Eminence , and pray'd , that inflead 
of a Brocejfon , he would expofe in 
the Church , the Holy Hof, and order 
publick Orifons for forty Hours . 

The Fathers and Gentlemen being 
return’d to the Cardinal Archbilhop, 
gave him an Account of their Difap- 
pointmentj related to him what they 
propofed, and what Infolence they 
received : And therefore, his Eminence 
x - not 
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not thinking it expedient to put his 
former .Thoughts in Adion, againft 
the Will of a tumultuary People; he 
gave Orders to the faid Prepofitors,, 
and all the. Heads and Redors of 
Churches, as well Secular as Regular, 
That the bleffed Sacrament jhould be 
expo fed, dftd Trayers offered up in 
publick and private , to implore the, 
Mercy of Heaven, and to recommend 
to the ^Divine Majefly , the deplorable . 
Condition of the City and Kingdom of 
Naples.. And this was performed 
every Day with great Devotion, until 
the Death of Mafaniello. 

When the Archbifhop had difpatch’d 
thofe fealbnable Orders, it being now 
Night, his Eminence repair'd to Ca- 
fe Inovo, to confer with the Viceroy; 
and to confult, Whether any Terms 
of Accommodation could be propofed, 
that might avert the Calamities that 
threaten’d the City; and give fome 
Satisfadion to the inraged Multitude ; 
who had been lo uled to Fite and 
Cruelty, that they lcemed to delight 
in fiich Sights and Exccutipns, and 
therefore all poffible Arts of Conde- 
fcenfion were to be ufed, to foften the 
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Ferity of their Natures, and bring 
them to Temper and Moderation: For 
the better effecting of which, this 
worthy Pariot affociated to him, the 
moft Illuftrious the Apoftolical Nun- 
cio, at that Time refiding in the King- 
dom. In the Evening, feveral Perfons 
of Quality, and Gentlemen of the 
Long Robe and others, retired alfo 
to CaftMnovO', as well for the Safety 
of their Perfons, as to confult with 
the Viceroy, what was moft proper to 
be done in the prefent Extremities. 

The Rabble were fo inflamed with July 
Riot, and a Thirft of Revenge, that 
( notwithftanding the Care and Vigi- 
lance of the Archbilhop, and other 
worthy Patriots ) as fbon as .the Day 
began to dawn, they return’d to their 
bid Bufinefs, of burning and deftroy- 
ing the Houfes and Furniture of the 
Farmers, and others concern’d in the 
Gabels. Nothing could flop or afiwage 
the Fury of the unbridled Multitude ; 
which, like an impetuous Torrent, 
bore down all Oppofttion, fure, where- 
ever it dire&ed its rapid Courfe, to 
bring Rum and Defolation along with 
it. 

Ido 
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I do not intend to enter upon a 
particular Delcription of all the fiery 
Executions that happened this Day : 
Enough has been already faid on that 
Subjed, to give the Reader a juft 
Idea of the Rage of an exafperated 
Populace. However, it may not be 
amils to obferve, .that thofe* Cruelties, 
( by the People term’d juft Revenges ) 
were exercis’d upon all them, that had 
the Misfortune to be prick’d down in 
Mafaniello' s Lift. Among Thefe, the 
Palace of Valenzano , a Farmer of the 
Gabel upon Com, was the firft Vi&im 
that fell a Sacrifice to the Refentment 
of the Rabble j in the rifling of which, 
were found two Coffers fill’d with Gold, 
which, by the Command of Mafaniello , 
was not confumed with the reft of the 
precious Moveables found there, but laid 
in Bank, to fer ve as Occafion jfhoufd re- 
quire. Another Thing remarkable, is, 
that in the midft of thefe Diftra&ions, 
the Rioters had fi> great a Regard to 
Religion, that having found in the 
young Duke of Caivano ' s Palace, fe- 
veral rich and valuable Pictures, a- 
mong which were feme Pieces of Sa- 
cred Hiftory } the Profane they burnt, 

but 
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but thefe they lent to feveral Churches 
to be there fet up, having firft diverted 
them of the coftly Frames and Jewels 
that adorn’d them, which were thrown 
irtto the common Heap and burnt to 
Alhes. Luprano indeed, and fome 
other Partifans, thinking to elude the 
Fury of the Rabble, fent all their 
Goods and rich Furniture into the 
Monaftery of the Nuns of the Concept 
t 'ton , and other religious Houfes: But 
Mafaniello having Notice of it* feht 
expffefs Orders to the faid Monafteries, 
to deliver up all the faid Goods in 
their Pofieflion, upon ‘Pain of Firing*. 
They, not daring to refufe, brought 
out an incredible Quantity of rich 
Moveables of all Sorts, which were ( 
immediately thrown into a great Fire 5 
and perifti’d in the Flames. 

In the mean Time, and whilrt the 
People were glutting their Rage with 
Deftru&ion, the Two Original Charters 
of Privileges, granted by Char lei V. 
and King Ferdinand , were found, and 
brought to the Viceroy, by the chief 
Eledt of the Nobles, and ‘Don Jofeph 
Gutfeppe Caracciolo , a Theatin , who 
had ipared no Pains in the Search of 
I them. 
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them. This was a fair Opportunity 
to put an End to the Commotions. 
But the Viceroy was dilatory, and ir- 
rcfblute in the Bufinels ; and content- 
ed himfelf, with fending the Arch- 
bifhop to afllu'e the People 5 that he 
'Would Jhortly relieve them as they 
dcjired. The People finding, that the 
Treaty of Accommodation went on 
but flowly, and raifed by thefe De- 
lays, to a Miftruft of the Viceroy s 
Intentions, refolv’d to make themfejves 
Matters of the Convent and Tower of 
St. Laurence ; not only becaufe they 
feared its Situation, from whence their 
Quarters in the Market-place, might 
be molefted by Cannon - fhot; but 
becaufe it was the Arfenal of the 
City ; and by fecuring themfelves of 
this Place, they might be provided 
with Arms and Ammunition. They 
- had made an Attempt upon it the 
Sunday before; but being then only 
few in Number, and meeting with a 
vigorous Repulfe from fome Banditti, 
who were in the Belfrey, they were 
forced to withdraw : But now the 

Cafe was alter'd ; for a Body of about 
ic,oco Men in Arms, having fur- 

rounded 
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rounded the Monaftery, drew up in 
Battalia, and made themfelyes ready 
for an Affault, by placing ’two l^rge 
Pieces of Ordnance, which they had 
brought, with them, oppofite to the 
Tower, in order to batter it, down. 

Thefe Preparations for a Siege, fil- 
led the Friars with Fear and Amaze- 
ment i They no footier heard a Di£- 
change , of Small Arms, and p|rceiv’d 
lighted Faggots ready for Execution, 
but they forfook the Convent and took, 
to their Heels j leaving only behind 
them, fome Novices, a few Gentlemen, 
and 60 Spaniards fent thither the 
Evening before by the Viceroy, who 
lurrendred, upon Condition of having : 
their Lives and Cloathing granted , 
them. The People were overjoy’d atri 
this Succefs. They rulh into the 
Convent, and having fecured all the 
Small Arms,' and i 8 Pieces of Ord- - 
- nance, that were there laid up for j 
the Service of the City ; the former ; 
were diftributed among the Rabble, 
'and the latter planted in different 
Quarters and Streets, and a fufficient 
* Number of Men appointed to attend * 
and guard them.

All this was done by Mafaniello’s 
Direction ; who at the fame Time, 
commanded the Alarm-Bell to ring , 
as well to publifh the Vi&ory he had 
obtain'd, as to make the Citizens rife 
in Arms, and multiply his Numbers • 
folemnly protefting, That his Defgn 
was not to incite the Reople to Re-> 
hellion , but only , to make them ready 
to Jlant^ in "Defence of their Rights 
and Liberties. And to makfe his In-> ’ 
tentions yet more plain, he order’d the 
Standard of Spain , together with the 
Enfigns of the City, to be let up on 
the Top of the Steeple. 

About this Time, MafanielU) hav- 
ing Notice given him by his Scouts, 
that Ibme Spanijh Forces, that were 
quartered in the neighbouring Vil- 
lages, were making towards Naples • 
he detach’d a Party to meet them; 
who, after having difarm’d them, fent 
them back to their former Stations • 
•tfhilft he himfelf marched, at the 
Head of a confiderable Body, to flop 
tlie Progrefs of 600 Germans , that 
were lent from Capua , by the Gover- 
nor of that City, to fuccour the Vice- 
roy. But upon the Approach of Ma* 
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faniello , thfcy laid down their Arms, 
without offering to make the leaft Re- 
finance y and furrendering themfelves, 
they were led into the City, where 
the Fifherman treated them fo well, 
that they went up and down the 
Streets, crying Long live the mojl 
faithful People of Naples. 

The People in the mean Time, 
were making diligent Search in the 
Archives of St. Laurence , for the O- 
riginal Charters of Charles V. and 
King Ferdinand. But it 'being impof- 
fible fof them to find ’em there, they 
grew more furious than ever; com- 
mitting many Outrages, and firing all 
the Goods ^nd Furniture of Value 
they could meet with in the Convent ; 
which the Viceroy being inform’d of,, 
and finding he could noWay appeaic 
them, without producing the laid Q- 
riginals, he fent for the Archbilhop, 
and delivering thfcm into his Hands, 
with a Ratification of the Privileges 
therein contained, defired him to go 
to the Market-place, and fhew them 
to the People. 

The good Archbifhop, having the 
Original Charters in his Poffeffion, 
I 3 made 
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made no Queftion but he^ftiould foon 
quiet the Rabble, and put an End 
to the Commotions, Pleafed with this 
Thought) he loft no Time, but went 
dire<ftly. ; to the Market-place, where 
he was received with a great deal of 
Refped . and Honour by the Mob, 
who always had a great Veneration 
for this Reverend Prelate. From thence 
he went to the Church of our Lady 
of Carmine , followed by vaft Num- 
bers of People ; And holding out the 
Charters in his Hand, he told them, 
He hoped, they would now he fat is-, 
fed • for he had brought them the 
Original Charters , which they fo 
much inf fled upon , wjth a Confir- 
mation of all their ‘Privileges under 
his Excellency's Hand and Seal: And 
they being, at his Eminence’s Defire, 
read aloud, the loundeft Part of the 
People were traniported with Joy, at 
the Profpe£t of fo fhany Benefits they 
were going to enjoy, and already be-, 
gan to return Thanks to Divine Pro- 
vidence, for bringing the Diftra&ions 
to fo happy an Iffue. But the Ma- 
jority of the Rabble, ftill fufpe&ing 
£he Charters to be Ipurious, and that 
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the Archbilhop impofed upon them, 
as the Duke of Mataloni and the 
Prior of Rocella had done before, be- 
gan to murmur ; fome of them hav- 
ing the Infolence to ask his Eminence, 
If he came alfo to deceive them ? To 
this, the Archbiihop, who was deli- 
rous at any Rate, to procure Peace 
to his delblate Country, anfwered in 
the moll gentle Terms, and endea- 
vour’d by all the Arts of Eloquence 
and Perfuafion, to difllpate their Doubts 
and convince them of their Error : 
He affined them, that the Chaiters 
were genuine; and protefted, That 
he was fo far from impofing upon 
them , that he jhould think himfelf 
happy , if with the Lofs of his own 
Life , he could appeafe the Tumult , 
and compleat all their Wijhes . At 
the fame Time, addrelling himfelf to 
MafamellOy My dear Son , fays he, 

I do ajfure you , that thefe Charters 
are the very fame that the Emperor 
Charles V. and King Ferdinand Jigrid 
and feaTd with their own Hands : , 
I do not however defire you to rely 
upon my bare Word , but rather ad- 
vijs you, to put them inty the Hands 

1 4 of 
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of fome skilful Ter fan , . to perufe 
them , whilfi I fay here • and let him 
make his Report to the Teople . My 
Lord , replied Mafaniello , 7 *7*000* 
frf// ;« flue f ion your Eminence's 
Honour and Goodnefs , have 

been fo confpicuous upon all Occafi- 
ons ; 111 be bound for your Emi- 
nence , ; for I am fully perfuaded , 
that like a tender Shepherd , 

#0 other End in the Trouble 
you. take upon you , than the Wel- 
fare and Tranquility of your Flock: 
Rut for the further Satisfaction of 
the Teople , I'll do as your Emi- 
nence advifes. And accordingly, hav- 
ing lent for Julio Genovino, the 
Charters were deliver’d to him in or- 
der to be examin’d, who, after fome 
Time fpent thereon, declared them 
to be the true Originals defir’d. But 
fome of the Rabble underftanding , 
that the Inftrument, by which the 
Viceroy confirm’d the Charters of Pri- 
vileges, w<fs not fo full as they ex- 
pected, and fearing they might Hill 
be brought to an After-Reckoning, 
they -cried out one and all, That it 
•was no Matter , whether the Char- 
ters 
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ters were Original or not , fo long 
as the Viceroy’s Ratification of them 
was lame and imperfeEl ; and in- 
lifted, That Articles of Capitulation 
Jhould be drawn up by fome of their 
Body , and that they Jhould be fign’d 
by the Viceroy , and the feveral Coun- 
cils and Tribunals of the Kingdom. 
The Cardinal Archbilhop was aftonilh’d 
at this Demand; but however, told 
them, He would fend Word to the 
Viceroy , to know his Tie a fare there- 
in : Accordingly, his Eminence dis- 
patch’d one of the Gentlemen of his 
Chamber, to the Caftle, to inform his 
Excellency with the People’s Preten- 
lions. The Viceroy, wifely confider- 
ing, that it was in vain to contend ' 
with Force; and dclirous to fee the 
Troubles at an End, rcfolv’d to puf 
as good Face upon it as he could; 
and therefore returned an Anfwer in 
Writing, to the Archbilhop’s Meflage, 
lignifying his Agreement to the Pro- 
pofal; and withal defiring his Emi- 
nence, to let the moft faithful Teo- 
fie know, that whatever Articles 
they Jhould draw up, Jhould not only 
be figited as they de fir’d, but that he 

would 
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would get • them ratified as foon as 
pojfible by the King of Spain. 

The Archbiihop having communi- 
cated the Viceroy’s Anfiwer to the 
People, it was fome Time before they 
could determine, who to fix upon, to 
draw up the Articles of Capitulation : 
After much Cavil and Dilpute, it was 
at length refolved , that Genovino 
fhould be the Man; and that the Ar- 
ticles lliould be read publickly the 
next Morning in the great Market- 
place, before thfey were laid before 
the Viceroy. ’Tis faid, that one of 
the Articles propoled by the Rabble, 
was, That the Caftle of St. Elrrto 
fhould be deliver’d into the People’s 
Hands ; and that Mafaniello feemed 
to approve the Motion, when Geno- 
vino (who had been won by the le- 
cret Promifes of the Viceroy ) flood 
up and declared, That , altho’ the 
People might legally take up Arms 
to maintain and defend their Rights 
and Privileges , purfuant to the 
‘Determination of Pifanello, and fe~ 
veral other the moft learned DoElors 
of Laws y in the Tear 154 7 ; yet, 
could they not infifi upon the Cafile 

of 

1 
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of St. Elmo’j being put into their 
Hands , without incurring the Impu- 
tation of Rebellion. At the Word 
Rebellion, Mafantello , who had al- 
ways protefted, That his only He- 
fign was , to jhake off the cruel Joke 
of Gabels, and not his Allegiance to 
the King of Spain, defir' d, that no 
more might be faid about it, and 
that he had rather die, than give 
his Confent to a ‘Demand, that fhould 
make him pafs for a Rebel. 

This was no Uriah Proof of Geno- 
vino’s Influence upon the People; to 
gblige them to recede from an Ar- 
ticle fo prejudicial to *the Intercfts of 
Spain , and fo advantagious to the 
Neapolitans. But he gave a further 
Teftimony of his Credit, in caufing 
Ciccio Arpaja his indent and inti- 
mate Friend, who had been formerly 
condemn’d to the Galleys, for being 
concern’d with him in the Confpiracy 
againft the Nobility, in the Duke of 
OJfuna' s Time, to be made Eleft of 
the People. This Ele&ion was pro- 
pofed by Mafantello , and approved 
of by the Rabble, who, feeing with 
what Zeal this Retailer of Fifh afted 

fo? 
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for the publick Good, unanimoufly 
voted Arpaja into that eminent Sta- 
tion. 

The Archbiihop, who had been 
ever fmce the Morning in the Church 
of Carmine , finding, that every Thing 
concurr’d to a final Accommodation, 
retired very late to his Palace ; hav- 
ing firft obtain’d a Promife of Ma- 
faniello , Not to execute his ‘Defign, 
of firing that Night , 3 6 Houfies of 
ferfons of Quality, among which 
were the Palaces of the Duke of Ma- 
taloni • the Prior of Rocella his Kinf- 
man ; "Don Ferrant Carraciolo ; • ©0* 
Carlos Spine llo ; Carlos Brancaccio ; 
Cornelius Spinola ; the Vifitor- Gene- 
ral; and the Prince of Cellamare , 
Chief Poll -Mailer of the Kingdom. 
And in this, the good Archbiihop 
gave an illuftrious Example of Chris- 
tian Charity and Forgi vends : For 

the forcmention’d Perfons, had all of 
them been principally concern’d , in 
the Tumult that happened the Year 
before, at the Proceflion of the Re- 
liques of St. Gennarro the Patron of 
Naples , in which his Eminence re- 
ceived 
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ceived many grofs Affronts and A- 
bufes. 

Next Morning early, Mafaniello ^uly 10. 
made a general Review of the People 
throughout the City of Naples ; where- 
in were found 114,000 Men under 
Arms, befides a great Number of Ci- 
tizens who were riot inroll’d. In the 
mean Time, his Eminence the Cardi- 
nal Archbifhop Filomarino waited up- 
on the Viceroy ; and in a long and 
private Conference, gave him an Ac- 
count of his Negotiation the prece- 
ding Day. From thence he went to 
the great Market-place, to be prefent 
at the reading of the Treaty of Ac- 
commodation, before the Affembly ot 
the People. • 

There was now great Hopes of 
feeing the Diftrattiohs at an End. The 
Rabble, fatisfied with the Vengeance 
they had taken, and dazzled by the 
Profped of fo many Immunities and 
Privileges they were on the Point of 
enjoying, abated of their former Fu- 
ry, and even figh’d after Peace. But 
a fatal and unexpe&ed Accident in- 
tirely ruin’d thefe good Difpofitions, . 

and 
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and blew up the Flames of Difcord 
to a greater Height than ever. 

Juft at the very Time, when the 
Market-place, as well as the Church 
and Convent of Carmine , were crowd-* 
ed with an infinite Multitude of 
People, who all waited with Impati- 
ence, to learn the Succefs of the Ne- 
gotiation; about yoo Banditti, well 
arm’d and mounted, came into the 
Market-place, where they were re- 
ceived with great Dftnonftrations of 
> Toy, upon their giving out. That they 
had been fent for by Domenico Per- 
rone, and were come for the Service 
of the moji faithful ^People. As foot! 
as Mafaniello faw them, he thank’d 
them tor their Go«d-Will ; and telling 
them to alight, appointed them diffe- 
rent Quarters of the City, where they* 
fhould expehl his further Orders a- 
foot : Upon which, Terr one told 
him, he judg’d it much more proper , 
to ajfign them a fieparate Standing 
to themf elves , and by no Means to 
difmolmt them ; becaufe , being on 
Horfeback , they* Would be much rea- 
dier to ajjlfl him in Cafe of Nece fi- 
fty : To this, Mafaniello replied. 

That 
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That it was altogether unnecejfary t 
and that they would be as fervtceable 
to him on Foot as on Horfeback. But, 
Terr one warmly infilling upon their 
going mounted \ and in a Body , with- 
out’ being able to give^ any good 
Realon for.' it, Mafanielto t began to 
lufped:, that fome dark Bufinefs was 
going forward; and therefore, perem- 
ptorily' commanded the Banditti to go 
a foot to the Quarters he ajfignd them, 
arid not to fir an Inch without his 
Order. He had no fooner fpoke, but 
a Mufquet* was fired off ; which , 
Mafaniello looking upon as the Signal 
of fome Mifohief, cried out, Treafon , 
Treafon , There* s a Blot on Foot ; when 
five Mulquets were immediately fir’d 
upon him, by fome of the Banditti, 
Who had Hid themfelves among the 
Crowd that furrounded him : And 

tho’ a Bullet or two came fo near to 
him, as to finge his Shirt, yet he 
received riot the' leaft Hurt. The 
People feeing their General alive and 
without Harm, cried out one and alt, 
That God , and the Lady ^Carmine had 
fttiteftea Mafaniello; and that this 
mttaculoHS Deliverance of his T erf on, 

was 
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was a manifest Token that they ap- 
proved of his Undertaking : And fay- 

ing fo, they fell without Mercy up- 
on the Banditti; and having kill’d 
30 of them upon the Spot, they pur- 
fued the reft into the Church and 
Convent of Carmine , whither they 
had taken Shelter. Nor could the 
Holinels of the Place fecure them 
from the People’s Rage; who, in an 
Inftant, turn’d it into a Scene of 
Blood and Cruelty. Nothing was to 
be heard on all Sides, but the pier- 
cing Cries of the Wounded , who, 
whilft they were calling for Confefl 
fors, met with the Stroke of Death, 
Two of them were flain at the Foot 
of the great Altar; and another un- 
der the very Seat where the Arch- 
bifhop was, and whither the Appre-, 
henfions of Death had hurried him, 
In fhort, the whole Pavement was 
loon cover’d with llaughter’d Bodies;, 
among which were ‘Domenico Terrone 
and Gregorio Terrene, the former hav- 
ing loft his Life, for being an Ac- 
complice in the Confpiracy and the 
latter, only for being Brother to the 
former. Capt. Antino Groffo loft his 

Life 
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Life alio, having firft declared, Th#t 
'the Banditti had been fent by the 
‘Duke of Mataloni and Don Pepe 
Caraffa his Brother , to r'evenft, by 
the Death of Mafaniello, the Infults 
he had received from the Rabble i 
That Domenico Perrone was privy tb 
the Blot And that fever al Tr'oopi 
more of Banditti were to come into 
the City at the Clofe of Day ; who\ 
favoured by the Night , and the Cult- 
fufion which the Death of Mafaniclld 
( which they looked upon as inevi- 
table) mnji n'eceffarily create, vJcr't 
to fall unawares upon the ‘People , 
and cut them into Pieces. 

Some Authors who have written oEmm^ khib

!csf. s. rone was ' i nca P a ble of making 
thele Depofitions, that the Rabble, 
who found him hid in the Convent, 

( where he had betaken himfelf as 
loon as he perceived the Banditti 
had milcarried in their Attempt) kil- 
led him outright, and cut off his 
Head, without giving him fo much 

• as Time to fpeak one Word : Nei* 

ther is there any realonable Man, who 
tan imagine, that in lels than 24 
Hours, and at a Jun&ure, when the 
fufpicious Rabble were always upon 

their 
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their Guard, the Confpiratofs could 
have found Means to dig lo many 
Mines, and flow them with fuch vaft 
Quantities of Powder. . Not but I 
very well know, that thefe pretended. 
Depofitions, however falfe and ridi- 
culous, were palm’d upon, and cre- 
dited by an ignorant Rabble, and 
even countenanced by Mafaniello } 
who, to give the better Colour to 
an Impofture, that.ferved fb well to 
inflame the People’s Refentment , and 
Hatred againft the Nobility, contented 
himfelf, with inflicting no other Pu-» 
hifhment on one or two of the Ban- 


ditti, than perpetual Banilhment ; up-* 
on Pretence, that they had made the 
forementioned , and other important Glrafty foi 
Difcoveries. that * ll * be . 

The Rabble had loon put to Death Refervoirt in 
iyo Banditti j and having dragg’d N »P Ic j *>‘ r J 
their Carcafes through all the Streets ^hlTfwai 
and Kennels of the City, they brought Ptr f” d ‘ e * 
their Heads to Mafaniello , who com - urJttrs

Terrone and his Brother, to be 

upon Poles in the Middle of the grea it 

Market-place : And this Order was '^ content 

executed accordingly. mjfcif »ith

^ * V^ne ,„ trt tiwecl it. 
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One would think, the fpilling of 
fo much Blood, would attone for the 
greateft Inhumanity, and that the 
People, after having facrific’d fo many 
Lives to their juft Refentments, would 
have flopp’d here and gone nb fur* 
ther. But Mafattiello , efteemiilg his 
Work but half compleated , fo long 
as he had not in his Power, the 
Duke of Matalotii and Repe . 

Carajfa, ufed his utmoft Endeavours 
to find out the Place that contained 
them; fully determined, to glut his 
Vehgeance with the Death of two 
Brothers, who had confpired againft 
his Life. To this End, he ordered 
feveral Companies of Horfe and Foot, 
to go in Search of the reft of the 
Confpirators, who had fled to feveral 
Churches and Monafteries for the 
Benefit of Refuge; but more efpe* 
dally, in Santa Maria de la nova, 
where he was informed, that ‘DoH 
c Pepe Carajfa, and the Prior of Ro- 
cella had alfo betaken themfelves, to 
avoid, if pollible, the Fury of an in* 
cenfed Populace. 

Juft as the Companies were difpofing 
themfelves to march, or rather to fly, 

where 
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where their General’s Commands, and 
their own Animofities led them ; Advice 
was brought to Mafaniello , that the 
Duke of Matalotri was at St. Efrem x 
which is a Church belonging to the 
Capuchin Friars. The Generaliflimo 
was overjoy’d at this News; and re- 
viving, not to lofe for Want of 
Strength, this Opportunity of getting 
into his Power, an Enemy to whom 
he bore a molt inveterate Hatred, he 
added a frelh Detachment to the for- 
mer, which together made up a Body 
of 4,000 Men all armed; and dis- 
patched them to St. Efrem , with 
pofitive Orders, to bring the ’Duke 
to him alive or dead. But the Duke, 
more fortunate, having timely Notice 
of their March by a Spy, made his 
Efeape in a Friar’s Weeds, and got 
fafe out of the City, where he took 
Horfe, and made the belt of his Way 
to Benevento. 

The Mob being come to St. Efrem , 
and feeing themfelves disappointed, 
fent feveral Ways after him, in Hopes 
to overtake him : But their Purluit 
was in vain ; for being well mount- 
ed, he had made ilich Speed, that 
K 3 they 
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they could get no Tydings of him.' 
Jn the mean Tinie, they fteer their 
Conrfe towards the Monaftery of San- 
ta Maria , where Don Pepe Carajfa 
and the Prior of Rocella had retir’d ; 
who, next to the Duke of Matalon't , 
were th<? principal Objefts of the 
People’s Rage and Indignation. As 
the blood-thirfty Rabble went in Pur- 
fuit of thele, they met fome of the 
Duke’s Pages and other Donlefticks, 
whole ill-ftar’d Fate had brought in 
their Way, and whom, without hav- 
ing any Regard to their Innocence 
pr their Prayers, they murder’d every 
pne upon the Spot. This Tragedy 
^>eing ended, with redoubled Speed, 
they continue their March to Santa 
Maria , where the Prior of Rocella , 
who forefaw the approaching Danger, 
was exhorting his Brother Don Pepe 
to forjake the Convent , and fly with 
him to fotne Place of greater Safety : 
But he, over-ruled by his hard De- 
ftiny, and thinking himfelf as fafe' 
there as in any other Place, refilled 
to go: Wherefore, the Prior feeing' 

he was refolved, told him, he wilh’d 
him a happy ‘Deliverance j and after, 

' - a Ihort, 
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a Jhort Embrace, with Tears in his 
Eyes, he took his Leave. Scarce was 
the Prior gone, when the furious 
Rabble furprized the Place ; and 
burlling open the Gates, rulhed into 
the Monaftery, ftripping and exa- 
mining every Room and Corner of it 
one after another. Don Tepe being 
now, tho’ too late, fenfible of the 
Danger that threatened him, betook 
himlelf to the moll retired Part of 
the Monaftery, from whence he wrote 
a Letter to the Viceroy, acquainting 
him “ with the Straights he was put 
“ to, and defiring his Excellency, to 
“ command a Cannon or two to be 
(i fired without Shot upon the Mob, 
u only to (care them and make them 
“ difperfc, whilft he Ihould attempt 
“ an Efcape.” This Letter he de- 
livered into the Hands of a Secular 
Prieft, a Confident of his, promifing- 
him a great Reward , if he could 
but convey it to the Caflle. But, 
as ill-Luck would have it, the Prieft 
was flopp’d as he was going out, 
and ftridly fearched by the Rabble, 
who, finding the Letter in one of 
his Sho^s, diipatch’d him upon the 
^ 4 Spot 
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Spot and went in queft of Caraffa , 
Who, they were now more certainly 
allured, was within. This unfortunate 
Man, feeing himfelf clofe purfued, 
and knowing, that the greateft Fa- 
vour he could expect from the un- 
jaerciful Populace, was preient Death, 
r.efolved to make another Pulh for. 
his Life : And accordingly, having 

firft changed hi* Habit, he threw' 
iiiflliclf eut of a Back-Window, from 
whence he hole into a, Houfe hard 
by the Convent, and hid himfelf. 
tinder a Bed. But his Reprieve was 
but very fhort } for whether he was 
|een to go in, or whether ( as ft>me v 
fay and is molt probable ) a Woman 
that dwelt there, > difeovered him to 
the People in Hopes of a Recom- 
pence, ' he was foon found out by 
the Mob, and dragg’d into the Street $ 
where, after he was cover’d over with 1 
Wounds, one Michel de San cl is , a 
Butcher’s Son, cut off his Head with 
-a Chopping-Knife.' 

! * The Joy of the Rabble was as 
great upon this Occafion, as if they 
bad 1 obtained fome fignal Vi&ory; 
They fixed the Head of Caraffa, up?, 
* i ” ' on, 
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on a Pike, and bore it in Triumph to 
the Market-place, (the Body being 
dragg’d thro' the Kennels after it) 
crying as they went along, Thus may 
all thofe perijh, that are Traitors 
to the tnoft faithful ‘People. The 
Head was prefented to Mafaniello, 
who, taking it into one Hand and 
ilriking it feveral Times with a Cane 
which he held in the other, made a 
Speech to it, wherein he upbraided 
Carajfa with the Pride and Cruelty 
which he had jhewn upon federal 
Occafions , as if he had been ftill 
living. This ill-tim’d Reproof being 
ended, Mafaniello order'd the Heads 
of all the Banditti, that were taken 
in Santa Maria de. la Nova, and 
other Monafteries, to be fixed upon 
Poles in the Market-place, with thofe 
that were expofed there already : But 
the Head of Carajfa , he commanded 
to be put in an Iron Grate; and, 
together with the Foot that had kick’d 
the Archbiihop in the Procelfion al- 
ready mentioned, to be nailed to a 
Poft ete&ed for that Purpofe, with- 
out the Gate of St. Gennaro , facing 

* , Vi, .1 
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the Duke of Mataloni s Palace, with' 
this Inscription underneath. 

DON FETE CARAFFA \ 
REBEL TO HIS COUNTRY 
AND TRAITOR TO THE 
MOST FAITHFUL PEOPLE.

This Tragical Adventure made dif- 
ferent Imprellions upon the Minds of 
thdfe who were Witnefles of it. The. 
People beheld it with unfpeakable 
Pleafure and Satisfa&ion ; but the 
Nobles were equally ftruck with Fear 
and Horror, at the Thought of it : 
They knew not what to think, or 
whatjexpeft, after fuch a Terrible 
Example had been made of one of 
their Order, who at other Times, ufed 
to make the whole City, nay, the 
very Kingdom tremble at his Name: 
And what increafed their Apprehen- 
fions Hill the more y was, that fince 
the Dilcoveiy of the Banditti’s Plot, 
the bettfer Sort of Citizens, who as 
yet, had had no Hand in the Tu- 
mult, now rife in Arms, and joyned 
Cm. deMtd. themlelves to the Rabble., The Vice- 
roy, indeed, put a more favourable 

Con-?. 
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Conflru&ion upon this Event; and 
was even of Opinion, that the Con- 
fcquence would infallibly turn to the 
Advantage of Spain. He fancied the 
People were fo whoHy taken up in 
wreaking their Hatred and their Rage 
, upon the Nobility, that they would 
of courfe, drop their firft Defign, and 
make no further Incroachments upon 
the Sovereign Authority; and that 
the Rupture, which the Death of Don 
*Pepe Carajfa , would certainly occa r 
fion between the Nobles and the 
Commons, would reduce them to the 
Neceflity of chufing the King of Spain 
for Umpire of their Difference ; who 
had been heretofore equally the A- 
verfion of both thefe Orders of the 
State. From all which, he concluded, 

. That, in Cafe one of the Fa&ions 
fhould declare itfelf againfl the King 
of Spain , the other in Oppofition , 
would flick by him ; and therefore 
he could not lofe the Whole, fo long 
as one Half fhould be on his Side. 

Whilfl the Viceroy was making 
thefe political Reflections, Mafaniello y 
from his Tribunal in the Market- 
place, inviron’d with Heads and bloody 
* ' ‘ Car- 
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Carcafes, was thundering againft the 
Nobility: And not fatisfied with the 
Death of Car tiffa , he iffiicd out a 
Proclamation, whereby he declare i 
the Duke of Mataloni, an Enemy to 
the mofi faithful ‘People ; promifing 
a Reward of 30,000 Crowns , with 
the Ranfom of 1 5*0 Outlaws , for the 
apprehending of him. As the Filher- 
man was grown very diffident and 
lulpicious fince the Difcovery of the 
Confpiracy agaiiift his Perfon, he made 
no Scruple to believe, that, it had 
been contriv’d by, or at leaft, carried 
on with the Confent and Approbation 
of the Viceroy ; and therefore he deter- 
min’d to reduce him to fuch Straighrs, 
as fhould at once revenge him, and 
force the Viceroy, to accept of what- 
ever Conditions he lhould think fit 
to impofe upon him; taking, at the 
lame Time, all poffible Precautions, 
to lcreen himfelf from the Refentment 
and Artifices of the Nobility, againft 
which, lie thought he could not too 
well fortify himfelf. To this End, he 
publifh’d an Order, prohibiting up- 
on Pain of ‘Death and Firing , all 
perfons to. convey , or canfe to. be 

con* 
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conveyed , any Trovifion or ViRuals 
of any Kind whatfoever , into the 
Caftle , where the Viceroy was in a 
Manner pent up, with the Dutchels 
his Wife, the Collateral Council and 
the Council of State, and the greateft 
Part of the Nobility and Gentry of 
the Kingdom : And, as if he in- 
tended to make them perifti with 
Thirft as well as Hunger, he caufed 
all the Aqueducts to be cut off, that 
ufed to ferve for the Conveyance of 
Water to the Caftle* To this Order 
he added feveral others, commanding 
upon Tain of Death and Firings 
That all the Nobles who .were in the 
City , Jhonld deliver up thtir Arms 
into the Hands of certain Officers 
appointed for that Turpofe : That 
the City - Gates fl)0uld be all Jhut 
up y and no-body fuffered to pafs or 
re-pafs , without a ‘fpecial Order 
from the General : Thaf diligent 

Search Jhould be made after the 
Banditti who were concealed in Na- 
ples : And, That , in Order to pre* 
vent them from making any Attempt 
in the Night-time , great Tiles of 
Faggots and Stubble Jhould be burnt 

in 
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in all the Streets and public k T laces i 
That all the Windows throughout 
the City and Suburbs, Jhould be il- 
luminated', and the People be up in 
Arms. 

All thele Orders were as punctu- 
ally and as diligently executed, as the 
Great Sultan’s Commands are in Con-* 
jlantinople. The Blood of Caraffa, ~ 
had lo ftrongly cemented the Fifher- 
man’s Authority, that commanding 
and being obeyed , was to him but 
one and the fame Thing : For, what 
the People did out of Love to their 
Chief, the Nobles did it thro’ Tear 
’ of him; So that almoft in an Inftant, 
all the Houfes in Naples , as well 
thofe of Noblemen as others, put up 
Lights in their Windows : Whole Loads 
of Timber, and other combuftible 
Materials* were piled up and let on 
Fire in every Street and Corner ; and 
the Night was foon changed into 
bright Day. The other Orders were 
all obeyed with equal ExaCtnels and 
Celerity. But nothing more evident- 
ly difcovers, how much Deference was 
paid to the Commands of Mafani - 
ello, than the Stridnels with which 

another 
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another Order of his was univerfaliy 
complied with, injoy ning under a fe- 
vere ‘Penalty, all Perfons of what 
Condition or ‘Dignity foever , to walk 
in Cuerpo, or without ‘Upper -Gar- 
ments ; for Fear any difguifed , or 
fufpefted Perfons , Jhould conceal any 
Arms under them. This Order was 
no fooner publifhed, but Men of all 
Profeflions, as well Laicks as Eccle* 
liafticks, fuch as Gentlemen of the 
Long Robe,Magiftrates, Priefts, Judges, 

Bilhops, Cannons and Dignitaries of 
the Cathedral ‘Churches, all appeared 
in the Streets in this ridiculous and 
indecent Manner. Nay, the very 
Purple of the Cardinals Trivultio and 
Filomarino , was obliged to fubmit it 
felf to the Ordinance of a Retailer of 
Filh. I had almoft forgot, that the 
, Women too were injoy n’d by this 
Order, to wear no Tails to their 
Gowns, nor appear abroad without 
having their Petticoats tucked up a* 
bove their Knees $ it having been dif. 
covered, that feveral Men had di& 
guifed themfelves in Womenfs Appa- 
rel, for the more fecret Conveyance' 

V • , ’ of 4 
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of Arms, to the Outlaws, and other 
Enemies of the People! 

Mafaniello having ifliied out thefe 
fealbnable Orders, and put in Ule all 
other necefiary Expedients, to prevent 
the Nobility or the Outlaws', from 
executing any Defign they might have 
in View; he difpatch’d Couriers to 
feveral Parts of the Country, and to 
molt of the Towns and Villages round 
about ; ordering them; to fend the 
choicefl of their Men well armed for 
the ‘Defence of the City and Sub- 
urbs, All obeyed; afid vaft Num- 
bers foon flocked from all the ad- 
jacent Places, in order to range thein- 
Telves under the Fiiherman’s Banners: 
In fhort, lb great was the People’s 
Love for him, and fo prevailing the 
Terror which he had (truck into the 
Hearts bf the Nobility, by the (evere 
Example he had made of Carajja ^ 
that whilft the former were flying, 
to execute the Commands of their 
Leader, the latter were fo far from 
oppofing them, that, excepting thofe 
who had retired to Cajlelnovo with 
the Viceroy* they had, for the mbft 
Part , intrenched themfelves within

their own Country-Seats, waiting, un- 
der the moft difmal Appreh’enlions, 
the Iffue of this Grand Affair. . ... , 

The Viceroy feeing that Mafaniello July iij 
treated with him Sword in Hand, and 
fearing that the Storm which had fo 
long hovered ov?r his Head, fhould 
at laft burft upon him and over-i 
whelm him, relblved* upon any. 

Terms, to conclude the Treaty of* ' 
Accommodation ; not doubting but 
Time and Cunning would fhrmfb hini 
with an Opportunity of breaking any 
.Engagements, that Ihould prove a 
Prejudice to his own, or the Intereftsi 
of Spain. But, to effect it with 
Succefs, he judg’d it expedient,- tcf 
remove firft of all , the Sufpicion, 
which the People had, of his beihg 
of Intelligence with the ConfpiratOrs : 

And to this End, he writ a Letter 
to the Afchbilhop, wherein he dil> 
claimed his having any Part in the 
late Conjuration ; protefting .his utmoft 
Abhorrence of it, and promifing td 
deliver up into the People's Hands, 
as many of the Banditti as he fhduld 
lay Hold .of; He concluded , with 
alluring his Eminence, That he had 

Ii 
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nothing fo much at Heart, as the 
Peace of the City, and the Good of 
the People ; and therefore defir’d him 
to finilh the Treaty as foon as pof- 
fible. 

This Letter, Which the Archbifliop 
ihewed to Mafaniello , had its defired 
Effect. The People began to believe 
the Viceroy was innocent, and abated 
very much of their former Rage and 
Inlolence. But his Excellency, wil- 
ling to give them ftill a more au- 
thentick Teftimorty of the Sincerity of 
his Intentions, iffued out an Order, 
commanding upon Tain of 'Death all 
the Banditti that were in the City 
and Suburbs , to depart in ft ant ly \ 
and profcribing all Terfons that > 
jhould receive , and conceal them in 
their Habitations . 

Thus, the Treaty, which had been 
interrupted by fo many different and 
unlucky Accidents, was now in a fair 
Way of being brought to a Conclu- 
sion, thro* the Archbifhop’s Care, or 
rather , the Subtilty and ' Craft ' of ■ 
Genovino. This old Fox, who, tho* 
a fworn Enemy to the Government, 
had ftill more Ambition in him than 

Ani* 
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Aninlofity, wavered almoft as foon as 
he engaged himfelf in the Seditioh : 
For, whether like moft Heads of Fac- 
tions, he joy Ad himfelf to the Male- 
contents, only in Hopes of growing 
rich with the Spoils of the State ; or; 
Whether he did not think it fafe, td 
rely upon the Affe&ion of an incon-^* 
ftant Rabble; he had not been long 
near Ma-Janiello ' s Period, as his Coiln- 
fellor, before he lifteried to the fe- 
cret Promiles the Viceroy made hini 
of Favour and Preferment. The 
Viceroy having made lure of him; 
he carried on his Interclis with the 
greater Efficacy, irialmuch as he had 
always profelfed an inveterate Aver- 
fion to the. Spaniards ; and having, 
according to the- Inftru&idns giverf 
him by the Duke of Arcos , fomented 
the Mifunderftanding between the 
Nobles and the Commons, he now 1 
managed with great Art and Dexte- 
Pity, the Treaty of Accommodation iri 
Favour of the Spanijh Court. But! 
more of this hereafter. 

Whilft the Archbilhop and Geno 1 
vino were putting the laft Hand td 
fhe Capitulations, another Accident 

L i hap- 
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happened, that had like to have frufc 
trated their Labour, and broken off 
the Treaty; fo true it is, that the 
moft critical Interval of Time, is 
that which is taken up in capitu- 
lating.. The Galleys of Naples be- 
ing del'cricd at the Teak of Pofil- 
lippO, Which is at no great Diftancc 
from the City, the People immediately 
took the Alarm, fufpedling they were 
freighted with Troops, and had been 
fent for on Purpofe by the Viceroy; 
But, the Archbifhop being informed 
of their Fears, and knowing of what 
ill Confequence it would be, to give 
the People Umbrage at this Jun&ure; 
writ to the Viceroy, defiring his Ex- 
cellency to order the Galleys to keep 
at Sea , and not to come into the 
Harbour , till the Treaty Jhould be 
jfinijhed and the ‘Dijlrattions brought 
to p ‘Period. The Viceroy very 
much apprbved the Archbilhop’s Ad- 
vice, and prefently fent him an Or-* 
der for ‘Doria , the Admiral ; whereby 
he injoyned him not to make to 
Land, but to do in all Things as 
Mafaniello jhould require. As loori 
as ! Doria had receiv’d this Order, hd 

fent 
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fqnt one of his Officers to pay his 
Refpe&s to Mafaniello , and to receive 
his Commands ; Upon which, the 
General fignified his Pleafure, that he 
might ride ad Anchor within a Mile 
of the Fort, provided be fuffered 
none of his Men to come ajhore. The 
People were wonderfully pleafed with 
this Proceeding of the Viceroy, who 
intirely removed by it, the Sulpicion 
which the fudden Arrival of the Gal- 
leys might juftly create in them. 

The Treaty of Apcommodation was 
at length perfected, and fairly drawn 
up by Genovim ; and, upon, its being 
read, receiv’d the Approbation of Ma- 
faniello, and the other Ringleaders of 
the Rabble. The Archbiffiop (who, 
fince Tuefday- Morning refided alto- 
gether in the Convent of Carmine , 
that he might with more Eafe nego- 
tiate with the People) deputed Father 
Francifco Filomarino, his Eminences 
Brother, with the Articles, to the 
Viceroy, in Order to their being 
figned, not only by his Excellency, 
but alfo, by ail the Members and 
Officers of the Collateral Council and 
the Council of State j and at the 
' L 3 fame; 
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-fclrine Time, to acquaint him with the 
People’s Defirc, that the Treaty , af- 
ter its bftn^ figri d, might be folemnly. 
published in the Cathedral Church , 
in Tyefence of his Excellency , and 
the feveral Orders and Tribunals 
■ of the City. 

f The Duko of Arcos read, and ma- 
'tutely weigh’d the Articles that were 
^brought him to be figned ; the Sub- 
-nance qf- which was, “.That the 
i\ People fhould from that Time for- 
ward injoy all the benefits, Privi- 
leges* and Immunities granted to. 
P than by the Emperor Charles V. 
^ and King Ferdinand, according to 
b the Purport and Meaning of the- 
Original Charters, which fhould 
hereafter remain in their Hands : 
*•* That all Exceffes and Outrages, 
f committed from the ~th of July r 
w when the Infurre&ion began, to the 
<c Day of the Date of thefe Artictes,

£aife any more Subfidies,- nor*opprels 
the Subject, to fupport their Ambi- 
tion and Luxury ; yet, he figned 
|hem with a fmiling Countenance, and 
gave them to the 'Collateral Council, 
and the Council of States who, hav~ 
ing Fgned, them alfo in their Turns, 
his Excellency returned them to Fa- 
ther Franftfco, yith the following

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father Franc ifco having delivered 
the Articles of Capitulation fign’d by 
the Viceroy, into the Hands of the 
Archbifhop, together with his Excel- 
lency^ Letter, told him, That the 
Viceroy defred paffionately to fee 
Mafaniello, and pray'd his Eminence 
to manage an Interview between 
them. The Archbifhop therefore, in 
Compliance with the Viceroy’s Defire* 
tifed his bell Endeavours to perfuade 
Mafiniello , who, as well as the other 
Leaders, feemed at firft very averfe 
to it ; but his Eminence, by the 
Force of his Reafbns, at length pre- 
vailed ; and it was appointed , that 
the Articles of Capitulation fhould be 
read publickly about Two o’Clock in 
the Afternoon > and that Mafiniello 
fhould afterwards go, in Company 
with the Archbifhop, to pay his Re- 
fjpects to the Viceroy. 

It Was no fooner noifed abroad, that 
the Treaty was concluded and figned, 
and that Mafaniello was to go to 
the Talace , to make a Vifit to the 
Viceroy , but the Market-place, as well 
as the Church and Convent of the 
' Carmelites , were filled with Multi-, 
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{tides of the Rabble, who, according 
to their natural Inconftancy, which 
makes them fulceptible of every new 
, Impreflion, by their Huzza’s and Ac- 
clamations of Joy, approved that 
Peace, which, but a few Hours be- 
fore they were fo avcrfe to. The 
Capitulations were read aloud, by a 
.Notary in the Church of tannine \ 
the Cardinal Archbilhop, being there 
prefent, with Mafaniedo , Genovino , 
Arpaja the new Eleft, and infinite 
Numbers of People, who, by their 
repeated lo's, feemed to give their 
Affent to them and leal the Peace : 
Genovtno- then went up into the 
Pulpit ; and after having made a Ihort 
Speech, wherein he extoll’d the Ad- 
vantages of c Peac ?, and exhorted the 
Affembly to give God Thanks , for 
his wonderful Mercies in terminating 
the ‘Diflraffions, and reducing the 
City to a State of Exemption and 
Tranquility , he cane down again- 
and the Whole concluded with • a Te 
T>eum , which was lung by two Choirs 
of Milficians whole Voices were ac- 
companied with the fweet Melody of 
$11 Kind of Inftruments.

The Ceremony being ended, The 
. Archbilhop, and the Chief Officers 
of the People • fet forward for the 
Viceroy’s Palace. MafanieUo , who, 
at the Archbilhop’s Perluafion, had 
thrown off his Mariner’s Drels, apr 
peared on Horfeback, with a magni- 
ficent Habit, a tow ’ring Plume of 
Feathers in his Hat, and a drawn 
Sword in his Hand \ and thus accou- 
tred , rid before the Archbifhop’-s 
Coach : . His Brother, alio in a rich 
embroidered Suit, rid on the Right- 
Side of his Eminence j and Arpaja 
Tribune of the Commons on the Left: 
Julio Genov mo came laft, followed 
by 1 do Companies of Horfe and Foot, 
confining in all of about 50,000 Men. 
It would be hard, to tell how many 
Prailes and Bleflings were bellow’d 
upon the Fifherman, as he pals’d 
along the Streets, by one and the 
other Sex, who out of a grateful 
Senle of the great Deliverance he had 
wrought for them , juftly honoured 
him with the Glorious and D.eicrved 
Title of THE SAVIOUR OF 
H IS COUNTRY. Nor did 
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they cxprels their Gratitude by their 
Words more than by their Actions. 
The Men ftrewed the W^y before 
him, with Palrh and Olive Branches j 
and the Ladies from their Windows 
and Balconies, which were hung with 
the richeft Silks and Tapeftry, cur- 
tefied ds he went by, ^nd throwed 
down Flowers and Garlands which 
they had made on Purpofe : The 

Air was fill’d with the ravifhing Har- 
mony of peaceful and foft-founding 
Inftruments, and nothing was to be 
heard, but itniverfal Sounds of Joy 
and Triumph. 

Mafaniello being arrived, amidft lo 
much Praife and Applaule, to Caftel- 
fiovo , the Captain of the Viceroy’s 
Guard came out to falute him, in the 
Name of his Excellency, and bid 
him a Welcome to the Palace. A~ 
matyhi gravely, and in few Words 
return’d the Compliment ; and then 
making a Sign to the People, that 
they Ihould be filent, he addrefled 
himfeif to them in the Manner fob* 
lowing.

This emph^tical and iarcafticjc 
Speech being ended, and the Arch* 
biihop having, ax Mafaniello's Re-* 
quell, given his Bleiling to the PcopB 
me General commanded .them ilndeF 
Pain of Difobedicnce, to follow hini 
ho further; and then went into the 
Palace with the Archbilhop, GenpyU 
no , Arpaja and Mateo d' Amalphi hii 
Brother. His Excellency, the Vice* 
toy, hood ready at the Stairs- Head 
to receive them. As foon as Majd- 
kiello law him, he threw himfelf at 
his Feet, and having Jdfled them, ana 
thanked his Excellency in the Naijie 
of all the People, for his gracious Ap- 
probation of the Treaty, he told bird, 
he was come thither to receive what- 
faever Sentence his Excellency fliould 
t^ink fit to pafs npon him. Byt the 
Viceroy, railing him up and entbra- 
M 2 eirlg 
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cing him, anfwer’d, that he was very 
glad to fee him , and was fo far from 
thinking be was criminal, that he 
would give him daily T roofs of his 
Favour and Efteem. To this, M a fa- 
die ilo replied, that God was his Wit - 
nefs , that the only Scope, and End 
of all his Defgns, was the Service 
of the King and of his Excellency : 
After which, the Viceroy, ' the Arch- 
lop and Mafanielio , retired all 
Wtee, into a private Apartment, in 
order to confult together upon the 
prefent Pofture of Affairs. 

During this Conference, there hap- 
pen’d an Incident, which fufficiently 
gave the Spaniards to underftand , 
fyow much the People efteemed Ma- 
faniello , and how anxious they were 
for his Safety. A great Concourfe of 
People, whom, the Rumour of Ma- 
faniello’s Vilit and the Ctiriofity of 
feeing their General in his new and 
iplendid Equipage had drawn toge- 
ther from leveral Parts, having re- 
fected to the Palace-Yard, where they 1 
Raid a confiderable Time without fee- 
ing him appear, began to murmur, 
fearing that lome Mifchance was be- 
fallen 
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fallen their Chief, and that the Vice- 
roy had violated his Faith to him, 
and caufed him to be arrefted, qr 
perhaps murdered. The Murmur in- 
crealed ; and the Rabble grew at laft 
fo clamorous, that their Noifo reach’d 
the Viceroy s Ears, who being inform’d 
of the Reafon of it, to appeafe the 
Tumult, immediately fhewed himfelf 
with his Company in a Balcony, where 
Mafaniello having affur’d the Multi- 
tude, that he was fafe and under no 
manner of Rejiraint, they all cried 
out, Long live the King of Spain, 
long live the Duke of Arcos. The 
Filherman then told his Excellency, 
he would prefently let him fee how. 
obedient the Neapolitans were ; and 
at the fame Time, putting his Finger 
to his Mouth, the Rabble ceafed 
their Cry ; a profound Silence imme- 
diately followed ; and among fo great 
a Multitude, there was fcarce one of 
them feen to • breath : Then, com- 

manding upon Tain of Rebellion , that 
every Soul there Jhould retire , the 
Court -Yard was cleared, as it were, 
in an Inftant, and not a Man lefif 
Upon the Place.

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The Viceroy, hdVing eonfidered 
Ifri^h Ho hriaU Surprise, this Kind of 
$ [Miracle, renewed the Cohference 
^ith the Archbifhop ajid Riafailiello 
' ^Vheiein it was rciblved , That the ; , 
Capitulations , that had been Jigned 
(p the Viceroy and the Collateral 
p otfitcil and the Council of State, 
jhdtild be forthwith printed, and that, 
bk the Saturday following , they jhokld 
be again read pubikkly in the Ca- 
thedral -Church. After which his Ett- 
hllehcy, the Councils aforefaid, and 
all the Officers and Mugiftrutes of 
the Kingdom , JJjottld take a Soletni^ 
Oath to obfirve then) inviolably for 
H?i ; as dlfo , to obtain the Ratify 
cafion of them, as fbon as pojjible, 
frodi hit Cat hoik k Majefly. Thd 
Conference then broke lip ; • and the. 
Viceroy having made feveral Prote- 
ftatiohs of Frieridfhip iihd Efteem to 
Mafdniello, and withal alfurcd hihi, 
that he "whs much beholden to hm\ 
for that by his JtriB Severity, hi 
had rid the City of fo tnany Ruffi- 
hnr And Outlaws , he 'ended, by tel- 
ling hifri, that as he highly appro - 
Ved his Condutt hitherto, fo now, he 
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kfi the Management of Affairs 
wholly to his Care and Wifdom . 
Whether thefe laft Words were feri- 
oully fpoken by the Viceroy, or only 
by Way of Compliment, ’tis certain, 
Mafamello interpreted them lo much 
to his Advantage, that from that Mo- 
ment to the laft of his Life, he a<ft- 
ed, and in all Relpe&s govern’d, as 
if he had been King of Naples \ 
fettling, and deciding, of his own 
private Authority, all -Matters both 
Civil and Military. But the Viceroy 
did not difmils Mafaniello , without 
conferrirg upon him fomc jnore fab- 
ftantial Marks Of his Favour, than 
Compliments and fair Speeches only: 
For, he made him a Prefent of a 
Golden Chain, which indeed he fe- 
veral times refufed ; but , at the 
Archbilhop’s earneft Sollicitation at 
length accepting of it, he was, at 
the fame time, by his Excellency^ 
created Duke of St. George. The 
Viceroy accompanied this great Hor 
nour, with many CarclTes, which pro- 
bably were meant only to amufe Ma- 
janiello ; who, after having kifled 
$he Viceroy’s Knee and taken Ms Leave, 
M 4. * waited . 
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waited upon the Archbifhop as far a* 
his Palace ; and from thence retired in 
his Eminence’s Coach pretty late in 
the Evening to his own Houfe, at—, 
tended by a numberlefi Throng of 
People, who, by their Acclamations, 
Bonfires, and Ringing of Bells, gavq 
publick Demonftrations of their Joy 
and Gratitude. 

i%* The Day. following, Mafaniellp i£ 
fired out a Proclamation, whereby he. 
declared, That the Office of Captain 
' General to which the Topple had 
Promoted him , had been confirmed, 
to him by the Viceroy And , at 
the fame Time, caufing another Tri- 
bunal to be eroded in. Toledo-Street, 
and fet out with all manner of In- 
struments ufed in Executions, he ap- 
pointed a Deputy to aft there under 
him ; and applied hiinfelf with as 
much Ardor, * and more Authority 
than ever, to the exterminating the 
^ Banditti and the punilhing of Ofr 
fenders, which he did with fo much 
rigid Juftrce, that among other Ex T 
amples of his Severity, a Baker who 
had made His Bread £bme Ounces 
.fighter than the Affile, was by bin? 
; * •• ‘ ad- 
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adjudged to be burnt al'tve in his, 
awn Oven ; and the Sentence .was 
executed accordingly. 

Nor was the Fifherman fo intirely 
taken up in the rigorous furfuit of 
the Outlaws, and other flagitious Per- 
fons, but he revived, this Morning, 
feveral Bans and Orders formerly pub- 
liftied ; and esfliibited many new ones, 
relating to the Polity and Civil Go- 
vernment of the City, Among thefe, 
was, An Order , < commanding all Ter- 
jfons • withisi an Hour of Nighty to 
retire to their r effective Dwellings : 
An Order , for Trade fmen and Shop-, 
keepers to open their Shops on the. 
Morrow , and follow their Occupati- 
ons as ufual : An Order , that St ran-, 
gers as well as Natives^ do put up 
the Arms of the King of Spain on 
the Right-Hand of .th fir Gates , and 
thofe of the mojl Faithful Teople on 
the Left : And whereas, fince the 
Beginning of the Troubles, feveral 
Noblemen, Cavaliers and Ladies had, 
betaken themfelves to divers Convents, 
Kunneries, and other Religious Hou- 
ses, in order to avoid the Fury of a 
diftra&ed Multitude; another Orde^ 
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ptrblifhcd by Mafaniello, commanding 
them, forthwith to repair to their 
own Haufes. All thefe Orders, (to- 
gether with many more too tedious 
and too minute to mention) being 
affixed to Pofts and publick Buildings, 
and fubferibed THOMAS AN1 - 
ELLO d’Amalphi, Head and Cap- 
tain-General of the mofl Faithful 
People of Naples, were obeyed with 
wondrous Exactnefs, by Pcrlbns of 
every Rank and Quality. And indeed, 
pur Eilherman who knew of what ill 
Confequence it would be, to fuffer 
the Crime of Difobedience to go un- 
puniffied, would never have pardon’d 
the leaft Infringement of any of his 
Commands : He was fatisfied, that 
nothing was fo requifite in the carry- 
ing on his great Defign, as the exa& 
Obedience of the People, and there- 
fore, from the very Beginning of the 
Infurre&ion, he chiefly applied him- 
felf to form them to it; and he 
wifely judged with Epamitiondas , 
That the Obedience of the Soldier is 
the firmejl Bafis and Support of a 
General, whofe Arms , with this Ad- 
vantage, can feldom fail of Succefs. 
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- But, fmce t have mentioned the 
Name of Epaminondas^ I Ihall take 
the Liberty to introduce a memorable 
fetory of that Great Mart, which, as 
it is pertinent to our Subjeft, will not 
I hope, be unacceptable to th«: Rea- 
der. This renowned General of the 
Thebans, being on the Point of giv- 
ing Battle to the Greeks, was by the 
Oracle advifed to defer the Engage- 
ment, becaufe the Stars portended an 
entire defeat of his Army , and on 
the contrary, promiled a fuccefsful 
Event to bis Enemies. But Epa- 
tninondas, whofeWifdom equat’d his 
Courage, bethought himfelf of an 
ingenious Device, bv which he ad- 
vanced his Glory in Spite of the ma- 
lignant Influence of the Stars. The 
Stratagem was this : He writ in a 

Pair of Tablets, If you obey your 
Leaders , the Oracle declares yon 
Victorious ; and in other Tablets he 
writ, If yon obey not your Leaders , 
the Oracle denounces Dejlruffion • 
and then caufed thefe Oracles to be 
prefented to his Soldiers, who, find- 
ihg that Succels and Vi&ory depended 
ppon their Obedience to their Com* 
v * ’ ! 4 '* ‘ 'r ' mandeiy 
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piander, with uncommon Bravery for-* 
. ced the Intrenchment of the Enemy, 
and came back triumphant. 

While Mafaniello was ifiuing out 
Orders, hearing of Complaints, re- 
ceiving Petitions, and palling Decrees, 
Information was given him by hisA- 
gents, that they had taken a Felucca 
•puith fix Mariners aboard , and four 
J}?ort Coats compleatly armed , upon 
one of 'whom they bad found a large 
Tacquet of Fetters • that they had 
bound them , and came to know his 
Tie afire , hoiy they Jhotild difpofe of 
the Trifoners. The General order’d 
them to be brought before him • which 
being accordingly done, and the Let- 
ters opened, it appeared they were 
|ent from the Duke of Mataloni to 
his Secretary : But, nothing could be 
• gathered from them, beqaufe they 
were written in a myfterious and un- 
intelligible Manner : Mafaniello there- 
fore commanded the Jhort Coats to 
be. dragged to the Rack', in Hopes 
that Torments might force them to 
<i T)ifcovery . But whether they were 
ignorant of any Defign, or would not 
dilclofe what they knew, they fuffer’d 

long 
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long the Torture, after which, they 
had their Heads taken off and fix’d 
upon Poles, for an Example, to de- 
ter others from bringing MefFages 
from the declared Enemies of the 
Common-wealth. The fix Mariners 
were alfo ftri£tly examined; but their 
Innocence appearing evidently by the 
Ingenuity of their Anfwers, they were 
acquitted and fet at Liberty. • 

Though nothing, as has been, faid, 
tould be inferr’d from the intercepted 
Letters, tending to the Hurt or Pre- 
judice of the moft faithful People , 
yet did they very much increafe 
Mafaniellos Diffidence ; who, to pre- 
vent the Duke of Mataloni from 
putting in Practice any Projeft he 
might have on Foot, appointed Thirty 
Thouland Men more for the Guard 
of the City and Suburbs, and refiOw’d 
the Order of the preceding Day, to 
let none come in or go out at the 
City-Gates without his fpecial Per* 
m 'tjfion. Nor was ' this all ; for he 
detached feveral Parties of arm’d Men, 
to go in Search of the Duke's Ser« 
vants, and of filch other Perlofts as 
were either related to him, or had 

an y 
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any Dependence upon him; fully re- 
folved* to exert hjs Vengeance upon 
him in tire Perfons of Jits Friends or 
Domefticks; Whereupon feveral of 
them being apprehended and brought 
before him, he caufcd them to be 
tortured, in order to make them re- 
Veal where the Duke was, or where 
he had conceal’d jhis Goods : Among 
thefe, a Slave of the puke’s being 
taken as he was leading a Couple of 
fine Horfes, to lave his Life, declar’d} 
that his Mafter's Goods 'Were hid id 
feveral Mdnajieries which he nam'd, 
and who, upon the General’s Sum-, 
mons, furrender’d all the Duke’s rich 
Moveables, computed to be worth 
above FivcHundred Thoufand Crowns* 
befides Four Thoufand Crowns in Spe- 
cie. Mafaniello caufed the laid Goods 
to be immediately tranfporteH to 4 
Magazine near the Market-place, and 
there laid up without any- body's 
daring under Pain of Life, to carry 
pff*the leall Rag; but the Money 
he diftributed among the CentineU * 
Whom he had appointed for the De- 
fence of the City. And not contented 
With having deprived this Nobleman 
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of lo many Riches, he ordered his 
Palace at Chiagia, which was a noble 
and magnificent Stru&ure, to be burnt j 
in the Execution of which Order, the 
furious Rabble chancing to find his 
Picture , after they had ftrangely 
mangled and disfigured it, Mafaui -» 
ello himfejf hung it upon the lame 
Poft to which thfr Head and Foot of 
Don Tepe Carajfa were fattened , 
putting this .Inlcription in large Let- 
ters underneath :

THIS IS THE DUKE OF 
MATA.LO Nl, REBEL TO 
HIS MAJESTY, AND 
TRAITOR TO THE MOST 
FAITHFUL PEOPLE. 

One Thing very remarkable in this 
Event, and which by many has been 
look'd upon as a Judgment of God, 
is, that the Poft on which were fufi- 
pended the Head of Carajfa, arid 
the Effigies of the. Duke of M*taloni y 
-was ereded upon the very ..Spot where 
the innocent ^and unfortunate Prince 
of Sauza had , , at the Inftigation of 
thefe two .Brothers, >been beheaded, 

pur- 

\ 
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purfuant to the Sentence pafled upon 
him by the Duke of Medina de las 
Torres , then Viceroy of Maples. 

' While Mafaniello was thus wreak- 
ing his Rage, not only upon the Duke 
of Mataloni y but Upon feveral othfer 
rich Perions, whofe Houfes were by 
. his Command either burnt or demd- 
lifti’d, the Viceroy who faw himfelf 
cjuite deftitute of PrOvifions in Cajlel - 
nOvo, fent hirri a Meflenger to acquaint 
him with his Neceflities, and to defire 
him to fend him fome Relief. Ma- 
. faniello readily confented, and 1 fent 
him fifty* Men heavy loaden with all 
Sorts of ihovifions : Arid td fhew 
lilmfelf Rill more complaifant to the 
Spaniardsy he ordered great Store of 
Victuals* as well as a Supply of Mo- 
hey to be given to Doria the Ad- 
miral, who, not withftandirig his re- 
peated Inftances to ' Mafaniello y could 
never obtain Lea'te for, hibfelf or any 
'bf his Men to coine alhore. 

By this Time, the Fifhermaft of A- 
malphi growri infolent with Succels 
and Power, expected Obfervance froin 
' every Body, even the Princes of the 
Church \ and therefore he fent a’Me£* 

* fage 
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fage to the Viceroy, intimating, that he 
wondered very much he, had not feen 
Cardinal Trivultio all this while* 

The Cardinal, who had an Apart- 
ment in the Viceroy’s Palace* being ad- 
vifed by his Excellency and the Arch- 
bilhop to vifit Mafaniello, who c* 
therwife might be apt to take Excep- 
tion, and perhaps affront his Lord- 
fhip* went in his Coach to the Mar- 
ket-place, where he faluted the bare- 
footed Fifherman with the Title of 
moji Illuftrious • to which MafanieU 
lo replying, faid, This Vifit from your 
Eminence \ tho' indeed it be fome - 
thing of the lateji , is never t be lefs 
very dear to me. The Stand ers-by 
could fcarce forbear laughing at his 
Words * and fome of them were even 
offended* to fee a Fellow extradted 
out of the Dirt* arrogate as much State 
as if he had been the greateft Prince 
in Chriftendom. His Eminence, after 
a fhort Vifit, took his leave, and Ma- 
faniello ordered two Files of Mufque- 
teers to condudt him to the Gaftle, 

But, before he could well get there* 
feveral Gentlemen came in the Vice- 
roy’s Name, to return Mafaniello 
N Thanks 

i 
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Thanks for the Refrefhments he had 
fent him, and defired him to accept of 
divers Prefents which they brought 
from his Excellency. And foon after, 
he received another Meffage from the 
V ice-Queen, who defired to know how 
he did, and alfo preferited him with a 
rich Suit of Cloaths, which fhe pray’d 
him to wear for her fake. 

13. The great Day at length appeared, 
Sab. in which the Inhabitants of Naples 
expe&ed to fee the Public Tranquili- 
ty fully reftored and firmly eftablifh- 
ed , by the folemn San&ion of the 
Capitulations \ the Ceremony of which, 
was to be performed in the Cathedral 
Church. Mafaniello having fpent all 
the Morning in. hearing Caufes, r'e- 
dreffing Grievances, and making feve- 
ral Regulations relating to Affairs both 
Civil and Military, the Viceroy, im- 
mediately after Dinner, fent him a 
Pair of very fine Hprfes very richly 
caparifoned, the one for himfelf, and 
the other for his Brother, to appear 
with at the Calvacade. 

All things being in a Readinels* 
Mafaniello and his Brother both dreP 
fed in Cloth of Silver Tiffue, move 

flow-

flowly towards the Caftle, the for- 
mer bearing a drawn Sword in his. 
Hand, and the latter the Articles of 
Capitulation. Next after thefe came 
Julio Genov ino and Ciccio Arpaja , the 
Ele£t of the People ; followed by an 
incredible Multitude of People, which 
thickened from Street to Street, by 
ether Numbers that joyn’d them as 
they went along. They came to the 
Palace, where Mafaniello having met 
with a moft courteous Reception from 
the Viceroy, foon after came do^n a- 
gain with his Excellency, the Collate- 
ral Council, the Council of State, and 
all the principal Officers and Magi- 
flrates of the Kingdom, who, in great 
Pomp and Order, went together to the 
Cathedral. The Archbifhop, at the 
Head of his Chapter, flood ready at 
the Church -Door to receive them : 
And being entered and leatcd every 
‘ one, according to his Rank and De- 
gree of Precedence, the Capitulations 
were read aloud by 'Donato Coppola 
Secretary of the Kingdom - y after which, 
the Viceroy, - the Councils of State and 
War, -the Royal Chamber of Santa 
Chiara , the Tribunals of the Chan- 
N a cerjt 
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eery, and all the Civil and Criminal 
Judges of the Great Court of the Vt - 
carta, fwore upon the Holy Evange- 
lifis to obferve them inviolably forever , 
and to procure without 'Delay the 
Ratification of them from his Catholic k 
Majefly. During the Reading of the 
Articles, MafaHiello flood up all the 
while with his Sword drawn in his 
Hand, and was very bufy in explain- 
ing fbme of them to the People, and x 
inlarging very much upon others : 
But, as foon as the Oath had been 
adminiftred, and Te *Deum fung by 
an Excellent Chorus, he made a Ha* 
rangue, wherein he addreffed himfelf 
fometimes to the Viceroy and fome- 
times to the Multitude ; confounding le- 
Veral good Things with many fenfelels 
and impertinent ones, which the Pride 
of having fliccelsfully brought about 
fo great a Defign, made him utter 
with a deal of Boldnefs and Freedom 
of Speech. Having finiihed his Dif* 
courfe, he began to tear in Pieces the 
rich Drefs he had on, and defired the 
Archbilhop and the Viceroy to help 
him off with it, faying, That as he had 
only put it on for the Honour of the 

Cere - 
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Ceremony, it was now become ufelefs 
Jince that was ended ; that for his 
Tart, he had done all he had to do, 
and would now return to his Hook 
and Line . This Proceeding Teems to 
have been a Prelude to the Madnels 
which not long after poffefled him. 
However, being made to underhand, 
that it would be very indecent to 
Jlrip in the Church, and in the Sight 
of fo many Perfons , he went out with 
the Viceroy, who, with all the No- 
bility and Gentry that attended him, 
made a Proceffion through the moll 
publick Streets of the City, and then 
returned to the Caftle, where he was 
faluted by leveral Peals of Ordnance. 
Mafaniello having taken his leave of 
the Viceroy, went back to his Houle 
in the Market-place, through all the 
Acclamations and Bleffings that were 
due from the People to the great Re- 
ftorer of their Privileges. 

Thus ended that happy Day, which 
crown’d all Naples with Joy, and put 
a new Face upon the whole City. 
And the next, Mafaniello , as the Au- 
thor of this great Change, was con- 
gratulated, and received the Compli- 
N 3 ments 
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fnents of feveral of the Nobility, 
and Gentry, the Minifters of State, 
and almoft all the Ecclefiafticks and 
Religious Orders of the City, who, 
from thence went to pay their Refpe&s 
alfo to the Archbilhop, and returned 
Jiim Thanks, for having by his great 
Zeal and indefatigable Care, contri- 
buted very much to bring the i commo- 
tions to fo a happy a ‘Period. 

But, Mafaniello , who from the fe- 
yenth Day of July to the Sunday fol- 
lowing, had behaved himfelf with lb 
piuch Wifdom and Kingly Authority, 
fo the great Surprize of every Body, 
grew dehicus all on a fudden. His 
Madnels fir ft appeared, by the Man- 
tier in which he treated the molt II- 
luftrious Carajfelli , Archbilhop of San- 
ta Severina. This Prelate having 
Dccafion to repair to his Archbilhop- 
rick, and there being an Order, ftill 
in Force, forbidding any Body to go, 
out of the City , without a Licence 
fir ft obtained from Mafaniello, he 
•went to his Houfe in order to get one. 

What vjouldft thou have, my fine 
Lord, faid the Filherman as foon as 
he faw him ? Lour Leave , reply d his , 

Emu 
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Eminence, to go to my Church in Ca- 
labria, whither my Affairs call me .• 
Upon which Mafaniello call’d out, 
IV ho waits there ? Let four Hun 
dred Men get ready quickly to accom- 
pany my Lord as far as his Bijhop- 
rick. Sir , fays the Archbifoop, I do 
not go by Land, but by Sea • and for 
that \ Purpofe , have provided four 
Feluccas to tra7ifport me and my Fa - 
tnily. Four Feluccas , anfwered Mafa- 
niello ! Lou mean Forty , my Lord • 
at leaf 1 intend you Jh all have fo ma- 
ny to attend you. Sir , reply ’d the 
Archbifoop, I thank you, but four 
will ferve my Turn as well as For - 
ty ; more would not only be needle fs. 
but troublefome. Well, fays Mafa- * 
niello, offering him a Bag full of 
double Piftoles, as to that, your Lord - 
Jhip may do as you pleafe \ but you 
J han't refufe this little Trefent, which 
I de fire you to accept of ' twill defray 
the Expence of your Voyage. The 
Prelate foul'd, and giving him many 
Thanks, told him, he did not want 
them. Nay, replied Mafaniello, did 
not I fay I would not be refufcd? 
Here , I command you upon Tain of 
N 4 my 
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pty T>ifj)le afure, to take them. The 
Archbilhop thinking it unfafe to refill 
the Caprice of a Madman, was forced 
to compound, and at laft accepted of 
five Hurtdred of them: The Filher- 
man^then gave him a Pals-port iri 
Writing, and having imbraced himj 
wiflicd him a good Voyage. Much a- 
bout the fame Time, a Gentleman of 
Auverfa coming to fpeak with him 
about fome private Concerns of hid 
own, he difpatched him with a Kick 

iri the Br ch, faying, Begone , I 

make thee Brine e of Auverfa. ' 

'' Many and various are the Reflexi- 
ons that have been made upon this 
fudden Madnefs of Mafan 'tello. Some 
are ' of Opinion, That that llupendous ’ 
Height of Power to which he arrived, 
as it were in an Inftant, made him 
£iddy and turn'd his Brains. Others 
will have it to be occafioned by the 
great and continual Fatigues he un- 
derwent, fcarce ever allowing himfelf 
time to' take the natural Refrefhments 
of Food or Sleep. But, the moll pro- 
bable and^received Opinion is, that 
the Viceroy had given him an intoxi- 
cating Draught, which, by inflaming 
his Blood, Ihould make him commit 

fuch 
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fuch Extravagancies, as would oblige 
jhe People to defpife and forfake him. 

Without extending myfelf particu-. 
larly upon a Relation of his Follies, 
I lhall only obferve, that the Sunday 
immediately following the Conclufion 
of the Treaty, he got on Horfe- 
back, and riding full fpeed through all 
the Streets of Naples , he not only a- 
bufed, maimed, and even killed many 
Perfbns who had the Misfortune to 
come in hi? Way ; but alfo caufed 
feveral Officers, for the moft trivial 
Offences, to be apprehended, and put 
inftantly to Death. 

About three of the Clock in the 
Afternoon, he went to the Palace, 
having a ragged Coat on his Back, 
only one Stocking, and without either 
Hat, Sword, or Band ; and fhewing 
himlelf in this Equipage to the Vice-, 
roy, he told him, he was almoft 
flam' d to 'Death, and would fain eat 
fomething. Whereupon his Excel- 
lency calling to his Servants, and com -, 
manding fomething to be brought and 
fet before the . Lord Malaniello, A- 
malphi reply 'd, that it was no Mat- 
ter , for he did nQt cotne then to tat, 
* but 

* r 
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but to defire his Excellency to accom- 
pany him as far as Pofillipo, where 
they jhould take a Collation together , 
having provided every thing neceffary 
for that Eurpofe ^ and at the lame 
Time giving a Call, feveral Mariners 
came in, loaden with alt Sorts of 
Fruits and Dainties. But the Vice- 
roy, who was not in a Humour to 
drink with the crazy Filherman, ex r 
cufcd himfelf on account of a Earn 
in his Head , with which , he faid, he 
was that very Moment taken ; and 
ordering his own Gondola to be made 
ready , Ma'faniello went aboard, and 
was attended by Forty Feluccas, which 
were filled with Perfons who ufed 
their utmoft Endeavours to divert 
him ; lome of them dancing, lome 
playing upon 'Mufical Inftruments, 
and others diving to pick up feveral 
Pieces of Gold which he threw into 

- t s 

^ho Sea. 

This agreeable Airing, inftead of re- 
frelhing him, rather contributed to 
extinguifti that final 1 Spark of Reafon 
that was left in him, and wholly de- 
prived him of his Senfes. For, Tis 
reported of him , that in going and 

com- 
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coming, he drank no lefs than twelve 
Bottles of a ftrong-bodied Wine call’d 
Lac hr im a Chrifii , which lo dried up 
his Brain, that he was never after feen 
to ad or to fpeak in cool Blood. In 
the mean While Mafaniello ' s Wife went 
to vifit the Vice- Queen, in a new 
Coach, which the Duke of Mataloni 
had befpoke for his Wedding-Day, 
and for which he was to pay Eight 
Thoufand Duccats : She was magni- 
ficently drefs’d,* and had about her a 
vaft Quantity of rich Jewels that had 
been prefented to her by her Excellency. 
The Vice-Queen gave her a moft ho- 
nourable Reception ; and having treat- 
ed her very fplendidly, and put upon 
her Finger a Ring of great Value, Ihe 
returned home very well pleafed, with 
her Husband’s Mother, and his two 
Sifters, who had accompanied her ip 
this Vifit. 

Mafaniello being return’d late from 
* Tofillipo , he appear’d again upon the 
Morrow on Horfeback, riding up and 
down the City like a Devil broke 
loofe, and ftriking and wounding with 
his drawn Sword every Body he met 
"with ; Nor did hi$ Frenzy difcover it~ 
r ‘ • ; : felf 
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felf lefs by his Words than by his 
Aftions : For fometimes, he talk’d of 
giving up the Supreme Command, and 
indeed he had fent a MefTage to the 
Duke of Arcos the Day before to that 
Effeft ; and at other Times, he laid he 
would take off the Viceroy's Head. 
He fent an Order under ‘Pain of 
‘Death and Firing , to Don Ferrarit 
and Don Carlos Caracciolo, two 
Nobles , to come and kifs his Feet 
public kly in the Market-place, for 
not ftepping out of their Coaches to 
falute him , as they accidentally paf- 
fed by him in the Street. 

The Viceroy being inform’d at large 
of thefe horrid Extravagancies, and 
fearing, that this Madman, backed by 
a mutinous Rabble, might fome time 
or other make him feel the Effe&s of 
his frantick Fury, he fortified himfelf 
once more in Cajlelhovo ; by digging 
a deep Trench all round it, and intro- 
ducing into the Palace as many Sol- 
diers as he could get together. But 
while he was imployed in providing 
thus for his own Defence, Don Fer- 
rant and Don Carlos, inftead of o- 
beying the Fiftierman’s inlolent Sum*. 

mons, 

i * 
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mons, came and prefented themfelves 
before him, deploring the miferable 
and abjett Condition of the Neapo- 
litan Nobility , who , all on a fudden 
fallen from their antient Glory , now 
faw themfelves trampled under Feet , 
by a IV retch that was fprung from 
the very ‘Dregs of the Rabble. As 
they were yet fpeaking, Genovino and 
Arpaja alfo came in, heavily com- 
plaining againft Mafaniello , who, but 
a few Hours before, had caned one 
of them, and given a Slap o' the Face 
to the other. They told the Viceroy, 
that thefe Jlrange and unreafonable 
proceedings had fo terrified the ci- 
viller Sort of People , and taken them 
of from their Affetlion to Mafani- 
ello, that many of the chief Citizens 
having by their Advice met together , 
they came to a Refolution of letting 
his Excellency know y “ That pro- 
“ vided they could be well allured of 
w never being molefted in the Injoy- 
w ment of the Immunities and Pri- 
“ vileges reftored, they would no 
“ longer follow Mafaniello , but in- 
u ftantly return to their former Obe- 
w dience and Duty to his Excellency.’* 

The 
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The Viceroy, pleafed to know that 
the People were in the very Difpofi- 
tion he cQuld wilh, immediately pub- 
lilhed a new Ban, by which he re- 
confirmed the Capitulations; which 
was no fooner done, but a conlide- 
rable Number of Citizens met in the 
Piazza of St. Auflin , where it was 
unanimoufly agreed, “ That the Of- 
“ fice of Head and Captain-General 
“ of the People Ihould be taken a- 
“ way from Mafaniello , and That he 
“ Ihould be confin’d in a ftrong Hold 
u for the Remainder of his Days : ** 
But no-body could find in his Heart, to 
take away the Life of him who had 
reftor’d the Publick Liberty, and free’d 
his Country. 

But thefe Relblutions were not 
powerful enough to remove the Vice- 
roy’s Fears; arid tho’ he fancied he 
faw Mafaniello void of Power, and 
fall bound in Chains, yet, even in this 
Light, he could not confider him 
without trembling: He therefore re- 
folved not to rejed the Propofal that 
was made him by Michel Angelo Ar - 
dizonne, who offered to make away 
with him at the Hazard of his own 

Life t 
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Life ; and the better to incourage 

him to put in Execution this hardy < 

Undertaking, the Viceroy promifed 

him among other Things, a Reward 

of Ten Thou fan d Crowns. 

In the mean time, Mafaniello, who 
had taken t'other Jaunt to Tofillippo, 
and knew nothing of what was in- 
tended againft him, was now upon his 
Return; and being landed, began to 
do a Thoufand extravagant Things : 

At laft he leap’d with all his Cloaths 
on into the Sea ; from whence . foon 
after coming out again, and brandilh- 
ing his Sword aloft, he ran full drive 
among the Crowd that was {landing 
upon the Beach, who, fearing he {hould 
do fome Mifchief, were obliged in their 
own Defence to make fure of his Per- 
lon t And accordingly, having laid 
Hold on him and bound him, they 
took him to his own Houfe, where 
they left him under a ftrong and fure 
Guard. 

Next Morning, being Tuefday the July t 6 t 
16th of July, Marco Vitale , a young 
Man of great Wit and Vivacity, and 
chief Secretary to Mafaniello , being 
got out of the Cattle, where, it feems, 

he 
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he had been, upon fbme Pretence ot 
, other, detain’d all Night, for Fear he 
Ihould dive into, and difrover to his 
Mafter, the fecret Defigns that were 
carrying on againft him, it happened* 
I {ay, that as he was going along, 
he met, not far from the Palace, fe- 
veral Companies of Soldiers in Arms; 
and proudly asking them , By wboje 
Authority they had taken up Arms ? 
One of the Captains told him, 'Twas 
by Order of the Viceroy. ’Tis well, 
(replied Vitale very unfeafonably) I 
am going dire 61 ly to the Market-place, 
and thy Head Jhall pay for't. The 
Captain anlwer’d this Menace, no o- 
therwife than by running his Sword 
into the Body of this unfortunate 
Wretch, who, with this Wound, and 
a Piftol-fhot that fucceeded it, fell 
down dead upon the Spot. 

The Viceroy fearing, that if this 
Accident {hould come to the Know- 
ledge of Mafaniello, he might get the 
Start of him and keep upon his Guard, 
he urged the Confpirators to haflen 
his *Deatb. But this poor Lunatick, 
having a little before made his Elcape 
out of Cuftody, went into the Church 

of 
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of our Lady of Carmine , whofe Fc- 
llival being this Day to be celebrated^ 
was fill’d with an infinite Number ot 
Perfons who came there to perform 
their Devotions, and waited for thd 
Archbilhop’s Coming to fing Mafs. 
As foon as he appear’d, Mafanicllo. 
went up to him, arid told him, thafi 
he plainly’ perceived the T cop Id had 
■abandoned him , and now went about 
to take away his Life • that Jince hi 
mujl die , he de fired that the Viceroy , 
and all the Tribunals tf/' Naples, would 
firji make a Solemn Trocejjion to tht 
mojl holy Mother of Carmine, his Ta- 
tronefs , and that afterwards Death 
would be welcome to him ; and at the 
fame time, putting a Letter into the 
Hands of the Archbifhop, he defired 
his Eminence to fend Some-body with 
it to the Viceroy . The Archbifhop 
having imbraced him, and very much 
commended him for his Religious Zeal , 
immediately diipatched one of his 
Gentlemen with the Letter to the Pa- 
lace; and ther^ coming up, to the 
Great Altar, he put himfelf in a Po- 
llute to begin the Service, when Ma- 
fanie,llo going into the Pulpit, and 
O hold- 
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holding out a Crucifix in his Hand, di- 
reeled himfelf to the’ People, and 
earneftly befought them not to for Jake, 
him ; putting them in Mind of the 
dangers and the Toils •which he had 
encomtered and undergone for their 
Sake ; the great ’Deliverance he had 
brought for them • and lafily , the 
rich and inefiimable Benefits which 
he had procured them , and they had 
Jfb lately feen confirmed in this very 
Church But the Vehemency of his 
Difcourfe, throwing him again in- 
to one of his raving Fits; he began 
to condemn himfelf for the Badnefs 
of his pafi Life , and exhorted every 
One to make the like ConfeJJlon to their 
Ghofily Father , that God's Anger 
might thereby be appeafed : From 

thefe, he ran into feveral other ex- 
travagant and ridiculous Expreflions, 
fome of which favouring of Hercfy, 
the Archbilhop was forced to ufe the 
Interpofition of lome of the Afliftants 
to get him out -of the Pulpit. As 
foon a9 he was com® down, he went 
to the Altar, and throwing himfelf at 
the Archbilhop’s Feet, he intreated his 
Eminence to depute his Chaplain to 
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the Viceroy, to affiure him, that he' 
was ready to refign his Office and 
Authority to his Excellency. 
Archbifhop promifed he would do it ; 
and feeing he was all in a Sweat, oc-. 
pafioned by the violent Agitation of 
his Spirits, he commanded fomc of the 
Religious to take him to their DoY* 
ter, to have him dried , and to let . ; 
him refrejh h'tmfelf with a little 
Sleep. 

■ Scarce was this Order executed^ ani r 
the Archbifhop gone out of the Church; 
when the Aflaflins who had confpirea 
the Death of Mafaniello came into it$ 
and from thence pafled to the Cloy- 
ller, crying out, Long live the King 
°f Spain, and let none from henceforth 
upon ‘P ain of Life obey Mafaniello* 
Tho* the Confpirators '.were but Very 
few in Number, yet, the People did. 
not oppofe them, but on the contra- 
ry, making Way for them, they went 
ftrait to the Convent, -fearching and 
inquiring every-where for MafhntilUt 
This unhappy Man, hearing Some* 
body call Mafaniello, runs out to meet 
his Murderers, faying. Is it me yoti 
look for, my : People > Behold, 1 am 
O i heYe 1 
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here ! But all the Anfvver he had, 
was from four Mufquets that were 
fired upon him all at one Time, by 
Salvatore CdtaHeo , Carlos Cataneo 5 
Angelo Ardizone, and Andrea Ramd: 
He inftantly dropp’d down upon the 
Place, and having but juft Time e- 
nOugh to cry out, Ah! ingrateful 
Tray tors, he breathed his laft. Sal- 
vatore Cataneo then cut off his Head, 
and fixing it on the Top of a Spear, 
he and his Accomplices carried it di- 
re&ly to the Viceroy, crying out all 
the Way, as they went along, Mafa- 
niello is dead • Mafaniello is dead : 
Let the King of Spain live , and let 
no-body pie fume hereafter to name 
Mafaniello. This bold Aftion fo ter- 
rified the Rabble, who, to the Number 
of about Eight or Ten Thoufand, were 
•then in the Church, or in the Market- 
place , that far from avenging the 
Death of their Captain-General by that 
of his Murderers, they feem’d ftupi- 
fied and motionlefs ; and in this Oc- 
currence, gave a memorable Inftance 
of the Inconftancy of the Populace, 
whofe Love may be juftly compared 
to a broken Reed, which, whoever 

leans 
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leans upon, is fure of falling. In 
Effed, this fame People who, from 
the firft Beginning of the Infurrection, 
• had loved Mafaniello even to Ado- 
ration, calmly faw him murdered, and 
without murmuring luffered his Head 
to be taken off, and afterwards thrown 
into a Ditch call’d the Corn-Twitch 
by his Homicides ; whil ft his Body, 
at the Inftigation of his Enemies, was, 
as he himfelf had foretold it, drag g’d- 
thro’ all the Kennels of Naples by a 
Company of Black-Guards, who, when 
they were tired with haling it about, 
caft it into another Town-Ditch, that 
lies without Tort a Nolana. 

It would be difficult to lay how 
greatly the Nobility and Gentry were 
tranfported with Joy upon this Occa* 
lion. They, who did. not dare to ihew 
their Heads, or ftir abroad during the 
Commotions, came now in Sholes, as 
one may lay, to congratulate the Vice.* 
roy upon their happy Period and the 
Death of Mafaniello. After which his 
Excellency, accompanied by the Arch* 
bilhop, and the Chief Officers and 
Magiftrates of,, the Kingdom, went 
with great Solemnity to the Church of 
i 63 Car^ 
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£a%tu>ine, to return God Thanks and 
the; moft Glorious Patron of Naples 
St, Gennaro, whofe Sacred Head and 
. Blood were .taken out and expofed to 
piibliek View. f This Ad of Devotion 
being performed, his Excellency the 
* 'Viceroy foewed himlelf in the Great; 

<' Market-place, where he caufed the 
t Confirmation of the Articles fworn to 
Saturday before, to be proclaim’d 
by Sound of Trumpet j and then re- 
tinned to his Palace, with the univer- 
,fal Acclamations of that very Rabble, 
Who., but a few Days before, had 
pulled him by the Whiskers, and of- 
, fered him all manner of Indignities. 

/- Thus rofe and fell Mafatiiello of 
Pbnaiphi, the Dread of the Spaniards y 
yhe Avenger of Publick Oppreffions, 
tad the Saviour pf his defolate Coun- 
try. All Antiquity cannot furnifh us- 
with fuch another, Example . as his; 
and After-Ages ■ will hardly believe 
what Height of/ Power this ridiculous 
Sovereign arrived to, who, .trampling 
hare-foot on a Throne, and wearing . 
a Mariner’s Cap inftead of a Diadem, 
in the Space of four Days, raifed an 
&nny of above ijo,ooo Men, and 
; ' "■ '• ■ made 

* * . ' I - 
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jnade himfelf Matter of one of the 
moft populous Cities in the World j 
of Naples, the Metropolis of lo many *• 
fair Provinces, and at once the Mo- 
ther and the Nurfe of lo many illuf. 
trious Princes and renowned Heroes. 
And, as if Fortune, that capricious 
Jilt, had taken Delight in raifing a 
Fifherman above the greateft Monarch, 
She not only fubmitted to his Em- 
pire, that innumerable Rabble that al- 
ways followed him, but even that 
antient and generous Neapolitan No- 
bility itfelf, whofe immortal Exploits 
have filled the whole Univerfe with 
their Fame. In Ihort, it may be aver r 
red without Excefs, that, neither the 
moft formidable Tyrants, nor the Prin- 
ces the moft beloved, were ever 1 q 
much dreaded, or fo foon obeyed as 
Mafaniello was, during his Ihort but 
ftupendous Reign. His Orders' were 
without Reply ; his Decrees without 
Appeal \ and the Deftiny of all Naples x 
might be faid to depend upon a fingle 
Motion .of his Hand. 

Thofe who have moft curioufly in- 
quir’d into this great and fudden Revo- 
lution of which he was the Author, 

O 4 . have 
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have for the moft Part look’d upon it as 
g pure and immediate Effect of God’s 
Judgments, who, to chaftife the A- 
varice, the Pride, and the Barbarity of 
the Spanijh Minifters, which were then 
at their highqft Pitch, tingled out the 
Arm of this poor Fitherman to exe- 
cute his Anger. Nor is this Opinion 
without Foundation : For, if we ex- 
amine the Actions and Accidents of 
filafaniello' s Life, we fhall find them 
tpo extraordinary and too wonderful, 
riot to have been in a peculiar Man- 
per dirc&cd by the Hand of Provi- 
dence. Tis reported, that whilft he 
was yet in the Cradle, two Capuchins 
accidentally calling in at his Mother’s 
"Houle, one of theni took him int6 
his Arms, and having look’d very fted- 
faftly upon him for lome Time, he 
told her, that that Child Jhould one 
Day come to be the Majler of Na- 
ples, but that his Government would 
have but a very Jhort ’Duration. We 
have already taken Notice of his own 
Prophecies, relating to his Death, to- 
gether with the Caufe, Time, and 
Manner of it. But, what will raife 
pur Admiration moft of all is, that 
■ • '' ■ * he, 
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he, who had never had any Educa- 
tion, and who had always pafled a- 
mong thofe of his Acquaintance for 
a meer Natural , was all on a fudden 
feen to ad and to fpeak, as if he had 
been converfant in Politicks and the 
Management of Publick Affairs. And 
indeed, with how much Wifdom did 
. he not make, apd maintain in the very 
Heat of the Commotions, the moft ; 
ufeful Orders and Regulations that 
the wifeft Legiflators and the moft ex T 
perienced Generals could ever be ca- 
pable of? With what Art and Addrefs 
did he not infinuate himfelf into the 
Hearts of fo many Thoufands of Men, 
by far his Superiors, incouraging the 
Fearful, extolling the Bold, reproach*, 
ing the Coward, and mpft pathetically 
defcribing to all, the miferable State \ 
of their Country, groaning under the 
heavy Exadions of proud and avari- 
tious Minifters, and. animating them 
to revenge and redrels themfolves ?. 
Cardinal Filomarino himfelf, has ac- 
knowledged, that in the Jeveral Coy- 
ferences he had ‘with him with re- 
fpeEl to the Treaty of Accommoda- 
tion , h$ had often been amazed at 
■ y' * the 
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the Solidity of his Judgment, and the 
Sjibtilty of his Contrivances. In fhort, 
let us but reflect: upon the Greatnefs 
of that Enterprize which he projected, 
and executed for the Good of r his 
Country: That indefatigable Afliduity 
with which he applied himfclf to it, 
which robbed him of the Hours of 
Nourifhmcnt and Repofe, and made 
d; Mod. him didate to feven Secretaries all at 
one Time : That juft. Severity, which 
obliging him to put fo many Perlbns 
to Death, never exerted itfelf on any 
whofe Crimes had not deferved it : 
But, above all, that noble and gene* 
rous Difintereflednels, which kept him 
poor in the Midft of fuch vaft Heaps 
of Wealth; and we Ihall be apt to 
conclude with a certain Neapolitan 
Gentleman, u That Mafaniello feems 
to haye been endowed with no o- 
? ther Qualifications, but fuch as were 
^ neceflfary for the Execution of the 
• Divine Vengeance/’ 

As to the Duke of Arcos y whether 
he aded with Prudence or no, in cau- 
ftng Mafaniello to be put to Death, I 
will not take upon me to determine, 
However, I think it may be juftly 

doubted, 

. t ” ' 4 E, \ 
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doubted, whether the Death of Ma- 
faniello was not more to the Prejudice 
than the Benefit of Spain. For altho’ 
it may be alledged, that the Sedition 
, which he firft promoted, feemingly 
tended to the Hurt of the State, and 
{he weakening of the Sovereign Autho- 
rity, yet it is certain, hewasfo far from 
endeavouring to eftrange the Peoples 
Affections and Allegiance from ‘Philip 
the IV. who reigned at that Time, 
that, on the Contrary, he always pro- 
feffed the greateft Refpett and Vene- 
ration for him: For, befides making 
the People often cry out, long live 
the King of Spain, and commanding 
them to put his Majefty's Arms over 
their ‘Doors , his receding from that 
Propofition whereby the Caftle of Saint 
Elmo was to be delivered into his 
Hands, as a Security for the Perform- 
ance of the Conditions of Peace, is 
ati undeniable Proof of his Loyalty. 
Befides, the very Commotions which 
he raifed in Naples , may be faid to 
have, been in fome Manner advanta- 
geous to the Spaniards ; fince they 
• contributed very much to the Extirpa^ 
$ion of the Outlaws and other pub- 
lick Nulances, and at (he fame time, 

* ■ v ' ' fully 
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frilly revenged them upon the Nobi- 
lity, by the. cruel Rage with which 
the Rabble purlued them. Laftly, 
the Aboliftiment of the Gabels leems to 
have been in a great Meal'ure benefi- 
cial to his Catholick Majefty, whole 
Domain and other Revenues Icarce '• 
amounting to a Million of Gold year- 
ly, was now on the Point of receiving 
five Million all at once, by means of 
a Donative which Mafaniello- had re- 
folved to prefent him with, and which 
he would certainly have accomplilhed, 
(having already levied confiderablc 
Sums to that End) if the Suddennefs 
of his Death had not prevented it. 

But it is not juft, that thele Reflec- 
tions Ihould make us leave the Head 
and the Body of Mafaniello lb long 
unburied and afunder ; and after hav- 
ing expoled the Ingratitude of the 
People, in forfaking their great De- 
liverer, it is but reafonable, that we 
Ihould alfo take Notice of the Sor- 
row and Repentance which they ex- 
prefied for it, by the pompous Ob- 
lequies with which they honoured 
his Remains. The Day immediately 
following that of his Death, feveral 
Children, at the Perfw^fion of lame 
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Perfons who told them, it was a 
Shame that the Corpfe of him who 
had do?ie fo much for the Good of his 
Country , Jhould be thus expo fed to 
the Dogs , went and fetched his Body, 
and after they had wafhed and clean- 
ed it well, carried it on a Bier to 
the Cathedral Church of Carmine. 

At the fame time, a young Man \ 
living in the Market-place, called 
Jeronymo Donneruma went with a 
Company of Men all armed to look 
for his Head in the Corn Ditch ; 
and having found it, he’ brought it 
along with him to the fame Place* 
where the Body was, in order to 
have them joyned together'. This 
being done, it was refolved in a ge- 
neral Aflembly of the People, who 
Were gathered together on purpofe, 
that Mafaniello deferred to receive 
the greateft Honours , as Head and 
Captain-General of Naples ; and ac- 
cordingly, his Corpfe, preceded by 
five hundred Priefts and Religious, 
and followed by forty thoufand Men 
up in Arms, and almoft as many 
Women with Beads in their Hands, 
was carried through feveral the moft • 

pub- 
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publick Streets of the City, with all 
the Solemnities that are commonly 
nfed at the Funeral of a Martial 
Commander. As they paffed by the 
Palace of the Viceroy, his Excel- 
lency, to conform to the Times, lent 
eight of his Pages with Torches in their 
Hands, to accompany the Corpfe, and 
at the fame time, ordered the Spa- 
niards who were then upon Guard' 
to lower their Enfigrts and ialute him 
. as he went by. He was at laft brought 
back again to the Cathedral Church, 
and there buried ; whilft all the Bells 
in Naples rung a mournful Peal, 
and amidft the Tears and Lamentati- 
ons of art infinite Multitude of Wo- 
men, who fliewed l'o much Refped 
dnd Veneration to his Duft, that one 
may fay, that by the Effed of a po- 
pular Inconjlancy which is not to be 
Equalled, Mafanieilo , in lets thart 
three Days, was obeyed like a. Mo-* • 
harch, murdered like a Villain, and re- 
vered like a Saint. 

Thus have I traced the Hilldry of 
the Neapolitans , from the firft Origin 
bf their Civil Misfortunes and Suffer- 
ings, under a ravenous and oyer-bear- 

ing 
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ing Miniftry, to the firft Period of 
Tyranny and Oppreflion among them; 
that is to fay, to their being reftored- 
to the full PoffefTion of their Rights 
and Privileges; by the Fifherman- 
Hero. Happy for them, had they 
never been molefted in the Enjoyment 
of them, and the Publiclt-Faith re- 
mained inviolate ! . But alas ! They 
Were foon made fenfible by a fatal 
Experience, That the moft lacred, and 
moft religious Oaths and Covenants* 
are not ftrong enough to bind Princes, 
nor their Minifters, to act contrary to 
their Views of Intcreft and. Ambition. 
Not many Days after Mafaniello’ s 
Death, the Viceroy made Julio Geno - 
•Vino Prefident of one of the Courts of 
Juftice, and gave him bcfides, feveral 
other publick Marks of his Favour 
and Efteem. The People were fur- 
prized at it ; and they could not con- 
ceive- what it was, that Ihould induce 
the Viceroy to give fuch extraordinary 
Demonftrations of Favour, to a Man, 
Who had, with the greateft Warmth* 
lb dately efpoufed the Intereft of the 
Neapolitans , and upon all Occafions 
had in a particular- Manner* manifefted 
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his Enmity to the Spaniards : This 
was a Myftery to them* and they 
were at a Lois to unriddle it. But 
it was not long before their Eyes were 
opened , by the Publication of the 
Printed Treaty* They obferved, that 
the Fourteenth Article in it* contain’d 
a Salvo, which had not been read to 
them in the Cathedral-Church, and 
which indeed, made the Treaty void 
and of no Effect : The Purport of it 
is as follows : “ That All Taxes and 
“ Gabels ’till then impoied and exaft- 
“ ed, ihould be abrogated and annul- 
“ led for ever; fueh of them only 
“EXCEPTED, as were alienated 
“ to private or particular Perfons, 
u which ihould always fiibfiftj any 
“ Thing in this Treaty mention’d to 
“ the contrary, notwithftanding.”Now, 
there being no Tax in the Kingdom, 
but what was alienated, All the Gabels 
and Taxes confequently remained ftill 
in Force ; and this Treaty, that was 
concluded with fo much Solemnity, 
and afterwards confirmed by fo many 
Oaths, was only a Politick Trick, to 
lull the People aileep, till the Miniftry 
ftiou’d find a fit Opportunity to re- 
plunge 
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plunge them into a State of Slavery 
6nd Subje&ion. But all Crimes are 
not fuccefsful alike ; and the Allwife 
Providence of Heaven would not 
fuffer fo heinous a Violation of the 
Publick-Faith, fworn, and pledg’d up- 
on the Altars, to go urtpurtifh’d. Thofe 
Who had firft difcover’d the Fraud, im- 
mediately communicate it to their 
Neighbours : Thefe again divulge It 

to the People. In an Inftant, the, 
whole City is alarm’d. Multitudes df 
People flock together in Hafte to the. 
Market-place, as is ufual in Cafes of 
Publick Danger. They plainly per- 
ceive now, the Reafon of Genovino * s 
new Preferment, and they donclude- 
that he has fold them to the Mini- 
Jiry. On a fudden, they give a loofe 
to their Rage and Indignation; they 
fly to their Arms; and in the firft 
Meat of their furious Referttment, they 
utter a Thoufand direful Imprecations 
againft the Government, in Whom they 
could no longer confide*, This was the 
Beginning of a Civil War, that in the 
End proved fatal to the Spaniards. 
The Authors of it, unimproved by fd 
retent an Example of what an injd-* 
P - ltd 
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red and exafperated People can do in 
their own Defence, and the Defence 
of their Liberty, foon faw themfelves 
and their Country involved in all. the 
Calamities and Horrors that attend in- 
teftine Feuds and Diffentions : And 

feme of them, by meeting with a more 
hafty and exemplary Puniftiment, have 
left behind them, an everlafting Mo- 
nument of the Wrath of Heaven a- 
gainft perjur’d and avaritious Minifters*
